Financial 
Coudition of the t'o n n tn —A Couiiinrieon. 
To judge from the state of things In Wall 
streor—irjm the price and rise and fall of gold 
and stocks—particularly within the last fort­ 
night, people might suppose tho country and 
national finances are in a very uncertain, fluc­ 
tuating and precarious condition. A superficial 
ohserver, unacquainted with the cause of such 
disturbances and changes, and not knowing 
the domes'ic and foreign relations of the 
country, would conclude that wo had been 
plunged into some terrible war or financial 
crisis; that tho crops ha'l failed, or that uni­ 
versal bankruptcy had come upon us. 
Yet no 
nation in the world was over so prosperous, no 
national treasury was ever more replete with 
money, no country ever had such abundant 
and varied resources, and all tliis while we 
liave pence both at homo and abroad, with no 
signs of disturbance to our Lappy condition. 
Yes, the Secretary of tho Treasury has nearly 
all the time in his hands surplus funds to the 
amount 
of 
a hundred 
and 
twenty 
to 
a 
hundred 
and fifty 
millions of dol­ 
lars, 
reckoned 
In 
currency. 
Ho 
has 
now and has had for a long time almost 
as much gold in the Treasury vaults as tne 
Bank of England holds as the basis of the 
currency circulation and financial operations 
of Great Britain. 
lie bolds this hundred mil­ 
lions or so of gold, besides a largo amount of 
currency, at the same time he is paying off 
from six to ten millions of the debt a month. 
The revenue comes in so much faster than tho 
expenditures that he is embarrassed to know 
what to do with the plethora of public money. 
At tho rate the debt is being paid off an esti­ 
mate is made that It will bo reduced at least 
a hundred millions during the first year of 
General Grant’s administration. 
If he wore to 
use all the surplus money in tho Treasury for 
that purpose it could bo reduced more than 
two hundred millions in that time. 
Looking 
at our national finances, there is no reason, 
then, for a monetary or gold crisis, nor for the 
present premium on gold. 
And 
what 
of 
tho 
condition 
of 
the 
country? 
The cotton crop of this year 
will be worth three hundred millions, or 
nearly so. 
This is a production, too, from 
only one section of tho country—a pro­ 
duction by a people who have raised, in 
addition, 
almost 
all 
the 
necessaries of 
life for their own consumption. 
Then wo 
have a large amount of broadstiiffs, more thau 
the country needs for its own use and for expor­ 
tation. 
Gold and silver siill come in abun­ 
dance from the mines of California and the 
other States and Territories w'ost of tho Rocky 
Mountains. 
But wo might go on and enume­ 
rate other productions, as our tobacco and 
sugar crops and other resources, all showing 
the siiperfiuity of wealth and prosperous cou­ 
dition of the country. 
Does not a financial 
crisis, then, seem an anomaly or absurdity under 
such circumstances ? 
There is not the least 
reason for it, and had tho .Secretary of the 
Treasury understood the duties and power of 
his position there would have been no such 
trouble and excitement as we have lately wit­ 
nessed at this financial centre. 
It was impossible, however, for the evil of 
the gold excitement to last long or spread far. 
The condition of the country and national 
Treasury, as was said, would prevent that. 
Thoso who have suffered chiefly are the few gold 
and stock gamblers of Wall street, who brought 
the trouble upon themselves. 
A few of those 
have become a sacrifice to their own gambling 
operations, 
and 
It 
is 
possible 
a few 
more 
may 
meet 
the 
same 
fate 
when 
tho 
balances 
are 
struck 
and 
accounts 
settled. 
But the smoko of the excitement is 
clearing away, and the events of the last ten 
or twtdvo days will soon be thought of no 
more by the mass of the community. 
The 
tradesmen and 
merchants 
who 
have not 
stepped aside from their leglllinate business to 
spoculato in gold or stocks—and we suppose 
few have—arc unscathed. 
The great commer­ 
cial interests of tho country remain steady. 
The momentary whirlwind that swept along 
might have startled those engaged in tboiu 
for an instant, but has caused no serious and 
lasting disturbance. 
Still it must be admitud 
that if the 
situation of tho country had 
been different—if the crops had failed and we 
were suffering a season of general adversity 
instead of enjoying universal prosperity—such 
an event might have proved very dlsastrous 
beyond the limits of Wall street or New York. 
Tho government, with this lesson before it, 
should at once take into consideration the 
question as to how th« public and commercial 


community can be protected in future from 
possible liyiiry through tho rings and clltpies 
of gold and stock operators. 
Tho first and 
mo.st necessary step is to place a statesman at 
tho head of the Treasury Department—n man 
who 
understands 
ttie 
great questions of 
finance and who will use his power for the 
good of tho public generally. 
This stop the 
I’reaideiit can take; for it Is an administrative 
one. 
Mr. Boutwell has not tho comprehension 
and ability for such a position. 
There are 
statesmen in the country capable of filling it, 
and tho responsibility of appointing one rests 
with General Grant. 
Then Congress should 
adopt measures to prevent, as far as possible, 
gold gambling, and should place tho currency 
on such a basis as will make it both steady 
and avall’ablo at all times to tho business 
community. 
Tho currency Is tho lifeblood of 
trade and commerce, and it should be healthily 
and equally diffused in suffleient quantity over 
every section of the republic. 
This being 
dono the necessities of trade will cause it to 
flow regularly to and from different points. 
At present this is not the case, because advan­ 
tages have been given to large capitalists over 
other people and to the centres of capital over 
other sections of tho country. 
It would be 
better still if the ouiTency were to be made 
uniform and legal tenders were substituted for 
national bank notes. 
But whatever Congress 
may do io this matter measures should be 
taken to keep the currency steady, and to 
prevent, as far as possible, the locking of it 
up and gold gambling by combinations of 
speculators.

Srtine light with regard to the campaign of 
1872 as the results which will follow the elec­ 
tions in Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
These States 
are to voto their gubernatorial tickets, which, 
next to a Presidential election, always call 
forth the highest voting strength of all parties. 
Therefore, as a State goes in voting for its 
own e-xecutive it may fairly be concluded it 
will go, if no serious administrative fiasco 
occurs in the meantime, when voting on the 
Presidential ticket.

chair at Albany, 
With the defeat of Griswold 
and the election of Governor Hoffman the 
power of the republican party has been grad­ 
ually slipping out of its hands, till now its 
leaders, or such of them as are left, are placed 
in a position in w’uich they are compelled to 
act on the defensive instead of the offensive. 
The Morgan and Fenton Senatorial fight com­ 
pletely disnipted the party. From the moment 
these political gladiators entered the arena

From these reports, favorablo to tho ambitious 
views of the democratic leaders, n political 
programme ia prepared for the coming Presi­ 
dential contest. 
With the Chief Executive 
personally and politically attached to the Tam­ 
many dynasty, indebted to it for past favors 
and present eminence, and Irnsling to it for 
still further honors, and with a Legislature 
pledged to carry out all its behests and support

New Aspect of thk CtTtAN Strcoole.— 
Spain perhaps has not even yet opened her 
eyes on the true proportions of the Cuban 
struggle. 
Cuba is now likely to appear on tho 
ocean as a naval power. 
Her stendlng as an 
independent government has been recognized 
by two other governments, and that the ships 
she equips and puts on the ocean cannot be 
treated as pirates is acknowledged by the gov- 
orment of tho United States. 
Virtually this 
recognizes her belligerent right. Only a few 
ships on the ocean will teach Spain that the 
unpleasant features of war are not all on one 
side. 
With such cruisers as the Hornet afloat 
the communications of tho Spanish govern­ 
ment can only be kept open by incn-of-war, 
which will add greatly to tho difflcullicg of tho 
contest. 
Under the impulse thus give- lo the 
stniggle we also find an immense increase in 
the filibustering tendency. 
Spain will have 
her hands full. 
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The statesmen and political party loaders of 
Great Britain are eugagcd in taking measures 
fur an imiuediato and intelligent legislative 
consideration of the last and greatest griev- 
once of Ireland, the fountaiahead of the others 
and the main cause of the pauperism, crime 
and exile of her people, the land question; or 
the actual state of the relations existing 
between the owners of real estate in entail in 
the island and the tenants who till the soil and 
are tributary to them as rentpayers. 
Lord 
Clarendon, since his return to London after 
his interviews with Napoleon at St. Cloud, 
haa announced, publicly and immediately, that 
the Irish land question will form tho most ab­ 
solutely necessary plank in the future platform 
of the Britisk government, sketching at the 
same moment and in very few words the essen­ 
tial points which he deems necessary for its 
constitutional 
elaboration and 
settlement. 
Cardinal Cullen endorses the position of the 
British Minister, giving, as it were, the flat of 
tho Church to the commencement of the agita­ 
tion for Irish tenants’ right, besides enforcing 
modtyation in its conduct and aim in the 
words “ not interfering with tho legitimate 
rights of any class.” It is a grand and se­ 
rious 
work, 
but 
inevitable 
as 
to 
its 
commencement for England. 
It is needless 
here, and at this day, to enter into a con­ 
sideration of the many local complications 
which surround and embarrass this subject. 
The Irish emigrants in America understand 
them, not as political economists in theory, but 
as men who have experienced their operation 
in some shape or other personally and to their 
grief. 
The American people are very well 
Informed as to their consequences, for it may 
bo said that the Irish farmers and labor­ 
ers who have been evicted 
from 
their 
little 
holdings 
and 
cabins and 
sought 
and found shelter and employment on our 
shores during many years past have been uni­ 
versal and simply eloquent propagandists of 
the home situation. 
They have told of it from 
Maine to San Francisco, so that the citizens of 
the American republic constitute, as it wore, 
at this moment, a grand International jury to 
which Ireland appeals on the question of the 
necessity of its adjustment. 
Mr. Gladstone 
and Lord Clarendon understand this well, and, 
consequently, although physically wearied by 
his parliamentary and cabinet exertions on the 
Irish Church bill, the British Premier is pre­ 
paring to grapple with and master the difficul­ 
ties of an Irish land bill in a constitutional 
manner, and to do justice to all without vio­ 
lence to existing interests. 
Although we use tho word difficulties It is 
scarcely in place. 
There is, or should be, little 
or no difficulty about it. 
The Irish tenant 
reqnires an equitable and simple plan of leasing 
land, a security of tenure during the period 
of the lease, with a fair compensation at its 
termination for all solid improvements made on 
the soil, with his money or the labor of bis own 
hands or those of his children when in posses­ 
sion. This is all. 
Ho will then become an in­ 
dustrious producer and consumer instead of an 
ill-clad, ragged and frequently hungry rent pay- 


coast line of Ireland will not be fringed with 
steamers conveying off the produce of the soil 
to Liverpool, Manchester, Leeds and Birming­ 
ham to be sold at such prices as knots of 
English speculators may dictate. 
Irish land­ 
lords will find it their interest to return to their 
homes, and the money received in Ireland from 
England will not be immediately forwarded 
to feed aristocratic absentees resident in Lon­ 
don, in Paris, or still more distant foreign 
lands. 
Political agitation would cease as an 
Irish profession, secret organizations be dis­ 
solved and “ agrarian murder”—a classifi­ 
cation of felony peculiar to Ireland and which 
expresses the present land system in words of 
woe—unknown. The politician’s cry of “ Erin go 
Bragh” would bo forgotten or discarded, and the 
sensible motto advised by Sidney Smith of ‘ ‘Erin 
go bread and cheese, Erin go pantaloons with­ 
out holes in them,” adopted by the Irish in its 
stead. A work looking to such accomplishment 
is a work worthy of Mr. Gladstone and Lord 
Clarendon, and Mr. Gladstone is just the man 
to “ crown the edifice” in Ireland. 
Impressed with these convictions wo have 
anticipated Lord Clarendon, and to a great 
extent his Eminence the Cardinal Archbishop 
of Dublin also. In placing the Irish land tenure 
subject before the world in our pages In tho 
shape of a series of special letters from Ire­ 
land, one of which was published last Monday, 
and 
another, 
exhaustive, interesting and 
affecting in its details, appears this morn­ 
ing. 
Writing from Wexford, tho scene at 
once of Oliver Cromwell’s wanton slaughter 
of the people, as well as of tho fierce 
battles of tho Irish rebellion of 179.8, the 
extremes of brutal oppression and an attempt 
at redress by brute force, tho writer supplies 
facts to show that the land question is tho one 
essential, vital question of Ireland. 
Ho also 
proves that Ireland looks to America for 
approval and a moral support in her efforts for 
its peaceable solution. 
This support she hopes 
to obtain mainly through the great organs of 
the free press of New York. 
Her desire was 
expressed, forcibly and well, in the words made 
use of by a prominent Irish clergyman to our 
special writer when he s a i d “The influence, 
the irresistible Influence and power of America 
are being dally felt throughout Europe, and in 
no part more than in Ireland. 
Write that we 
want land reform. 
War 
J|o 
bloodshed w^ donlSfé; b u titlsliard to tear 
the conduct of tho wretches who gloat over 
the misfortunes of onr poor people. 
Goodby. 
God be with you and bless you." 
Such is Ire­ 
land’s necessity, such her course, such her 
words and channel of appeal to America. 
Lord Clarendon appreciates the crisis.

to act on the invoices of thoso exporting steel 
from Sheffield to this country, and so has 
stopped tho trade.

A cable despatch which we print In thellEBAXO 
of to-day informs us that on the occasion of 
tho oj)ening of the French Chambers, which is 
now fixed for the 8th of November, the Emperor 
Napoleon hopes to issue a mauifesto announcing 
an agreement arrived at by the various Powers 
for a general simultaneous disarmament. This 
is tho fiist piece of reahy sensible news wo 
have had from Europe for a long time. 
We 
hope it may turn out to bo well founded. Large 
standing armies have long been the curse of 
Europe, and the weight of the curse has beeu 
greatly increased during the reign of Napoleon. 
We are willing to believe the news to be true; 
for Napoleon can no longer have any desire 
for war. Franco lias ceased to growl at Prussia, 
and the work of consolidation in Germany Is 
little likely henceforward to be disturbed by 
any French opposition. 
This movement of tho 
Emperor shows that he stUl delights in sur­ 
prises, while it can scarcely fail to have the 
effect of greatly increasing bis popularity. 
His 
reforms are all the more certain to win success 
in tho Corps Liigislatlf and to be popular 
among the French people tiiat his power and 
load are still recognized in the courts and cabi­ 
nets of Europe. 
The entente cordiale which 
evidently exists between Napoleon and tho 
governments of Europe is a hopeful sign for 
the future of his dynasty. 
We congratulate 
the peoples of Europe on this promised bless­ 
ing. 


Unln, R ain, Beautiful Rain.

way and even still dirtier streets have been 
more speedily and more effectually cleansed 
by “ the clerk of the weather” than they could 
have been by the most conscientious contractor 
for a similar job. 
None will grudge what the 
street commissioners may have saved by this 
providential dispensation. 
Lot us hope, how­ 
ever, that they may not be tempted to wait for 
a repetition of it before sending sprinkling 
machines on their regular rounds. 
The injury 
which dust has done to health and furniture 
and clothing in New York during tho past 
week is incalculable. 
A well governed city, 
even if it were built in the Desert of Sahara, 
could not have suffered what Now York, at the 
head of a splendid bay and between two 
rivers, has lately had to endure from dust. 


Tub Burlingame MiamoN.-rTh^ Important 
mission entrusted 
to Mr. Burlingame has 
naturally caused the attention, especially of 
the European Powers, to bo directed towards 
the far East. Treaties, both commercial and 
diplomatic, have been concluded with the 
Flowery Realm. Austria, too, has now entered 
upon the field, and even the patricians of 
Venice are not backward. 
The prestige of 
ancient Venice, whose merchants formerly 
traded with the remotest parts of the globe, 
may yet be regained. 
Ships are now being 
constructed in Venice for the purpose of 
reopening a direct trade with China. 
The 
ruins of tho stately dwellings of the represen­ 
tatives of the Doges, so frequently mentioned 
by travellers in these distant lands, may yet 
be brought into bold relief.

Prince Arthur a Big B rave—The HnceeMlon 
to the Bngliah Throne and the M onroe 
Doctrine. 
Prince Arthur of England arrived at Mo­ 
hawk, Canada West, a few days since, during 
the progress of bis tour ia the New Dominion. 
He was received by the people generally with 
demonstrations of loyalty and attachment to 
the crown similar to those with which ho has 
been greeted at other points of tho territory, 
the people turning out in great numbers and 
even “ surrounding” a church, without waiting 
for Sunday, in the hope of catching a glimpse 
of tho juvenile Messiah of transatlantic British 
royalty. 
In this instance, however, tho Prince 
did not, as before, enjoy an exclusiveness in 
the matter of imperial 
attraction, for in 
marched six majestic sons of nature, in tho 
shape of a delegation of Mohawk Indians, seek­ 
ing an interview with the foreign dynast. They 
came fully painted, and with feathers, toma­ 
hawks and scalping knives. 
In peace, or in 
war ? In peaceful attitude; to honor and exalt. 
In truth, within a few hours Prince Arthur was 
made chief of the Six Nations, with “ all the 
ceremonies” peculiar to tho grand occasion, of 
which, wo regret to say, wo have as yet no 
account. Porfectly iKioinbarrassol, assuming 
his now position in tho most graceful—of 
course, it was not natural—manner, and as If 
to prove his entire fitness for a duo discharge 
of the duties of his commanding position, the 
Chief-Princo of the Mohawks set out imme­ 
diately with his fellow braves and future sub­ 
jects to visit an Indian school, where he must 
have been delighted to observe how effectually 
the sharp point of the feathered arrow is 
being blunted by tho working out of the excel­ 
lent principles laid down la Mrs. Trimmer’a 
“ Book on Education.” 
The men of tho Six Nations are wise and pru­ 
dent in their generation, proving by their taot 
and promptitude of action in this instance that 
a (ially converse with naltire m ie r sublime 
grandeur and vastness sharpens the human 
perception and almost assimilates tho mind 
of man in its directness more and still more In 
harmony with the unalterable unities of the 
first principle. 
The Mohawk chiefs despise 
“red tape," just from what little they know of 
It from Ottawa, and, avoiding all tho dan­ 
gerous throne complications which are de­ 
moralizing the Spaniards In Madrid, choose 
their man at once. 
And 
where 
could 
they have obtained a bettor one ? 
‘ ‘Travelling 
further, they would, almost to a certainty, fare 
worse.” 
prince Arthur is a soldier. 
He 
graduatod in his profession and commenced 
his military career In Ireland—a nation of 
soldiers and heroes. 
He is named after Wel­ 
lington, a duke of “ iron,” niggardly as any 
Indian 
In 
the 
matter 
of 
compliments 
and 
jokes, 
and 
tho conqueror of 
the 
next greatest soldier of 
tho 
age before 
himself. 
lie is, besides, a great-grandson of 
George the Third, the royal patron and friend 
Of the North American Indians, of all and 
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é r e ij tribe, during the period of the w ar of the 
fievolutiou in the United States, and the first 
fluropean dealer in American scalps taken 
from the heads of the soldiers of Washington. 
It la eminently m eet and proper, tlierefore, that 
Prince A rthur shoidd be ranked, not by brevet 
only, an Indian brave chief. 
But what will be 
the effect in England and hero with ourselves 
on the succession to the throne and the Monroe 
floctrine? 
Prince A rthur, as Cliief of the 
Mohawks, takes down his brother, the Prince of 
Wales, In point of precedence, at once; for 
certainly 
the 
Guelphs 
are 
not 
quite 
80 ancient in the royalties as the Ameri­ 
can Indians. 
Indeed, It may 
be 
feared, 
should 
he become 
ambitious, 
that 
ho 
will outrank his royal mother herself ¡ for what 
signifies 
the fact of 
being 
crowned 
and 
anointed, 
sitting on a “ stone of destiny," 
which has in reality been stolen from Scotland, 
to being voluntarily chosen by an Indian ple- 
Nseite, taken under the broad oanopy of heaven, 
to rule over a perfectly free nation in Amer­ 
ica? 
The banner of the Princo of Wales 
m ust certainly be moved down a peg or 
two in St. George’s Hall, so as to make 
way for the tuft and feathers of tho youthful 
leader of the Mohawks. 
Prince Alfred may 
come along, to be sure, from tho Antipodes 
and the Sandwich Islands, with ail his Maori 
and Polynesian honors “ thick upon him ;" but 
we are quite certain that his claim to prece­ 
dence will not stand tho slightest chance In the 
H erald's College, 
London, beside th at of 
Prince A rthur. 
There is little doubt also 
th at tho Mohawks communicated to the pale 
fkce chief brave some few of thefr mysterious 
secrets in tho lino of governing, recollecting 
w hat extraordinary monarchical experiences 
the 
late King Louis Philippe ot 
France 
acquired during his sojourn among tho Indians 
On this Continent—who styled him the ''C un­ 
ning French Medicine Man"—and how bene­ 
ficially he utilized them for France and him­ 
self, after his return to Europe. 
Prince A rthur’s installation as an Indian 
chief la llkcdy on every account to inaugurate 
a serious royal crisis among us. 
We can 
scarcely object to it, however—that is, pro­

The excuse that it was a mere struggle 
between rival gold gamblers, in which he or 
othor outsiders had no interest, is the merest 
and flimsiest subterfuge, because in the result 
of that struggle the financial stability of the 
government itself and the prosperity of the 
whole country were

have been the course of the man whom Presi­ 
dent Grant had the good judgm ent to select in

Condition of the Coantry—A Comparison. 
To judge from the state of things in Wall 


street—from the price and rise and fall of gold 
and stocks—particularly within the last fort- 
night, people might suppose the country and 
national finances are in a very uncertain, fluc- 
tuating and precarious condition. A superficial 
observer, unacquainted with the cause of such 
disturbances and changes, and not knowing 
the domestic and foreign relations of the 
country, would conclude that we had been 
plunged into some terrible war or financial 
crisis; that the crops had failed, or that uni- 
versal bankruptcy had come upon us. Yet no 
nation in the world was ever so prosperous, no 
national treasury was ever more replete with 
money, no country ever had such abundant 
and varied resources, and all this while we 
have peace both at home and abroad, with no 
signs of disturbance to our happy condition. 
Yes, the Secretary of the Treasury has nearly 
all the time in his hands surplus funds to the 
amount of 
a hundred 
and 
twenty to 


hundred 
and fifty millions of dol- 


ars, 
reckoned 
in 
currency. 
He 
has 


now and has had for a long time almost 
as much gold in the Treasury vaults as the 
Bank of England holds as the basis of the 
currency circulation and financial operations 
of Great Britain.

The revenue comes in so much faster than the 
expenditures that he is embarrassed to know 
what to do with the plethora of public money.

community can be protected in future from 
possible injury through the rings and cliques 
of gold and stock operators. The first and 
most necessary step is to place a statesman at 
the head of the Treasury Department—a man 
who understands tlie great questions of 
finance and who will use his power for the 
good of the public generally. This step the 
President can take; for it is an. administrative 
one. Mr. Boutwell haa not the comprehension 
and ability for such a position. 
There are 


statesmen in the country capable of filling it, 
and the responsibility of appointing one rests 
with General Grant. 
Then Congress should 


adopt measures to prevent, as far as possible, 
gold gambling, and should place'the currency 
on such a basis as will make it both steady 
and available at all times to the business 
community. The currency is the lifeblood of 
trade and commerce, and it should be healthily 
and equally diffused in sufficient quantity over 
every section of the republic. 
This being 


done the necessities of trade will cause it to 
flow regularly to and from different points. 
At present this is not the case, because advan- 
tages have been given to large capitalists over 
other people and to the centres of capital over 
other sections of the country. 
It would be 


better still if the currency were to be made 
uniform and legal tenders were substituted for 
national banfe notes. But whatever Congress 
may do in this matter measures should be 
taken to keep tha currency steady, and to 
prevent, as far as possible, the locking of it 
up and gold gambling by combinations of 
speculators.

Looking 
at our national finances, there is no reason, 
then, for a monetary or gold crisis, nor for the 
present premium on gold. 


And what 
of 
the 
condition of 
the 


country? 
The cotton crop of this year 


will be worth three hundred millions, or 
nearly so. This is a production, too, from 
only one section of the country—a pro- 
duction by a people who have raised, in 
addition, almost all 
the 
necessaries of 


life for their own consumption. 
Then we 


have a large amount of breadstuffs, more than 
the country needs for its own use and for expor- 
tation. Gold and silver still come in abun- 
dance from the mines of California and the 
other States and Territories west of the Rocky 
Mountains. Bnt we might go on and enume- 
rate other productions, as our tobacco and 
sugar crops and other resources, all showing 
the superfluity of wealth and prosperous con- 
dition of the country. Docs not a financial 
crisis, then, seem an anomaly or absurdity under 
such circumstances ? There is not the least 
reason for it, and had the Secretary of the 
Treasury understood the duties and power of 
his position there would have been no such 
trouble and excitement as we have lately wit- 
nessed at this financial centre. 


It was impossible, however, for the evil of 


the gold excitement to last long or spread far. 
The condition of the country and national 
Treasury, as was said, would prevent that. 
Those who have suffered chiefly are the few gold 
and stock gamblers of Wall street, who brought 
the trouble upon themselves. 
A few of those 


have become a sacrifice to their own gambling 
operations, 
and 
it 
is 
possible 
a few 


more 
may meet 
the 
same 
fate -when 


the 
balances are 
struck and accounts 


settled. But the smoke of the excitement is 
clearing away, and the events of the last ten 
or twelve days will soon be thought of no 
more by the mass of the community. The 
tradesmen and merchants who have not 
stepped aside from their legitimate business to 
speculate in gold or stocks—and we suppose 
few have—are unscathed. The great commer- 
cial interests of the country remain steady. 
The momentary whirlwind that swept along 
might have startled those engaged in them 
for an instant, but has caused no serious and 
lasting disturbance. Still it must be admitted 
that if the situation of the conntry had 
been different—if the crops had failed and we 
were suffering a season of general adversity 
instead of enjoying universal prosperity—such 
an event might have proved very disastrous 
beyond the limits of Wall street or New York. 


The government, with this -lesson before it, 


should at onco take into consideration the 
question SB to how the public and commercial 


State Politics—Tbe Campaign of 1S72. 
In a month from to-day New York State 


will hold its election for State officers. The 
result will, to a considerable extent, be 
accepted as a criterion to judge of the relative 
strength of the republican and democratic 
parties when they come to vote on the more 
important issues involved in the succeeding 
Presidential election. 
The result, however, 


whatever it may be, cannot be viewed in the 
same light with regard to the campaign of 
1872 as the results which will follow the elec- 
tions in Pennsylvania and Ohio. These States 
are to rote their gubernatorial tickets, which, 
next to a Presidential election, always call 
forth the highest voting strength of all parties 
Therefore, as a State goes in voting for its 
own executive it may fairly be concluded it 
will go, if no serious administrative fiasco 
occurs in the meantime, when 'otingonthe 
Presidential ticket.

to the Pennsylvania and Ohio elections an 
importance that our own election seems to lack.

The republican party of the Slate 


bas lost the cohesive power which made it so 
strong and irresistible during the war. Apart 
from the influence the leaders of the party ex- 
ercised to their own profit in the federal ad- 
ministration, they controEed all the patronage 
of the State government during the double 
term Governor Fenton occupied the executive 
chair at Albany. With the defeat of Griswold 
and the election of Governor Hoffman the 
power of the republican party has been grad- 
ually slipping out of its hands, till now its 
leaders, or such of them ag are left, are placed 
in a position in which they are compelled to 
act on the defensive instead of the offensive. 
The Morgan and Fenton Senatorial fight com- 
pletely disrupted the party. From the moment 
these political gladiators entered the arena 
with their stamps and greenbacks the weak- 
ness and corruption of the party were made 
p-xw/or, iuM,aal, ttoa «,„ ^mnmlizing effect of 
the bargaining and huckstering for votes thea 
openly carried on in the legislative chamber 
is felt in almost every republican district in 
the State. Fenton haa temporarily abandoned 
the field of politics, and between his late fol- 
lowers and the Morgan "soreheads" there is 
now a deadly feud being waged. This is the 
condition of the republican party throughout 
the State at the present moment. 


The Tammany Regency, under the leader- 


ship of Peter Bismarck Sweeny, resolved to 
take advantage of these dissensions in the re- 
publican camp, is making sure work to secure a 
majority in both branches of tlie Legislature 
in November next. It has its emissaries in 
every Senatorial and Assembly district spying 
out the land and reporting the condition of 
local politics and the position of parties. 
From these reports, favorable to the ambitious 
views of the democratic leaders, a political 
programme is prepared for the coming Presi- 
dential contest. With the Chief Executive 
personally and politically attached to the Tam- 
many dynasty, indebted to it for past favors 
and present eminence, and trusting to it for 
still further honors, and with a Legislature 
pledged to carry out all its behests and support 
all its measures, the Tammany Regency may 
not so far miscalculate its power if it aims to 
reinaugurate the policy and to tread in the foot- 
steps of the old Albany Regency, wJiich placed 
the man of its choice in the Presidential chair 
in 1836. What the Albany Regency did in its 
day circumstances, directed by such men as 
Peter Bismarck Sweeny and his counsellors, 
can no doubt do in the present. At all events, 
the Regency is directing all its efforts and 
shaping every political movement in city and 
State with a single eye to its action in the 
campaign of 1872, and to the nomination of 
then- man, Governor Hoffman, on tEe Presi- 
dential ticket. 


NBW ASPECT o» THE CUBAN STRUGGLE.— 


Spain perhaps has not even yet opened her 
eyes on the true proportions of the Cuban 
struggle. Cuba is now likely to appear on the 
ocean as a naval power. Her standing as an 
independent government has been recognized 
by two other governments, and that the ships 
she equips and puts on the ocean cannot be 
treated us pirates is acknowledged by the gov- 
ennent of the United States. Virtually this 
recognizes her belligerent right. Only a few 
saiga on the ocean will teach Spain that the 
unpleasant features of war are not all on one 
side. With such cruisers as the Hornet afloat 
the communications of the Spanish govern- 
ment can only be kept open by men-of-war, 
which will add greatly to the difficulties of the 
contest. Under the impulse thus given to the 
Struggle wo also find an immense increase in 
the filibustering tendency. Spaia will have 
her hands full. 


Tho Irish I,and SJucBtloa—Ireland's Moral 


Appeal to America. 


The statesmen and political party leaders of 


Great Britain aro engaged in taking measures 
for an immediate and intelligent legislative 
consideration of the last and greatest gdev- 
ance of Ireland, the fountainhead of the others 
and the main cause of the pauperism, crime 
and exile of her people, the land question; or 
tho actual state of the relations existing 
between the owners of real estate in entail in 
the island and tlie tenants who till the soil and 
are tributary to them as rentpaycrs. Lord 
Clarendon, since his return to London after 
his interviews with Napoleon at St. Cloud, 
has announced, publicly and immediately, that 
the Irish land question will form the most ab- 
solutely necessary plank in the future platform 
of the British government, sketching at the 
same moment and in very few words the essen- 
tial points which he deems necessary for its 
constitutional elaboration and 
settlement. 


Cardinal Cullen endorses the position of the 
British Minister, giving, as it were, the fiat of 
the Church to the commencement of the agita- 
tion for Irish tenants' right, besides enforcing 
moderation; in its conduct and aim in the 
words "not interfering with the legitimate 
rights of any class." It is a grand and se- 
rious 
work, 
but inevitable 
as 
to 
its 


commencement for England. 
It is needless 


here, and at this day, to enter into a con- 
sideration of the many local complications 
which surround and embarrass this subject. 
The Irish emigrants in America understand 
them, not as political economists in theory, but 
as men who have experienced their operation 
in some shape or other personally and to their 
grief. The American people are very well 
informed as to their consequences, for it may 
be said that the Irish farmers aad labor- 
ers who have been evicted 
from 
their 


little 
holdings 
and 
cabins and 
sought 


and found shelter and employment on our 
shores during many years past have been uni- 
versal and simply eloquent propagandists of 
the home situation. They have told of it from 
Maine to San Francisco, so that the citizens of 
the American republic constitute, as it were, 
at this moment, a grand international jury to 
which Ireland appeals on the question of the 
necessity of its adjustment. Mr. Gladstone 
and Lord Clarendon understand this well, and, 
consequently, although physically wearied by 
his parliamentary and cabinet exertions on the 
Irish Church bill, the British Premier is pre- 
paring to grapple with and master the difficul- 
ties of an Irish laud bill in a constitutional 
manner, and to do justice to all without vio- 
lence to existing interests. 


Although we use the word difficulties it is 


scarcely in place. There is, or should bs, little 
or no difficulty about it. The Irish, tenant 
'requires an equitable and simple plan of leasing 
land, a security of tenure during the period 
of the ^.Icase, with a fair compensation at its 
termination for all solid improvements made on 
the soil, with his money or the labor of his own 
hands or those of his children when ia posses- 
sion. This is all. He will then become an in- 
dustrious producer and consumer instead of an 
ill-clad, ragged and frequently hungry rent pay- 
ing machine, while an exporter of food. 
The 


coast line of Ireland will not be fringed with 
steamers conveying off the produce of the soil 
to Liverpool, Manchester, Leeds and Birming- 
ham to be sold at such prices as knots of 
English speculators may dictate. 
Irish land- 


lords will find it their interest to return to their 
homes, and the money received in Ireland from 
England will not be immediately forwarded 
to feed aristocratic absentees resident in Lon- 
don, in Paris, or still more distant foreign 
lands. Political agitation would cease as an 
Irish profession, aoarat uigauizalions be dis- 
solved and "agrarian murder"—a classifi- 
cation of felony peculiar to Ireland and which 
oTtpionnoa uie present land system in words of 
woe—unknown. The politician's cry of "Erin go 
Bragh" would be forgotl en or discarded, and the 
sensible motto advised by Sidney Smith of' 'Erin 
go bread and cheese, Erin go pantaloons with- 
out holes in them," adopted by the Irish in its 
stead. A work looking to such accomplishment 
is a work worthy of Mr. Gladstone and Lord 
Clarendon, and Mr. Gladstone is just the man 
to "crown the edifice" in Ireland. 


Impressed with these convictions we have 


anticipated Lord Clarendon, and to a great 
extent his Eminence the Cardinal Archbishop 
of Dublin also, in placing the Irish land tenure 
subject before the world in our pages in the 
shape of a series of special letters from Ire- 
land, one of which was published last Monday, 
and 
another, 
exhaustive, interesting and 


affecting in its details, appears this morn- 
ing. 
Writing from Wexford, the scene at 


once of Oliver Cromwell's wanton slaughter 
of the people, as well as of the fierce 
battles of the Irish rebellion of 1798, the 
extremes of brutal oppression and an attempt 
at redress by brute force, the writer supplies 
facts to show that the land question is the one 
essential, vital question of Ireland. He also 
proves that Ireland looks to America for 
approval and a moral support in her efforts for 
its peaceable solution. This support she hopes 
to obtain mainly through the great organs of 
the free press of New York. Her desire was 
expressed, forcibly and well, in the words made 
use of by a prominent Irish clergyman to our 
special writer when he said :—"The influence, 
the irresistible influence and power of America 
are being daily felt throughout Europe, and in 
no part more than in Ireland. 
Write that we 


want land reform. War we do not want, 
bloodshed we deplore; but it is hard to bear 
the conduct of the wretches who gloat over 
the misfortunes of our poor people. 
Goodby. 


God be with you and bless you." Such is Ire- 
land's necessity, such her course, such her 
words and channel of appeal to America. 
Lord Clarendon appreciates the crisis. 


Tlie Opening of the French 


General Dteannatneufe 


A cable despatch which wo print iulhenEKAtu 


of to-day informs us that on the occasion of 
the opening of the French Chambers, which is 
now fixed for the 8th of November, the Emperor 
Napoleon hopes to issue a manifesto announcing 
an agreement arrived at by the various Powers 
for a general simultaneous disarmament. This. 
is the first piece of really sensible news we' 
have had from Europe for a long time. We 
hope it may turn out to be well founded. Large 
standing armies have long been the curse of 
Europe, and the weight of the curse has been 
greatly increased during the reign of Napoleon. 
We are willing to believe the news to be true; 
for Napoleon can no longer have any desire 
for war. France has ceased to growl at Prussia, 
and the work of consolidation in Germany is 
little likely henceforward to be disturbed by 
any French opposition. This movement of the 
Emperor shows that he still delights in sur- 
prises, while it can scarcely fail to have the 
effect of greatly increasing his popularity. His 
reforms are all the more certain to win success 
in the Corps Legislatif and to be popular 
among the French people that his power and 
lead are still recognized in the courts and cabi- 
nets of Europe. The entente cordiale which 
evidently exists between Napoleon and the 
governments of Europe is a hopeful sign for 
the future of his dynasty. We congratulate 
the peoples of Europe on this promised bless- 
ing. 


Rnin, Rnra, Beautiful Rain.

Railroad freight depot. 
We have already 


taken 
occasion to say that so costly 


and splendid a monument should not be 
condemned to concealment and obscurity 
in a railroad freight depot in a part of 
the city where but few of the people ever 
go and where strangers never find their way. 
The only fitting place for it is within the pre- 
•cincts of our noble Park, where everybody 
goes and where everybody will see it. 
A 


magnificent arch, like the Arch of Triumph at 
Paris, might be erected at some conspicuous 
spot in the Park, and serve as a pedestal for 
the great bronze statue of a hero of peaceful 
victories no less glorious than military victo- 
ries, according to the highest standard of 
modern civilization. The Vanderbilt monu- 
ment is a tribute to a famous exponent of tha 
untiring industry, the boundless enterprise 
and the incalculable wealth of the New World. 
It should hold in the Park a permanent posi- 
tion as not only a well-merited memorial of a 
single individual, but as an encouragement to 
millions who shall find in this New World tho 
amplest field for ambition and energy.

Prince Arthur a Bis Bravo—The Stu-ccssfam 


to tlio Encjtsh Tbroiic njnd tne Monros, 
Doclrine. 
Prince Arthur of England arrived at Mo- 


hawk, Canada West, a few days since, during 
tho progress of his tour in the New Dominion. 
He was received by the people generally with 
demonstrations of loyalty and attachment to 
the crown similar to those with which he haa 
been greeted at other points of the territory, 
the people turning out in great numbers and 
even "surrounding" a church, without waiting 
for Sunday, in the hope of catching a glimpse 
of the juvenile Messiah of transatlantic British 
royalty. 
In this instance, however, the Prince 


did not, as before, enjoy an exclusiveness in 
the matter of imperial attraction, for in 
marched six majestic sons of nature, in tha 
shape of a delegation of Mohawk Indians, seek- 
ing an interview with the foreign dynast.

Even wnen their "corner" culminated 
a wees ago Friday tho immediate future or the 
stock market was an unknown sea, whose waters 
ttiej Knew not were to be upheaved by so fearful a 
storm. It is an undoubted Tact also that tac slocfc 
cliques wlio were on the Bear side or the specula- 
tion, in their wildest imagining or great profits, fan- 
cied not tho depth to which the market was 
So be plunged.

out of their stocks, but loaded up midway or the de- 
scent and were swamped in tne ultimate decline.

.England sneered at the possibility of the realiza- 
tion of M. de Lesseps' dream. It is now, however, 
on the point of being, accomplished. England—at 
least many representatives of the press—steadfastly 
deny that a bridge can ever be thrown across the 
straits ot Calais and Dover. M. Boutel, the cele- 
brated engineer, who conceived the project of join- 
ing the two countries by means of a railway bridge, 
Is on the point of glvicjt a conclusive proof of the 
practicability of his invention.

Some fifteen years ago an Anglo-Karon prophecy 
was published for the edification of ttte world. The 
prophet was an eminent English engineer, and the 
subject of his prediction was the route between 
England and the Bast The future was presented 
to us pictorially, or, at least, in a series or half 
a dozen maps, dated successively 1830, 1840. 1850 
1855, 1880, 1865, and comprising the territories 
between the British Isles and Hmdostan. The nrst 
two of these maps Illustrated tne past, the next the 
present, the last three the future. If the reader will 
open a chart ot the world on Mercator's projection 
ne will see that a line may be drawn to a straight 
direction irom ostend lo Bombay across one tract of 
land alter another. He will see, also, on a little fur- 
ther examination, that there are three water ways 
between these two points—one representing the 
long circuit of the African Continent: a second pass- 
ing oy the Mediterranean and the Red Sea. and a 
third. Involving rather more land travelling, by 
the Mediterranean and the Persian Gulf. "Now, 
m 
the routes taken 
or late davs by the 
commerce 
between

the successive improvements have consisted in 
the substitution or land Ior water—in other words, 
of railways for ships. For example, in 1830, the 
outward-bound Indiaman simply leit a channel 
pore, sailed all round the Cape, and then up the 
Indian Ocean to Bombay or Calcutta, as the case 
might be. The time consumed in the voyage was 
about loo days. In 1840 came those improvements 
which gave the new passage the distinctive name of 
the "overland" route, though the land journey aa 
yet bore but a small proportion to the sea voy- 
age.

KeanwLne 
the European Comment had been so far traversed 
by railways that first Marseilles and then Trieste 
might be reached, and thus a broad angle was saved 
since the traveller proceeded in nearly a direct line 
from Ostend to Alexandria, and thence onwards as 
before. This brought the time to thirty-nine days 
as it stood when the prophecy was uttered. Tha 
luture.was then .prefigured by three maps to repre- 
sent tho periods or 1S55.1800 and 1803. In 1S55 a 
railway along the Uuphratcs Tailcv was to open a 
communication by land with the head or tue Persian 
Gulf, thus saving the circuit or the Arabian Penin- 
sula, besides which a railway across India was to 
connect Calcutta with Bombay. By this the timu waa 
to be reduced to umeteen days.

Great Excitement in the JLowcr Part of tbe 


City—A 'Woman Severely Injured—The Ani- 
mal Finally Shot. 
Great excitement was caused In the lower part of 


the city last evening by the deeds, or, rather, mis- 
deeds, of a wild bnll. The Infuriated animal caused 
such a panic that it is impossible to learn certainly 
whence he started or the exact route that he took in 
his rampage. He appears to have rushed np and 
down most of the streets in the Second. Fourth and 
Sixth wards, and to have every wnere caused intense 
commotion. Streets that were deserted before he 
came were crowoed in his wake. Everywhere peo- 
E 


le got after him, bat no one ventured to get before 
1m, and hence he rushed unchecked, a roaming ter- 
ror, setting the law at denance and the rights of 
pedestrians at nauglit. The police quailed before 
him, but lollowed right valiantly behind, firing shots 
that missed him but came near putting an end to 
many lives the bull had considerately spared. After 
him everywhere was a deluge of people "out in the 
sobbing rain," regardless of the weather, discussing 
the bull snd endeavoring to learn the full extent of 
the damage he had done. So far as could be learned 
surprisingly few persons were injured, and the police 
report but two cases—that of J alia Byrnes, who was 
trampled upon at the corner Of Sew Bowery and 
New Chambers street, and Lawrence Gillen, a boy, 
who waa tossed aud severely hurt in front of his 
home, So. 5 Mission place. Both were taken in 
charge by the police, but neither was found to be 
seriously hurt. 
The reckless use of firearms in the chase, so far as 
we could learn resulted in no more serious damage 
to humanity tnan a policeman shooting off Ills own 
finger, but there were many narrow escapes, and 
among the most remarkable was that of a passenger 
in a street car, whose head was grazed by a bullet 
that whizzed through the car when in the upper 
part of Chatham street. The ball was finally killed 
m chambers street, near ChathamJVwhere he was

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Great Excitement in the JLowcr Part of tbe 


City—A 'Woman Severely Injured—The Ani- 
mal Finally Shot. 
Great excitement was caused In the lower part of 


the city last evening by the deeds, or, rather, mis- 
deeds, of a wild bnll. The Infuriated animal caused 
such a panic that it is impossible to learn certainly 
whence he started or the exact route that he took in 
his rampage. He appears to have rushed np and 
down most of the streets in the Second. Fourth and 
Sixth wards, and to have every wnere caused intense 
commotion. Streets that were deserted before he 
came were crowoed in his wake. Everywhere peo- 
E 


le got after him, bat no one ventured to get before 
1m, and hence he rushed unchecked, a roaming ter- 
ror, setting the law at denance and the rights of 
pedestrians at nauglit. The police quailed before 
him, but lollowed right valiantly behind, firing shots 
that missed him but came near putting an end to 
many lives the bull had considerately spared. After 
him everywhere was a deluge of people "out in the 
sobbing rain," regardless of the weather, discussing 
the bull snd endeavoring to learn the full extent of 
the damage he had done. So far as could be learned 
surprisingly few persons were injured, and the police 
report but two cases—that of J alia Byrnes, who was 
trampled upon at the corner Of Sew Bowery and 
New Chambers street, and Lawrence Gillen, a boy, 
who waa tossed aud severely hurt in front of his 
home, So. 5 Mission place. Both were taken in 
charge by the police, but neither was found to be 
seriously hurt. 
The reckless use of firearms in the chase, so far as 
we could learn resulted in no more serious damage 
to humanity tnan a policeman shooting off Ills own 
finger, but there were many narrow escapes, and 
among the most remarkable was that of a passenger 
in a street car, whose head was grazed by a bullet 
that whizzed through the car when in the upper 
part of Chatham street. The ball was finally killed 
m chambers street, near ChathamJVwhere he was

The wet weather of yesterday was rather detri- 


mental to large congregations, yel many of the 
churches were well attended, If wis but natural to 
aopposo that the great golj gambling operations 
which have startled the country and worked GO 
jnnch rnln during the past ten days Should have 
atirred a chord la the ecclesiastical world and have 
furnished material for able discourses and urofltable 
Jessoos. As will De seen from the reports given 
below, many of the ministers were not slow in appre- 
ciating "the situation" and discussing its bearings 
and its teachings, while others conflned themselves 
to tue usual style of admonition and explanation. 


PLYMOUTH CKUPJ, BHpOKLYK. 


Sermon by the Kev. Hen:ry Ward Beecher on 


WoU Street and the Getting of Riches. 


Yesterday morning Plymouth church was crowded 


by a large congregation, jjes^fo the inclemency 
of the weather. Mr. Beecher pre_acued for the 
second time since his rgfuro, 
His test was 


selected Irom Matthew vi., id and, ao^'.'l^ay not UD 
for yourselves treasures upon earth, where moth and 
rnst doth corrupt, and where thieves break through 
and steal; but lay up for yourBeiv|s treasures In 
heaven, where neither moth nor f fist doth corrupt, 
and where thieves do not break thrdugh nor steal." 
Ee said that tho Instinct of appropriation was an 
Instinct that was peculiar to man. The members of the 
animal kingdom were possessed of a iind of germ or 
rudiment of instinct which in some animals induced 
them to store up their food; but besides that there 
was no prevision oy the animals tp any considerable 
extent for the laying up of stores for the future. This 
prevision in man had resulted in large developments 
of industrial resources, and without which there could 
have been no sufficient material progress. Industrial 
life was the foundation of morality, and morality 
•vras the natural foundation of true spirituality. Up 
to a certain point it was a worthy and pure instinct, 
and had been the means, through Divine Providence, 
of developing Christian civilization. TJp to a certain 
point it worked well, but when It stepped from its 
coincidence with Divine Providence it was banded 
with motives which resulted in evil. It was true 
that riches contributed to happiness, and the world 
had learned this truth thoroughly, but they had not 
learned it as a special truth, having its limits, but as 
a geometrical truth unlimited. There was the mis- 
take. It had been learned by some men over the 
nver yonder, m that great, rolling maelstrom 
of human life in New York. There were some there 
who lived in tills maelestorm and kept this instinct 
withmdue and legitimate exercise. There were some 
men wlio the nearer they lived to hell the better 
they were. Tlielr faith in the truth aud right domg 
was fireproof. Tiiey louzht the devil \vith a vigor 
and firmness that enabled them to stand up as con- 
querors, aa firmer men, more valiant Christians, 
tnan the inexperienced man who had not been so 
near the evil. 
There were good men in Wall street, men as good 
in goo iy purposes aud life as ever walked the faca 
or thp earth; there were some. He did not think 
tney marched in regiments or in battalions, but 
there were some even in Wall street. There were 
men wno had love within them, a good deal 
*»f healthy kindness aud goodness, but they never 
let it get higher than their pockets; It never got so 
hisrh aa their hearts. Most men believed iu the 
power of wealth, and believed that it would pur- 
chase happiness; but there were a few, and very few, 
who practically believed that it would not purchase 
true happiness. There were some in that church 
tnat morning who, under the whip and spur of 
preaching, professionally and profoundly believed 
the same thmpr. 
There were innnv of them 
Bitting there while tne oauks were sum, uu> 
stores were closed, and there were no business 
transactions, while sweet memories of happy days 
were passing through their minus, wiille their 
better lacultiea were 
aroused, 
their 
hearts 
softened by the influences of the Sabbath and all its 
softening and genial surroundings, who tnoroughly 
Delieverl that nches would not purchase for tlic-m 
true happiness. But when they were free from the 
Sunday, got thoroughly iree from it and its in- 
fluences, they would think ot the Sunday sermon as 
they think 01 a sweet sentimental song sung at the 
last party they were at—pleasant, delightful, soul- 
Eubdmmr at the time—but when tne morrow came, 
the Monday ol everyday life, the daily straggle, the 
song and the sc.mon would be as a dream, and they 
•would wonder how their manliness could have trone 
out of them at the recital of so much sentimentality. 
That was the practical result ol much of the teaching 
of sermons, listened to by those who at the time of 
hearing endorsed all that the preacher said as true. 
Such a man meets another the next day and says 
liovv the minister had said that riches were danger- 
ous, and brought trouble and care. "Ah," he 
replies, "I think lor half a million I would risk the 
earea and the miseries;" and the other replies, with 
a Eceptical sneer, "I think a million's worth of 
nnliappmess would do me a deal of good." Many 
men who recognized and believed this truth on 
the Sunday have lost the influence ol its belief in the 
week, and on the following Sunday returned with 
their principles of faith in worse practical condition 
tnan they were on tne previous Sunday, The spirit 
of our Lord's teaching was not that it was wicked to 
seek wealth, but that true happmess or blessedness 
could not be attained by riches alone. Let them look 
t 


t what was the treasure that could be laid np m 
eaven. It surely; could pot be money, or ships, 
or goods, or Rouses; or bonds; nothing that was 
merely the earthly symbols of wealth could be trea- 
•ured tnere. Now, it was said that we could carry 
nothing out of the world. That was true physically, 
and that was what was meant; but we had covue 
into the worm as a mass ol germs, as far as our 
character was concerned; but we had to carry out 
the developments, the growth, the what we had 
made ol those germs. The dross of ambition would 
all stop on this cijrtn. It was only the treasure that 
would pass the ordeal of death that men would 
carry. 
What was i!, then, that men would carry through 
the uortals of death, and wmcu would be sonie trea- 
sure la heaven? How was it with our reason? Our 
reason and our conscience may be so developed that 
It becomes quite sensitive, aad lit to become 
heavenly treasure. Our reason would go on and on lu 
Its progress and development in the world to come; 
as we had dealt with that reason here so would onr 
capabilities of blessedness be there; so that the man 
who had dwarfed and crippled his reason by neglect 
or abuse would have ages of education to go through 
before he attained to that blessedness which was 
the reward of him who had developed all his facul- 
ties. So young man wlio had loved intelligence, the 
getting "of wisdom rather than 
the 
enjoy- 
jnent of pleasurable vice, no young maiden 
•who had cultivated reason 
and 
devoted her 
tnought to mental and spiritual develooment 
ratuer than the decoration 
or her personal 
charms would ever regret it in heaven. Care should 
also be taken as to the cultivation of friendship; for 
the influence of friendships would follow us here- 
after. Friendships were a kind of paper currency—- 
they were symbolic of a concealed metal behind. 
We should therefore see to it that our reason was 
cajelally cultivated and our 
affections wisely 
cherished. He (the preacher) might go into his 
garden ana In a forgetful or in a thoughtful mood 
might gather a few ouds of geranium, of verbena, 
m few blossoms of mignonette, and carry them 
In his hand and in forgetfulness or thoughtful- 
ness put them into his Docket and go into his 
bouse. Presently a prattling little one comes to him 
ana begins to ask him in infantile accents what It is 
he has got, and soon his frleuds asK him what the 
perfume is he has. Our friendships leave a perfume 
•lid fragrance that even children would soon 
neo was aa a sweet-smelling fragrance

•whether wo desired or not. There were some 
men 
who 
Instinctively 
entwined 
themselves 
•round our hearts; their electric affinities, their 
generous nature and large-heartedness won all men 
«nd women unto them. Children Knew them and 
dogs know them; for even dogs were oftener In this 
respect wiser than men. That was a treasure which 
they might be certain would be laid up in heaven, 
then there were onr aspirations, the Excelsior of 
ear life, that which the Scriptures called hone. As 
we made onr thoughts larger, our affections finer, 
onr aspirations brighter, our work truer, ire should 
have developed within ua the instincts of a higher 
life, and we Should grow Inexpressibly truer, and 
our love to God and man would be trner; and being 
lu direct sympathy with lovo to God and man we 
•boulil have a treasure that could be laid np in 
Eeaveu. There was no hell for love, neither could 
there be. There was but one place where love could 
4wcil, and that was heaven. 
Some of those who heard him said that they had 
practiced those virtues he talked about, but Uicy 
•ad not found (bat UUT had amounted to much. Did 


tbey think they would in Fulton Market? Did tbey 
think that these blessings would come down to thorn 
in the shape o( gold, iron, bonus, food aad dress? 
Uo did not expect that they would. The treasure 
they were to lay up m Heaven was a permanent 
treasure—immortal riches that were in sympathy 
with God; riches that would give safety, rest and 
peace In dying, and which, would Be riches beyond 
all comparison. Then, tins treasure was to be laid 
up where neither moth nor rust dotli corrupt, and' 
where thieves did not break through nor steal, 
Sow, where there were no thieves that must 
be heaven.

That waa just what they would not do. You say 
that when you have accomplished something, when 
you have taken care ofyour children and seen them 
growing up all right and established yourself lu 
fife, then yon are going to De a Christlam man.

How He 
had bled and died for them 1 They did not rememfeer 
it when some earthly bauble, pleasure or advantage 
came in their way: but, Judas use, bartered .their 
heavenly treasure that they might deny their Lord, 
who had bo'nght them with his life. How needless, 
withal, was this bartering of true principle for the 
mere enjoyment of the hour? There were men who 
had not passed over the gulf that separated them 
irom a true diacipleship of their Lord. They were 
happy and blessed m that hie, and they knew that 
godliness was profitable uutQ all things. He appealed 
to the young tnen and maidens present before mm. 
He did not preach these truths because it was 
his business to preach 
them, but 
because 
he believed them, 
and 
he would

though he never hat} a salary. 
He delighted 
in giving such 
truths 
utterance, 
and 
he 
would 
aak 
them 
whether 
tnelr moments 
of truest happmess 
were 
not when

a bereavement, the cap of expected pleasure that 
slipped from the hand before it reached the lips; the 
joy that did not come, but left an aching void, these 
truths did not outlive all tbe so-called joys of IKe, 
and wHether their truest joy had not been found in 
the higher life ?

Sermon by Kev. 3Jr. Cnyler—jHore Evangel- 


ical Grape and Canister for Wall Street. 
Last evening, notwithstanding the very inclement 


state of tae weather, a numerous and highly fash- 
ionable congregation assembled at this church iu 
anticipation of hearing its pastor preach a sermon m 
which the late "gold unpleasantness" in "Wall street 
would be summarily aud ably handled; and-they 
were not disappointed, for, at the appropriate tune 
in the services, the preacher ascended the pulpit and 
announced his text as follows;— 


He that getteth riches and not by right—at ais end shall he 
a fool 
Jeremiah sni., II. 


The preacher then said:—The stock market and 


the gold room are well worthy a visit by all our city 
pastors. We see there in what hoc ovena some of 
onr qonaregations sake their "daily bread." We 
see there with how much lightning-rapidity men's 
minds can act, and how instantaneously vast trans- 
actions are'-decided. With a nod or a snap of tne flnger 
a miilion ot gold is purchased. A single bid wins or 
loses a fortune. The Dherinometer Is always at fever 
heat. No man in the Stock or Gold Koom can be held 
fast to B.IB moorings under such sudden tempests of 
tcmpiatiou, unless he has genuine, unflinching Bible 
nonesty m his heart. A man ought to be thoroughly 
convened before he ever ventures into tne atmos- 
phere of Wall street or Broad street. 1 know more 
than one upright, consistent, large-hearted Cnris- 
tiau, who is a broker in stocks or a dealer in bunion. 
They are the men ivlio do the permanent, legitimate 
business ol the street; they bupply the legitimate 
Jemand for stocks aud!public securities. Tiiey trans- 
act those excuauges winch are required in lawlul 
commerce. An lioneat man may deal aa honestly in 
stocks or specie as In grain and groceries. But 
vhacever transcends the legitimate demands ol trade 
n either atocRs or gold id downright, unblushing, 
undeniable gambling. Ia its essence the gambling 
n the «oUl itoom, tue fctock ilariet or tne Produce 
ixcuange is not uue wnit different from the g«im- 
bliug in the "hells" of Baden-Baden or on tlie race 
courses ol Long Island. 
VV hat is the essential diner- 
euce butweeu legitimate, holiest dealing In stocks or 
rold aud meie gaming r 1 believe tue loilovvmg testa 
yill determine:—Fiibt, docs the puulic good require 
he tiMnstictiuuaV taecoud, Uues me broker aud the 
uullioii dealer promote the Interests of hea'.thy com- 
merce, or does he merely lill his own greedy purse ? 
nurd, does, he, Uy iiw business, ada to the sum 
of puulic wealth, or does he only subbtract from it 
he uroduot ol Hid own talent aud energy and by 
ust'so much niatee society tne poorerV Uo his pro- 
is depend on honest mdustri or only on chance 
udhazdrd? JJoed he depreciale my property m 
order to increase ni5 own r Uoei lin business tand 
0 promote or injure good mora's? 
'luese are test questions tor Wall street juat now. 


Tliu uij.n who can slattd all these tests is pursuing a 
egltmiate aud honorable calling. But all the rest 
are gamesters. They live not for the public, but off 
of ihe public. They are the bharKs ol commerce. 1 
saw a young man in tne Gold Koom who was 
lolnted out aa the lucky winner or §350,ouo in a few 
noiichs. His comrades envied him. I could only 
uty tue folly tliat robbed society of an able trades- 
an to maice oue more gambler to Iced ou society, 
euiemiiur «-a:it my ti'xc nays, "He that fiettcth 
riches not by rigui is m tue euu A juut." 
Mr. cuyier tucu gave a sketch of the pandemo- 
nium ol pabSiou wuuessed lu cje Uold Koum lately. 
L.awlul business ",vas interrupted, values were dis- 
;urbed, distress wa« brought upon thousands and not 
oue honest penny made ui return for It all. Society 
would bo i ho richer aud the purer u all the garnu- 
sterb had been consigned to me strait jacket of tue 
uadhouse, or to tue ttriped jacket of the peniten- 
tiary, oue ot tne leaders in this gold plot is said to 
be a vulgar adventurer who descended from a ped- 
dler's wagon to the devices of tae gold gam- 
bler's dens. It is a. sad proof of degeneracy 
tuat In .Sew York city a prominence is now 
riven to such men which was once bestowed 
>uly on men like ihe Goodhues, tue Lenoxes, 
the Kings and the Primes. But gambling Is 
not confined to the Gold Koom or the stoCk market. 
It abounds lu the iramc m real estate, breadstuiia 
and cutton. it arises from lue mad haste to get 
ncu U.UICK aud to gat rich easy. Kouug men rush 
in heie from tlie country to make in a year what 
they could not earn at the plough to a lifetime. 
Hundreds of them tail into gambling. Money is 
coveted for social show aud seii-mduiEence. Wives 
3usu their husbnuds often in this guilty race of ex- 
travagance. The Church of Christ is getting tainted 
witn tins leprosy ol gold. Beware I The preacher 
concluded with a powenul appeal to hia auditors to 
be covetuus only lor Heavenly treasures and to 
become ncn towards God. Christ was held up as 
the "one thing needful," "What shall a man give 
01 exchange lor hia soul ?" 


CHURCH OF THE BiV.iiE PATEf.KiTY. 


Sermon by Eev. Dr. Cliapin—laying Up for a. 


Kaiuy Way—A JLesson to Wall Street. 


Owing to the miserable state of the weather yes- 


lerday there was a very small congregation in at- 
tendance at the morning services la this church. 
Kev. JUr. Cuupm delivered the discourse, and toot 
for the text ot hia sermon tue second verse of the 
ninety-first Psalm:— 


I will say of the 1-ori He is my refuge and my fortress— 
my God; m Him will I trust. 


Tne preacher said that these words expressed the 


highest trust of the human sonl. They were the 
utterances of one wlio had overcome earthly dan- 
ger. Doubtless they were words suiting the condi- 
tion of the Psalmist who used them thousands of 
years ago. They were suited to man now, 
as well as then, wherever He was on this 
globe. 'We might infer that this Psalm was 
written in a country where prevalent hostilities re- 
quired a thousand bulwarks to be raisejj, guj, How- 
ever changed the condition of the world might be 
In its external ascect, it was certain that men would 
always need something in which they could surely 
trust. The human mind mlgat move on In vast 
revolutions, the buman heart throb with false de- 
sires, but, after all, we required some "rest"—some- 
thing we could depend on. Even in the most mer- 
cenary aspect of his nature, man wanted something 
tuat he could rely on. Ahl the human heart must 
have somethms to rest upon, or it is a poor shat- 
tered, shipwrecked heart indeed. Some object of 
love it muss have; some hope to which it clings. 
Surely it would be no unprofitable tasK for one to 
examine the fortifications of his own soul, to see 
whether he nad anything on which to rely in his 
trouble. 
Tnere 
might be some men who 
were 
depending on 
their 
worldly 
means. 
Jt 
was 
quite 
posslme 
that 
the 
man 
who took that view or the matter would never reach 
tne proper means of reliance—would never find tho 
proper tiling to rest on. He was laying np for a 
ramy day. Very well, but let him remember that 
there were rainy days of the soal, and when death 
came crushing tnrough us windows would he nave 
anything to rely on which he would find strong and 
Impregnable ? Within these few days we nave seen 
a lull exemplification of the result ef men placina 
all their reliance on the gold and worldly riches of 
the earth. We nad seen How the how the well earned 
fortunes of many were sacrificed and destroyed by 
a pack of the moat unscrupulous speculators—a loc 
01 gambling speculators who drew Into tne whirl- 
pool of destruction not only the capital of the rich, 
bat even the poor widow's mite. The preacher then 
went on to philosophize and moralize on the words 
ol hia text in a purely doctrinal manner, aud closed 
by saying that these words contained- the only true 
means of reliance wnlcb man should avail nlmseu of. 


tion. 
Owing to the extreme inclemency of the 


weather the attendance was unusually limited. The 
reverend gentleman took his text from St. Matthew, 
x., 7—"And as ye go, preach, saylnji,the kingdom of 
Heaven IB at hand." He could almost hear the 
echo of those words sounding through centu- 
ries, pointing us to the proper standard and pur- 
poses of the. Christian Church. The wore of we 
minister was practical, not doctrinal—to heal the 
sick and tho lepers, and above all to tell the truth. 
Tho truths were needed to-day as they were 
needed 
yesterday. 
It 
waa 
time 
that we 


held 
onr own lives 
and 
our 
own souls 


up to the unseen light that we might know how 
strong and how wcas we were. Take down onr 
spires and the moral standard of the community was 
lowered, illuminate the Sabbath witn its influences 
and holy thoughts and the vitality of society was 
sapped. So they came to ast whSf was the relation 
of the Christian Church to the community? what 
was the work, the legitimate worlc of the Christian 
ministry, and how could it beat accomplish its mis- 
sion? Jfor tue last three hundred years the church 
had been an ecclesiastical institution. It ' 
speculative in its tendencies. It had tried 
creed upon which all men could agree. The 
had failed. 
There must needs be ar 
tlons and sects varying like the hues of 
bow, yet all tending to make one perfect Christian 
doctrine.. It had been trying to tell men how to get 
away tf om the world and not how to live In it. The 
Catholic Church had accomplished this most liter- 
ally, and made men turn their backs upon worldly 
ambition. The Protestant Church, unable to go on 
and accomplish that work by sitting in the midst; of 
the world for six days and then insisting upon Jt 
that within the sacred walls of the Church no 
worldly influence should come. Catholicism ha'd suc- 
ceeded where Protestantism had failed. Now. since 
we could not get away from the world, that religion 
was best and truest which told us how to live in 
it honest and pure lives. As water folds the naked 
form of the bather, so the world enveloped them in 
Its atmosphere. 
They must breathe it; they 
must 
live in its midst; 
they must come 
into contact 
with 
Its 
thoughts, 
with 
the 
drift and current of its power and its public influ- 
ence; and that Church was true which told them 
how to speak the truth, how to preserve tlfsir con- 
sciences pure. The true Church, if he understood It, 
was oae which opened its arms wide enougn to take 
the whole of hdmankihd. Where was the use of 
talking of the various propositions of Galvanism or 
TJnitariaalsm, Catholicism or Umversaiism, and 
spending precious time in trying to prove that one 
dogma was more true than the other? While human 
souls were crying for faith human feet were slipping 
into tne grave; while human homes were shadowed 
and blackened with crimes of perdition; while the 
city shivered and shook; while the great nerve 
throbbed and every brick In the city felt its place 
Insecure as though an earthquake came; while 
the community was 
so startled; 
while 
the 
backwoodsman heard the cry of anguish; while 
the honest corn grower ou the prairies of 
Illinois 
saw 
his hut 
tnmblinir 
into 
ruin 
because of the uncertainty here at the centre; while 
the standard of financial honesty was lowered little 
by little until men were driven wild with frenzy; 
should the Church talk about the Trinity or Unity, 
of transubstantiation or consubstanttation; while 
men were trying -to grope their way through the 
darkness and vice and uncertainty, through the 
quicksand, tne truth was obvious, should the Church 
not dare to denounce what was false, and point out 
tho everlasting rook for men to stand upon, and 
over which no wave should come; while there were 
dens In the city where poor human souls lost thair 
moral sfength; while there ware ten thousand 
cradles to-day unrocked by mother's love, reu 
thousand children whose only hope in the future 
Was Intamy, whose only education came rrom 
the drunken and profane lioa of those who 
should be fathers and mothers, should the Church 
dare to keep silent; should it talk of the difference 
between the ideal and the real? There was the cry 
of human misery, and if we were true to ourselves 
and true to the Church we represented our voices 
would be loud and strong. They would sound like 
trumpets aad thev would go to the relief of those 
who sat m darkness. Sname on the Christian 
Church that dared to spend so long a time about 
questions never to be settled, Christ never dis- 
cussed theological points. 
He cured lepers aud 
raised ttte dead. The reverend gentleman concluded 
an eloquent discourse by calling upon the conurega- 
tion to hold fast to that great religion which dtsse- 
iiienatetl virtue and condemned vice aud immorality. 
The minister and the congregation must work with 
one object, with one hope. Both must trust each 
oilier.

At this church yc3terday;mornmg, alter the first 


Gospel, thejRev. Father E. A. Dunphy ascended the 
pulpit and road from Matthew sxu. the parable of 
the Marriage Feast.

Church, who have been once nurtured with the milk 
of that Divine Mother In our infancy, and who from 
the very cradle to the grave are bathed in the sun- 
light of God's truth, to us there is no action of our 
Lord without its leaaon, no word without its slgufl- 
cauce. Nor is the parable of to-day aa exception to 
this general rule. In pondering over it 10 a spirit of 
faith we are at a loss which to admire the 
mviu—u»«> wonderful humility of 
the Teacher 
or the depta ut tu0 lesson hidden under 
a 
parable 
so 
apparently 
aunpie: 
for 
it 
contams 
in 
a 
few 
words- 
nothing 
less 
than tne whole history of Christianity from its com- 
mencement to the end 01 the world. The Rev. 
Father Dunphy, in continuation, directua uAx<mtum 
to tnree several considerations in connection with 
his text:—In the first place we have an invitation 
extended by tne King to a few favored friends. We 
are astonished at such conduct upon this occa- 
jion. Listen to tne manner in which the Gospel 
tells us they received that invitation—"I3ut they 
neglected and went their ways, one to his larm 
and another to his merchandise. And the rest 
laid hands on his sevants, and, having treated them 
contumeliously, put them to death." Behold from 
the lips of our faaviour the history of an ungratef ul 
people. Oan you have laded to recognize in this 
Wcture the ingratitude of that favored people wiiom 
God led fortn from the darkness of .Egypt into the 
light of a diviue revelation, and from the bondage 
or an unmerciful tyrant to the protection of his own 
almighty arm ? Do you not yet remember that dark- 
ness and corruption which overspread the entire 
face of the world when God called forth from its 
midst an Abraham to be the father of a new 
race of people; wnen be raised up a Moses to 
guide them onward through the depths of the sea to 
the fairest land that earth could afford, anil when 
He sent them, artar long ages of expectation, an 
illustrious vase of prophets and saints, which 
bloomed forth in the fulness of time in tne glorious 
incarnation of His Son Jesus Christ ? Father JOunphy 
dwelt at considerable length upon the divine institu- 
tutlon, the charity and saving graces contained 
withm tne holy Roman Catholic Church, and said, 
m conclusion:—If ever any chord of your hearts 
lias 
echoed 
to sympathy 
let 
it 
awaken 
you once and forever Irom the fatal smmber 
into which you 
have 
fallen. 
It is 
the 
voice of your Father who calls you from afar; it is 
even yet the solt voice 01 affection, and if you sink 
back to the sleep of sm from which it roused you, 
you never may hear It again. Awaken, tnen, to a 
sense of vour danger and exclaim, with the resolu- 
tion of the prodigal. "I will anao aud will go to my 
lather and say to him, 'Father, I have sinned 
against heaven and before tuee; I am not now 
worthy to be called thy son.' " And as the prodigal 
was received by Ins father so you will ae by the 
Father or all mercies and blessings, and your Father 
will order "the first robe," that is the robe of your 
early innocence, to be restored to you at once and 
forever. 
The choir, under the direction of Professor 
Martinez, sang one of Geuerall's masses with good 
effect.

1C would be soon ononift by and by to commence tna 
sharp battle of life. This was all false, the first 
twenty-five years of life was the most important of 
any period. All those who lived this time without 
solemn earnestness would during the test of their 
lives feel the finger of those misspent twenty-live 
yefirs pressing qpqn them. Life was not to be a 
perpetual vacation. Early life waa tne seed tune, 
and every action was a sijed which would sooner or 
later brlog £ harvest This was the most serious 
season of life. It was impossible to say now many 
great destinies were shrouded In ?he first twenty- 
av,e rears of a man's lire. Tae majority of men 
settte.4 tUe. va;t probjem of life Defore they 
were twahty-flva year's of age. What a man 
was at twenty be would be at sixty. What 
a man was at thirty settled whether fie should be a 
dweller in hell or » resident of heaven. If a man 
passed thirty years without God the probability was 
na would die without God. Young people made' 
another error in supposing that the things which 
fhey saw with their ejes and touched with their 
bands were the most important. 
They considered 
gold better than godliness, human applause better 
than divine favor, and earth before heaven. Tne 
reverend gentlemen then proceeded to speas of tne 
means God employed for counteracting these wrong 
ideas, dwelling upon the Bible, Christian intercourse 
and God's providence, and concluded his sermon 
with a very powerful appeal to nla Iiearera to seei 
salvation and to forsaKe all their evil ways. 


FREHCH CHUBCH 01) ST. ESPRIT. 


Sermon by Rev. Dr. Verren—TLe Efficacy ot 


Prayer. 


At the French Protestant Episcopal church 


(L'Eglise du St. Esprit), West Twenty-second street, 
the reverend pastor, Mons. A. Verren, preached 
from the following text, John xvL, 24:—"Hitherto 
have ye assed nothing in mv name: ask and ye 
shall receive, that your joy may be fan." In his 
exordium the pastor dwelt upon the comfort of lift- 
ing the hanas in prayer to a Creator in every trme of 
trouble and heaviness of the heart. In every afflic- 
tion, in every position of life, when to dwell upon 
the external situation or to looK to man for 
assistance were but to madden with despair, 
the 
spirit, 
after 
prayerful 
commune 
with 


God, was blessed with a peace that words coula 
not express and trouble could not assail. But 
it was essential that this prayer should not 
be incomplete nor imperfect In the conduct of 
the apostles themselves, blessed as they had been 
above all others by communion with the 'Word 
made flesh, human nature might learn that prayer, 
unless obeying the conditions of Christ, would not 
preserve from sorrow. The Saviour is arrested, and 
Bis disciples nee'from Him. They who have leaned 
on His bosom, eaten of His plate-and drunk of His 
cup shrink from the draught of bitterness whicti the 
scheme of redemption necessitated. All desert Him 
save one, who, following afar off, sits in the judg. 
ment, hall of Pilate, ana there denies instantly his 
Saviour and his Christ, but his compatriot and his 
friend, "for thou also art a Galilean." Tbe Saviour 
Is risen from the dead and the victory over the 
sepulchre and Satan is consummated. He meets 
His apostles journeying to Emmaus and they recog- 
nize Him not. He reveals himself, and Thomas de- 
denies and doubts and must feel the marks of the 
crucifixion before be will believe. 
Ah, why 
was this? It was because 
of 
the imperfec- 
tion of their prayers. They prayed, but not as they 
had been directed. They asked of God, but not In. 
Christ's name, and therefore their prayers had not a 
full consummation. And so with human nature 
now. Our praj ers were Incomclete, onr devotions 
imperfect. We did not place ourselves m that rela- 
tion to God ana Christ which had been commanded. 
"Ast m my name, and ye shall receive, that your 
joy may be full." If a king, loving his people and 
having as prime minister his only soa, should issue 
a proclamation that all who were unhappy, all who 
ate the bread of oitterneas and drank the brackisn 
water of tears, should personally present petitions to 
ais prime minister, would they not obsy ? Would 
he miserables, huddled together in loatnsome pov- 
erty, disputing with the beasts of burden their sor- 
did nourishment and hiding their wants rrom the 
lin-ht of day in roofless dens that exposed thetn to 
the pitiless pelting of the storm, would tney refuse 
to ask in the name or that minister all things, that 
their contentment might be perfected?

But 
we failed In that absolute humility whicu was the 
first and greatest principle of Christianity. Sell- 
negation was what the present age was dencient m. 
We were not sufficiently convinced of our sins, oj 
our littleness; and until we were inclined to deny 
ourselves completely we could not enter into the 
exceeding love of Christ.

We sometimes 
hear it said, "He is worth a million," but there is DO 
worth about a bad man. Riches may be inherited, 
but the remark holds true that every man is the 
maker, of his own character, klclies may be gained 
by mcked devices, but the making of a good name 
ia the work of a lire time. This also approximates 
to a nobler standard- The glory of God is not in 
what he possesses, but in what He is. 
Character of the right kind will secure higher 
beuelits than riches. Wealth is not to be under- 
valued. It procures many benefits, makes many 
friends, and is indlspensrble to the noblest phiian- 
throphies. Character, however, secures tlie greatest 
happmess. There are men in Sew Tort to-day 
who, 
while they gloat over the wealth obtained 
by 
overreaching 
cunnmg, 
cannot 
bear 
to 
think 
of 
the 
means 
by 
which it

been secured. Many men would loathe life if they 
felt as they once aid with respect to wrongs they 
perpetrate- A good name secures honor.

It 
may be difficult to«describe a man's features after 
he has been awhile dead, but It is not difficult to de- 
scribe his character.

The revelations which 
have been made concerning Byron and the manner 
in which the follies and rrailtles of tne dead are 
raked up, should make us careful.

If a dishonorable man is not conscious of 
general loathing it indicates the depravity of the 
moral tone of society. Anyway, whatever the nature 
of a man's aberrations from the right, "the memory 
of the wicked shall rot."

The wet weather of yesterday was rather detri- 


mental to large congregations, yel many of the 
churches were well attended, If wis but natural to 
aopposo that the great golj gambling operations 
which have startled the country and worked GO 
jnnch rnln during the past ten days Should have 
atirred a chord la the ecclesiastical world and have 
furnished material for able discourses and urofltable 
Jessoos. As will De seen from the reports given 
below, many of the ministers were not slow in appre- 
ciating "the situation" and discussing its bearings 
and its teachings, while others conflned themselves 
to tue usual style of admonition and explanation. 


PLYMOUTH CKUPJ, BHpOKLYK. 


Sermon by the Kev. Hen:ry Ward Beecher on 


WoU Street and the Getting of Riches. 


Yesterday morning Plymouth church was crowded 


by a large congregation, jjes^fo the inclemency 
of the weather. Mr. Beecher pre_acued for the 
second time since his rgfuro, 
His test was 


selected Irom Matthew vi., id and, ao^'.'l^ay not UD 
for yourselves treasures upon earth, where moth and 
rnst doth corrupt, and where thieves break through 
and steal; but lay up for yourBeiv|s treasures In 
heaven, where neither moth nor f fist doth corrupt, 
and where thieves do not break thrdugh nor steal." 
Ee said that tho Instinct of appropriation was an 
Instinct that was peculiar to man. The members of the 
animal kingdom were possessed of a iind of germ or 
rudiment of instinct which in some animals induced 
them to store up their food; but besides that there 
was no prevision oy the animals tp any considerable 
extent for the laying up of stores for the future. This 
prevision in man had resulted in large developments 
of industrial resources, and without which there could 
have been no sufficient material progress. Industrial 
life was the foundation of morality, and morality 
•vras the natural foundation of true spirituality. Up 
to a certain point it was a worthy and pure instinct, 
and had been the means, through Divine Providence, 
of developing Christian civilization. TJp to a certain 
point it worked well, but when It stepped from its 
coincidence with Divine Providence it was banded 
with motives which resulted in evil. It was true 
that riches contributed to happiness, and the world 
had learned this truth thoroughly, but they had not 
learned it as a special truth, having its limits, but as 
a geometrical truth unlimited. There was the mis- 
take. It had been learned by some men over the 
nver yonder, m that great, rolling maelstrom 
of human life in New York. There were some there 
who lived in tills maelestorm and kept this instinct 
withmdue and legitimate exercise. There were some 
men wlio the nearer they lived to hell the better 
they were. Tlielr faith in the truth aud right domg 
was fireproof. Tiiey louzht the devil \vith a vigor 
and firmness that enabled them to stand up as con- 
querors, aa firmer men, more valiant Christians, 
tnan the inexperienced man who had not been so 
near the evil. 
There were good men in Wall street, men as good 
in goo iy purposes aud life as ever walked the faca 
or thp earth; there were some. He did not think 
tney marched in regiments or in battalions, but 
there were some even in Wall street. There were 
men wno had love within them, a good deal 
*»f healthy kindness aud goodness, but they never 
let it get higher than their pockets; It never got so 
hisrh aa their hearts. Most men believed iu the 
power of wealth, and believed that it would pur- 
chase happiness; but there were a few, and very few, 
who practically believed that it would not purchase 
true happiness. There were some in that church 
tnat morning who, under the whip and spur of 
preaching, professionally and profoundly believed 
the same thmpr. 
There were innnv of them 
Bitting there while tne oauks were sum, uu> 
stores were closed, and there were no business 
transactions, while sweet memories of happy days 
were passing through their minus, wiille their 
better lacultiea were 
aroused, 
their 
hearts 
softened by the influences of the Sabbath and all its 
softening and genial surroundings, who tnoroughly 
Delieverl that nches would not purchase for tlic-m 
true happiness. But when they were free from the 
Sunday, got thoroughly iree from it and its in- 
fluences, they would think ot the Sunday sermon as 
they think 01 a sweet sentimental song sung at the 
last party they were at—pleasant, delightful, soul- 
Eubdmmr at the time—but when tne morrow came, 
the Monday ol everyday life, the daily straggle, the 
song and the sc.mon would be as a dream, and they 
•would wonder how their manliness could have trone 
out of them at the recital of so much sentimentality. 
That was the practical result ol much of the teaching 
of sermons, listened to by those who at the time of 
hearing endorsed all that the preacher said as true. 
Such a man meets another the next day and says 
liovv the minister had said that riches were danger- 
ous, and brought trouble and care. "Ah," he 
replies, "I think lor half a million I would risk the 
earea and the miseries;" and the other replies, with 
a Eceptical sneer, "I think a million's worth of 
nnliappmess would do me a deal of good." Many 
men who recognized and believed this truth on 
the Sunday have lost the influence ol its belief in the 
week, and on the following Sunday returned with 
their principles of faith in worse practical condition 
tnan they were on tne previous Sunday, The spirit 
of our Lord's teaching was not that it was wicked to 
seek wealth, but that true happmess or blessedness 
could not be attained by riches alone. Let them look 
t 


t what was the treasure that could be laid np m 
eaven. It surely; could pot be money, or ships, 
or goods, or Rouses; or bonds; nothing that was 
merely the earthly symbols of wealth could be trea- 
•ured tnere. Now, it was said that we could carry 
nothing out of the world. That was true physically, 
and that was what was meant; but we had covue 
into the worm as a mass ol germs, as far as our 
character was concerned; but we had to carry out 
the developments, the growth, the what we had 
made ol those germs. The dross of ambition would 
all stop on this cijrtn. It was only the treasure that 
would pass the ordeal of death that men would 
carry. 
What was i!, then, that men would carry through 
the uortals of death, and wmcu would be sonie trea- 
sure la heaven? How was it with our reason? Our 
reason and our conscience may be so developed that 
It becomes quite sensitive, aad lit to become 
heavenly treasure. Our reason would go on and on lu 
Its progress and development in the world to come; 
as we had dealt with that reason here so would onr 
capabilities of blessedness be there; so that the man 
who had dwarfed and crippled his reason by neglect 
or abuse would have ages of education to go through 
before he attained to that blessedness which was 
the reward of him who had developed all his facul- 
ties. So young man wlio had loved intelligence, the 
getting "of wisdom rather than 
the 
enjoy- 
jnent of pleasurable vice, no young maiden 
•who had cultivated reason 
and 
devoted her 
tnought to mental and spiritual develooment 
ratuer than the decoration 
or her personal 
charms would ever regret it in heaven. Care should 
also be taken as to the cultivation of friendship; for 
the influence of friendships would follow us here- 
after. Friendships were a kind of paper currency—- 
they were symbolic of a concealed metal behind. 
We should therefore see to it that our reason was 
cajelally cultivated and our 
affections wisely 
cherished. He (the preacher) might go into his 
garden ana In a forgetful or in a thoughtful mood 
might gather a few ouds of geranium, of verbena, 
m few blossoms of mignonette, and carry them 
In his hand and in forgetfulness or thoughtful- 
ness put them into his Docket and go into his 
bouse. Presently a prattling little one comes to him 
ana begins to ask him in infantile accents what It is 
he has got, and soon his frleuds asK him what the 
perfume is he has. Our friendships leave a perfume 
•lid fragrance that even children would soon 
neo was aa a sweet-smelling fragrance 
to 
them, and 
which could 
not be concealed, 
•whether wo desired or not. There were some 
men 
who 
Instinctively 
entwined 
themselves 
•round our hearts; their electric affinities, their 
generous nature and large-heartedness won all men 
«nd women unto them. Children Knew them and 
dogs know them; for even dogs were oftener In this 
respect wiser than men. That was a treasure which 
they might be certain would be laid up in heaven, 
then there were onr aspirations, the Excelsior of 
ear life, that which the Scriptures called hone. As 
we made onr thoughts larger, our affections finer, 
onr aspirations brighter, our work truer, ire should 
have developed within ua the instincts of a higher 
life, and we Should grow Inexpressibly truer, and 
our love to God and man would be trner; and being 
lu direct sympathy with lovo to God and man we 
•boulil have a treasure that could be laid np in 
Eeaveu. There was no hell for love, neither could 
there be. There was but one place where love could 
4wcil, and that was heaven. 
Some of those who heard him said that they had 
practiced those virtues he talked about, but Uicy 
•ad not found (bat UUT had amounted to much. Did 


tbey think they would in Fulton Market? Did tbey 
think that these blessings would come down to thorn 
in the shape o( gold, iron, bonus, food aad dress? 
Uo did not expect that they would. The treasure 
they were to lay up m Heaven was a permanent 
treasure—immortal riches that were in sympathy 
with God; riches that would give safety, rest and 
peace In dying, and which, would Be riches beyond 
all comparison. Then, tins treasure was to be laid 
up where neither moth nor rust dotli corrupt, and' 
where thieves did not break through nor steal, 
Sow, where there were no thieves that must 
be heaven. "Seek ye first the kingdom of God." 
That waa just what they would not do. You say 
that when you have accomplished something, when 
you have taken care ofyour children and seen them 
growing up all right and established yourself lu 
fife, then yon are going to De a Christlam man. 
That is just when you are going to do It; but it is 
just when you cannot do it. There Is no room jn 
your nature for you to do it. Seek first the King- 
dom of this world and its possessions and there 
would be no room left. But that was not the worst 
of it; they had bartered the poor, miserable 
things 
of this 
life for an eternal inherit- 
ance. 
How many men remembered Calvaty, 
remembered 
G:ethseinane, 
remembered 
what 
the Master 
had endured 
rather than 
barter 
the glorious realities of a higher life. How He 
had bled and died for them 1 They did not rememfeer 
it when some earthly bauble, pleasure or advantage 
came in their way: but, Judas use, bartered .their 
heavenly treasure that they might deny their Lord, 
who had bo'nght them with his life. How needless, 
withal, was this bartering of true principle for the 
mere enjoyment of the hour? There were men who 
had not passed over the gulf that separated them 
irom a true diacipleship of their Lord. They were 
happy and blessed m that hie, and they knew that 
godliness was profitable uutQ all things. He appealed 
to the young tnen and maidens present before mm. 
He did not preach these truths because it was 
his business to preach 
them, but 
because 
he believed them, 
and 
he would 
preach 
though he never hat} a salary. 
He delighted 
in giving such 
truths 
utterance, 
and 
he 
would 
aak 
them 
whether 
tnelr moments 
of truest happmess 
were 
not when 
these 
truths had been acknowledged by them as trnrhs; 
whether in the presence of the grave that opened up 
a bereavement, the cap of expected pleasure that 
slipped from the hand before it reached the lips; the 
joy that did not come, but left an aching void, these 
truths did not outlive all tbe so-called joys of IKe, 
and wHether their truest joy had not been found in 
the higher life ? 
SJr. JBeecher concluded by a very eloquent descrip- 
tion of the abundant entrance and welcome that 
would be given to those who had lived a life in 
which they nad, as their first principle, sought the 
kingdom of God. 


LAFAYETTE AVENUE PBESBYTEBIAH CHURCH, BROOKLYN. 


Sermon by Kev. 3Jr. Cnyler—jHore Evangel- 


ical Grape and Canister for Wall Street. 
Last evening, notwithstanding the very inclement 


state of tae weather, a numerous and highly fash- 
ionable congregation assembled at this church iu 
anticipation of hearing its pastor preach a sermon m 
which the late "gold unpleasantness" in "Wall street 
would be summarily aud ably handled; and-they 
were not disappointed, for, at the appropriate tune 
in the services, the preacher ascended the pulpit and 
announced his text as follows;— 


He that getteth riches and not by right—at ais end shall he 
a fool 
Jeremiah sni., II. 


The preacher then said:—The stock market and 


the gold room are well worthy a visit by all our city 
pastors. We see there in what hoc ovena some of 
onr qonaregations sake their "daily bread." We 
see there with how much lightning-rapidity men's 
minds can act, and how instantaneously vast trans- 
actions are'-decided. With a nod or a snap of tne flnger 
a miilion ot gold is purchased. A single bid wins or 
loses a fortune. The Dherinometer Is always at fever 
heat. No man in the Stock or Gold Koom can be held 
fast to B.IB moorings under such sudden tempests of 
tcmpiatiou, unless he has genuine, unflinching Bible 
nonesty m his heart. A man ought to be thoroughly 
convened before he ever ventures into tne atmos- 
phere of Wall street or Broad street. 1 know more 
than one upright, consistent, large-hearted Cnris- 
tiau, who is a broker in stocks or a dealer in bunion. 
They are the men ivlio do the permanent, legitimate 
business ol the street; they bupply the legitimate 
Jemand for stocks aud!public securities. Tiiey trans- 
act those excuauges winch are required in lawlul 
commerce. An lioneat man may deal aa honestly in 
stocks or specie as In grain and groceries. But 
vhacever transcends the legitimate demands ol trade 
n either atocRs or gold id downright, unblushing, 
undeniable gambling. Ia its essence the gambling 
n the «oUl itoom, tue fctock ilariet or tne Produce 
ixcuange is not uue wnit different from the g«im- 
bliug in the "hells" of Baden-Baden or on tlie race 
courses ol Long Island. 
VV hat is the essential diner- 
euce butweeu legitimate, holiest dealing In stocks or 
rold aud meie gaming r 1 believe tue loilovvmg testa 
yill determine:—Fiibt, docs the puulic good require 
he tiMnstictiuuaV taecoud, Uues me broker aud the 
uullioii dealer promote the Interests of hea'.thy com- 
merce, or does he merely lill his own greedy purse ? 
nurd, does, he, Uy iiw business, ada to the sum 
of puulic wealth, or does he only subbtract from it 
he uroduot ol Hid own talent aud energy and by 
ust'so much niatee society tne poorerV Uo his pro- 
is depend on honest mdustri or only on chance 
udhazdrd? JJoed he depreciale my property m 
order to increase ni5 own r Uoei lin business tand 
0 promote or injure good mora's? 
'luese are test questions tor Wall street juat now. 


Tliu uij.n who can slattd all these tests is pursuing a 
egltmiate aud honorable calling. But all the rest 
are gamesters. They live not for the public, but off 
of ihe public. They are the bharKs ol commerce. 1 
saw a young man in tne Gold Koom who was 
lolnted out aa the lucky winner or §350,ouo in a few 
noiichs. His comrades envied him. I could only 
uty tue folly tliat robbed society of an able trades- 
an to maice oue more gambler to Iced ou society, 
euiemiiur «-a:it my ti'xc nays, "He that fiettcth 
riches not by rigui is m tue euu A juut." 
Mr. cuyier tucu gave a sketch of the pandemo- 
nium ol pabSiou wuuessed lu cje Uold Koum lately. 
L.awlul business ",vas interrupted, values were dis- 
;urbed, distress wa« brought upon thousands and not 
oue honest penny made ui return for It all. Society 
would bo i ho richer aud the purer u all the garnu- 
sterb had been consigned to me strait jacket of tue 
uadhouse, or to tue ttriped jacket of the peniten- 
tiary, oue ot tne leaders in this gold plot is said to 
be a vulgar adventurer who descended from a ped- 
dler's wagon to the devices of tae gold gam- 
bler's dens. It is a. sad proof of degeneracy 
tuat In .Sew York city a prominence is now 
riven to such men which was once bestowed 
>uly on men like ihe Goodhues, tue Lenoxes, 
the Kings and the Primes. But gambling Is 
not confined to the Gold Koom or the stoCk market. 
It abounds lu the iramc m real estate, breadstuiia 
and cutton. it arises from lue mad haste to get 
ncu U.UICK aud to gat rich easy. Kouug men rush 
in heie from tlie country to make in a year what 
they could not earn at the plough to a lifetime. 
Hundreds of them tail into gambling. Money is 
coveted for social show aud seii-mduiEence. Wives 
3usu their husbnuds often in this guilty race of ex- 
travagance. The Church of Christ is getting tainted 
witn tins leprosy ol gold. Beware I The preacher 
concluded with a powenul appeal to hia auditors to 
be covetuus only lor Heavenly treasures and to 
become ncn towards God. Christ was held up as 
the "one thing needful," "What shall a man give 
01 exchange lor hia soul ?" 


CHURCH OF THE BiV.iiE PATEf.KiTY. 


Sermon by Eev. Dr. Cliapin—laying Up for a. 


Kaiuy Way—A JLesson to Wall Street. 


Owing to the miserable state of the weather yes- 


lerday there was a very small congregation in at- 
tendance at the morning services la this church. 
Kev. JUr. Cuupm delivered the discourse, and toot 
for the text ot hia sermon tue second verse of the 
ninety-first Psalm:— 


I will say of the 1-ori He is my refuge and my fortress— 
my God; m Him will I trust. 


Tne preacher said that these words expressed the 


highest trust of the human sonl. They were the 
utterances of one wlio had overcome earthly dan- 
ger. Doubtless they were words suiting the condi- 
tion of the Psalmist who used them thousands of 
years ago. They were suited to man now, 
as well as then, wherever He was on this 
globe. 'We might infer that this Psalm was 
written in a country where prevalent hostilities re- 
quired a thousand bulwarks to be raisejj, guj, How- 
ever changed the condition of the world might be 
In its external ascect, it was certain that men would 
always need something in which they could surely 
trust. The human mind mlgat move on In vast 
revolutions, the buman heart throb with false de- 
sires, but, after all, we required some "rest"—some- 
thing we could depend on. Even in the most mer- 
cenary aspect of his nature, man wanted something 
tuat he could rely on. Ahl the human heart must 
have somethms to rest upon, or it is a poor shat- 
tered, shipwrecked heart indeed. Some object of 
love it muss have; some hope to which it clings. 
Surely it would be no unprofitable tasK for one to 
examine the fortifications of his own soul, to see 
whether he nad anything on which to rely in his 
trouble. 
Tnere 
might be some men who 
were 
depending on 
their 
worldly 
means. 
Jt 
was 
quite 
posslme 
that 
the 
man 
who took that view or the matter would never reach 
tne proper means of reliance—would never find tho 
proper tiling to rest on. He was laying np for a 
ramy day. Very well, but let him remember that 
there were rainy days of the soal, and when death 
came crushing tnrough us windows would he nave 
anything to rely on which he would find strong and 
Impregnable ? Within these few days we nave seen 
a lull exemplification of the result ef men placina 
all their reliance on the gold and worldly riches of 
the earth. We nad seen How the how the well earned 
fortunes of many were sacrificed and destroyed by 
a pack of the moat unscrupulous speculators—a loc 
01 gambling speculators who drew Into tne whirl- 
pool of destruction not only the capital of the rich, 
bat even the poor widow's mite. The preacher then 
went on to philosophize and moralize on the words 
ol hia text in a purely doctrinal manner, aud closed 
by saying that these words contained- the only true 
means of reliance wnlcb man should avail nlmseu of. 


tion. 
Owing to the extreme inclemency of the 


weather the attendance was unusually limited. The 
reverend gentleman took his text from St. Matthew, 
x., 7—"And as ye go, preach, saylnji,the kingdom of 
Heaven IB at hand." He could almost hear the 
echo of those words sounding through centu- 
ries, pointing us to the proper standard and pur- 
poses of the. Christian Church. The wore of we 
minister was practical, not doctrinal—to heal the 
sick and tho lepers, and above all to tell the truth. 
Tho truths were needed to-day as they were 
needed 
yesterday. 
It 
waa 
time 
that we 


held 
onr own lives 
and 
our 
own souls 


up to the unseen light that we might know how 
strong and how wcas we were. Take down onr 
spires and the moral standard of the community was 
lowered, illuminate the Sabbath witn its influences 
and holy thoughts and the vitality of society was 
sapped. So they came to ast whSf was the relation 
of the Christian Church to the community? what 
was the work, the legitimate worlc of the Christian 
ministry, and how could it beat accomplish its mis- 
sion? Jfor tue last three hundred years the church 
had been an ecclesiastical institution. It ' 
speculative in its tendencies. It had tried 
creed upon which all men could agree. The 
had failed. 
There must needs be ar 
tlons and sects varying like the hues of 
bow, yet all tending to make one perfect Christian 
doctrine.. It had been trying to tell men how to get 
away tf om the world and not how to live In it. The 
Catholic Church had accomplished this most liter- 
ally, and made men turn their backs upon worldly 
ambition. The Protestant Church, unable to go on 
and accomplish that work by sitting in the midst; of 
the world for six days and then insisting upon Jt 
that within the sacred walls of the Church no 
worldly influence should come. Catholicism ha'd suc- 
ceeded where Protestantism had failed. Now. since 
we could not get away from the world, that religion 
was best and truest which told us how to live in 
it honest and pure lives. As water folds the naked 
form of the bather, so the world enveloped them in 
Its atmosphere. 
They must breathe it; they 
must 
live in its midst; 
they must come 
into contact 
with 
Its 
thoughts, 
with 
the 
drift and current of its power and its public influ- 
ence; and that Church was true which told them 
how to speak the truth, how to preserve tlfsir con- 
sciences pure. The true Church, if he understood It, 
was oae which opened its arms wide enougn to take 
the whole of hdmankihd. Where was the use of 
talking of the various propositions of Galvanism or 
TJnitariaalsm, Catholicism or Umversaiism, and 
spending precious time in trying to prove that one 
dogma was more true than the other? While human 
souls were crying for faith human feet were slipping 
into tne grave; while human homes were shadowed 
and blackened with crimes of perdition; while the

quicksand, tne truth was obvious, should the Church 
not dare to denounce what was false, and point out 
tho everlasting rook for men to stand upon, and 
over which no wave should come; while there were 
dens In the city where poor human souls lost thair 
moral sfength; while there ware ten thousand 
cradles to-day unrocked by mother's love, reu 
thousand children whose only hope in the future 
Was Intamy, whose only education came rrom 
the drunken and profane lioa of those who 
should be fathers and mothers, should the Church 
dare to keep silent; should it talk of the difference 
between the ideal and the real? There was the cry 
of human misery, and if we were true to ourselves 
and true to the Church we represented our voices 
would be loud and strong. They would sound like 
trumpets aad thev would go to the relief of those 
who sat m darkness. Sname on the Christian 
Church that dared to spend so long a time about 
questions never to be settled, Christ never dis- 
cussed theological points. 
He cured lepers aud 
raised ttte dead. The reverend gentleman concluded 
an eloquent discourse by calling upon the conurega- 
tion to hold fast to that great religion which dtsse- 
iiienatetl virtue and condemned vice aud immorality. 
The minister and the congregation must work with 
one object, with one hope. Both must trust each 
oilier.

Listen to tne manner in which the Gospel 
tells us they received that invitation—"I3ut they 
neglected and went their ways, one to his larm 
and another to his merchandise. And the rest 
laid hands on his sevants, and, having treated them 
contumeliously, put them to death." Behold from 
the lips of our faaviour the history of an ungratef ul 
people. Oan you have laded to recognize in this 
Wcture the ingratitude of that favored people wiiom 
God led fortn from the darkness of .Egypt into the 
light of a diviue revelation, and from the bondage 
or an unmerciful tyrant to the protection of his own 
almighty arm ? Do you not yet remember that dark- 
ness and corruption which overspread the entire 
face of the world when God called forth from its 
midst an Abraham to be the father of a new 
race of people; wnen be raised up a Moses to 
guide them onward through the depths of the sea to 
the fairest land that earth could afford, anil when 
He sent them, artar long ages of expectation, an 
illustrious vase of prophets and saints, which 
bloomed forth in the fulness of time in tne glorious 
incarnation of His Son Jesus Christ ? Father JOunphy 
dwelt at considerable length upon the divine institu- 
tutlon, the charity and saving graces contained 
withm tne holy Roman Catholic Church, and said, 
m conclusion:—If ever any chord of your hearts

echoed 
to sympathy 
let 
it 
awaken 
you once and forever Irom the fatal smmber 
into which you 
have 
fallen. 
It is 
the 
voice of your Father who calls you from afar; it is 
even yet the solt voice 01 affection, and if you sink 
back to the sleep of sm from which it roused you, 
you never may hear It again. Awaken, tnen, to a 
sense of vour danger and exclaim, with the resolu- 
tion of the prodigal. "I will anao aud will go to my 
lather and say to him, 'Father, I have sinned 
against heaven and before tuee; I am not now 
worthy to be called thy son.' " And as the prodigal 
was received by Ins father so you will ae by the 
Father or all mercies and blessings, and your Father 
will order "the first robe," that is the robe of your 
early innocence, to be restored to you at once and 
forever.

Sermon by Rev. Dr. Verren—TLe Efficacy ot 


Prayer. 


At the French Protestant Episcopal church 


(L'Eglise du St. Esprit), West Twenty-second street, 
the reverend pastor, Mons. A. Verren, preached 
from the following text, John xvL, 24:—"Hitherto 
have ye assed nothing in mv name: ask and ye 
shall receive, that your joy may be fan." In his 
exordium the pastor dwelt upon the comfort of lift- 
ing the hanas in prayer to a Creator in every trme of 
trouble and heaviness of the heart. In every afflic- 
tion, in every position of life, when to dwell upon 
the external situation or to looK to man for 
assistance were but to madden with despair, 
the 
spirit, 
after 
prayerful 
commune 
with 


God, was blessed with a peace that words coula 
not express and trouble could not assail. But 
it was essential that this prayer should not 
be incomplete nor imperfect In the conduct of 
the apostles themselves, blessed as they had been 
above all others by communion with the 'Word 
made flesh, human nature might learn that prayer, 
unless obeying the conditions of Christ, would not 
preserve from sorrow. The Saviour is arrested, and 
Bis disciples nee'from Him. They who have leaned 
on His bosom, eaten of His plate-and drunk of His 
cup shrink from the draught of bitterness whicti the 
scheme of redemption necessitated. All desert Him 
save one, who, following afar off, sits in the judg. 
ment, hall of Pilate, ana there denies instantly his 
Saviour and his Christ, but his compatriot and his 
friend, "for thou also art a Galilean." Tbe Saviour 
Is risen from the dead and the victory over the 
sepulchre and Satan is consummated. He meets 
His apostles journeying to Emmaus and they recog- 
nize Him not. He reveals himself, and Thomas de- 
denies and doubts and must feel the marks of the 
crucifixion before be will believe. 
Ah, why 
was this? It was because 
of 
the imperfec- 
tion of their prayers. They prayed, but not as they 
had been directed. They asked of God, but not In. 
Christ's name, and therefore their prayers had not a 
full consummation. And so with human nature 
now. Our praj ers were Incomclete, onr devotions 
imperfect. We did not place ourselves m that rela- 
tion to God ana Christ which had been commanded. 
"Ast m my name, and ye shall receive, that your 
joy may be full." If a king, loving his people and 
having as prime minister his only soa, should issue 
a proclamation that all who were unhappy, all who 
ate the bread of oitterneas and drank the brackisn 
water of tears, should personally present petitions to 
ais prime minister, would they not obsy ? Would 
he miserables, huddled together in loatnsome pov- 
erty, disputing with the beasts of burden their sor- 
did nourishment and hiding their wants rrom the 
lin-ht of day in roofless dens that exposed thetn to 
the pitiless pelting of the storm, would tney refuse 
to ask in the name or that minister all things, that 
their contentment might be perfected? Ah 1 no; not 
oae would be denied because he had not complied 
with the necessary lorm of the proclamation, 
because all would leel too acutely the misery ol taeir 
condition and would put overwhelming coalideace 
in a temporal and visible promise. Now the apos- 
tles were slow at first to avail themselves or Christ's 
mediation, because they had not realised the force 
of that mysterious promise, and the necessity of 
resting entirely upon it and not in anywise on 
themselves. We or to-day had not that want ol 
speculative knowledge. \?c had realized the full 
force of Christ's victory over death and Satan and 
his mediation with Omnipotence in our behalf- The 
trutu had been before us for eighteen hundred yearn 
and had infiltrated into every civilized system. But 
we failed In that absolute humility whicu was the 
first and greatest principle of Christianity. Sell- 
negation was what the present age was dencient m. 
We were not sufficiently convinced of our sins, oj 
our littleness; and until we were inclined to deny 
ourselves completely we could not enter into the 
exceeding love of Christ.

We sometimes 
hear it said, "He is worth a million," but there is DO 
worth about a bad man. Riches may be inherited, 
but the remark holds true that every man is the 
maker, of his own character, klclies may be gained 
by mcked devices, but the making of a good name 
ia the work of a lire time. This also approximates 
to a nobler standard- The glory of God is not in 
what he possesses, but in what He is. 
Character of the right kind will secure higher 
beuelits than riches. Wealth is not to be under- 
valued. It procures many benefits, makes many 
friends, and is indlspensrble to the noblest phiian- 
throphies. Character, however, secures tlie greatest 
happmess. There are men in Sew Tort to-day 
who, 
while they gloat over the wealth obtained

Slander is also 
to be feared. Shakspeare's often quoted exclama- 
tion, concerning the thief of a pnrse or a good name, 
agrees well with the sentiment of the text. Wrong- 
doing cannot permanently prosper. Names once 
great m the financial world are Heard of no more. 
Men who laugli at the folly or those whom thev have 
entrapped may yet find retribution. There is always 
some cynic whose memory is retentive of ill-gotten 
gains. If a dishonorable man is not conscious of 
general loathing it indicates the depravity of the 
moral tone of society. Anyway, whatever the nature 
of a man's aberrations from the right, "the memory 
of the wicked shall rot." When the course of men 
has been marked, like tnat of a tempest, by desola- 
tion and rum, no subsequent tithing of ill-gotten 
wealth should secure a condonation of society for 
their crimes, and most assuredly it will not deceive 
or brioe the Judge or all.

English manufacturers have long since discovered 
that they could afford to compete with roreigners In 
the markets or the world, and for the purpose of 
cheapening production they attacked and ultimately 
destroyed the Corn laws, an agricultural monopoly. 
Tho obvious impossibility of reviving the Corn laws 
has converted landlords and tenants into free 
traders, and accordingly their representatives al- 
lowed tbe repeal of the last protective duty on corn 
to pass during the present year without opposition. 
Any relapse into the old-iashioned Heresy would 
involve a tar on the growers of corn for which 
there would be neither a real nor an apparent 
compensation. 


The London Saturday Review wonders now it is 


that no "intelligent operative" ever seems to con- 
sider, or ever induces his fellow workmen to con- 
sider, what proportion or their wages is intercepted 
by fraudulent societies, by Dad beer and by spirits. 
How much of the £330,000,000 annually earned by 
the industrious classes is lost between the tempta- 
tions of the alehouse and the fallacious seductions 
or those wholesale ItBDOSters. 


If the British taxpayer, says the London Spectator, 


does not like his colonies, nothins is easier than to 
east them off. Ee need no more have tne expense 
of colonies than he n?ea haiv ihe expense of a throne, 
V f<e ffoes not choose to affard 
it. But, in fact, he 


does like the dignity, both of a throne and a great 
empire. Ee sees, In his dull way, the acivantases ot 
the constant stream of emigration which enriches 
England and the colonies at once. He is aware that 
the existence of a real imperial tie is a necessary 
condition of much of tha; emigration, and a vas'r 
addition to the political influence of England. He 
suspects pretty shrewdly that, as a mere pecuniary 
bargain, England gains a great aeal more than sea 
loses by her colonial empire.

Iho most conspicuous unions all flags was near 
the speaker's stand tho flag of the Uussites with 
the chalice. During the wars which took place after 
IIuss'death the chalice was the national emblem of 
Bohemia. It was contended that the latty had an 
equal right to the sacrament in both forms with the 
clergy, according to the ancient usage of the Church. 
This house, most remarkable for Its decorations, 
is at the end of the Bethlenem square. A wcallliy 
Bohemian gentleman, Mr. Naprstek, who has been 
eight years in America, iu the State or Wisconsin, 
lives there. 
Mr. Naprstek, of whom I snail nave 
occasion to speak hereafter, gave me a most hospita- 
ble reception, as ho does every American who calls 
upon him. At nis house I round a large party of 
ladies and gentlemen, mostly Russians. Bohemians 
aud serfs, who bad corno to witness the ceremony 
on the square. Many or those assembled, especially 
the Russians. epoKe Kngiish verj well and took occa- 
sion to express their sympathy for America and 
their pleasure at-meetrng Americans. 


At tour o'clock the square and tae streets leading 
to it were crowded with a dense mass or people. 
Deputations from different societies soon made their 
appearance aud ranged themselves around the 
speakers'stand, which was nearly In front of the 
site or HOS3' house.

Between six and seven o'clock the ceremony was 
over, ana all began to return home. After dark the 
agnarewaa brilliantly illuminated, and the crowd 
was as great as m the afternoon. Nanrstek had a 
statue of Uuss placed on the balcony, surrounded 
by flowers and brilliantly illuminated. All the clubs 
were illuminated and displayed statues and nortraits 
of Huss. The whole city was m the most pleasant 
mood. The people told me that it was the old Sla- 
vonic custom to rejoice rather than grieve at th<? 
death of a great and just man, and therefore everv 
man looked on the anniversary as a day of rejoicing. 
In the evening a drama called "John Huss" was 
played in the principal theatre.

The HUES Mcsjoria.1 Festival in Prague— 


After Five HiuiOred Tears of Freedom of 
Conscience—Scene Before the Hass Man- 
sion—The United States, English aud Hussite 
Flags Blended—Tlie Opening Speech—City 


PKAGKJE, Sept. 4, im. 


To-day was begun the celebration or the five 


hundredth anniversary of the birthday of John 
Huss, the great Bohemian reformer. This festi- 
val will be continued on the 5th, and on Monday 
and Tuesday of next week. 
The weather was 


all that could oe desired, and the old city or 
Prague, with its beautiful and picturesque envir- 
ons, its many chureb.es, palaces and bridges, is, 
or all places in Europe, one of the best in which to 
celebrate a great national festival. 
Tha festival 


is intended to do honor to one of the greatest of 
patriots, as well as to a champion or religious liberty, 
In the fifteenth century. 


Tlie festivities were opened by an oratorio In the 


Bohemian, or more properly, Cfteth language. The 
name Bohemia ia unknown here, the people call 
themselves Chekus and the country Chekhia. The 
Chekli language is very nearly related to the Polish, 
Russian and other Slavonic tongues, and is nearer 
to them in form than many of the provincial dialects 
of Eaeiand are to the language or London, After the 
prologue the oratorio opens with acnorus of Prague 
students, just as Huss Is preparing to go to Con- 
stance. Kest appears Jerome of Prague, who informs 
the students that Huss is to depart for the Council. 
Tbe students protest against this, saying that their 
master's life will be In dancei". Huss. however, 
departs, a^his heart is Injils cause, and ho hai tne.

On Sunday morning, September 5, all the gnestg 


invited to take part lu the Huss festival assembled in 
the Club on Ferdinand street, one or the principal 
thoroughfares of Prague. Between half-past seven 
and eight o'clock all were at hand. It was one of 
the most varied companies I have ever seen. There 
was a large number of Russians, both ladies and 
gentlemen: among them Priacess CJalitzin, of Mos- 
cow; Count Kiseieff, Mr. Davmofl and Prince Obo- 
lensky. also of Moscow; Professor Tresnevsiry, of 
the St. Petersburg Academy of Sciences. 
There 


were guests from Hungary, Croatia, Servla, Bulga- 
ria, the Dannbian Principalities, Poland. France, 
England and America. 


At "half-past seven o'clock all the associations or 


workmen and mechanics, as well as the different 
gjinnastic clubs, were ranged in order on the im- 
mense stmaro or St. Wenceslas. At eight o'clock 
they began to move towards the railroad, passing 
under the windows or the club house, In Ferdinand 
street. The club windows and ftont rooms were all 
occupied by the guests rrom foreign countries. Aa 
each company passed the club a cheering shout of 
"Na. zdar" ("Na zSar" means success, and Is used 
as a term of greeting in Bohemia) went up rrom the 
crowd below, and was heartily returned by the 
gueats. Each association had its banner and band 
or music, and eacu was dressed iu a particular uni- 
form, which were variations of ODC tvpe, and having 
a resemblance to the national costumes of Russia 
and Poland. The procession oc^nj,,^'* auoai one 
liour and a hair In pai-aos. At ten all were at the 
railroad, ana amid tue music of thirty bauds and 
tne shouts or an Immense multitude tue train or 
twenty-eight cars moved ou. 
The wfciuhf-r was uullclous; the smoky air or 
iiui.uinn covered the lulls, cad the bright sunshine 
beautilled the ruins or old rortresses about Prague. 
At every station and in every village through which 
we passed the people rrom tne surrounding country 
had collected together m their holiday dresses, 
•Having at their head almost everywhere bands of 
music. Nothing so astonished the foreign g-ucsls as 
tne number or musical instruments. Durin" tl>» 
entire journey irom Prague to Ilusalnetz, which is 
near the southern boundary Of the ktucdom, there 
•./ere only two or three villages which did not wel- 
come the voyagers with instrumental music. 


At seven o'clock we arrived at strakonice, where 
we spent tne night. Starting at rour o'clock on 
Monday morning, we arrived at ten at ilussmets;, 
after a fatiguing drive in country wagons, lluss:- 
netz Is In a quiet and very beautiiul valley eur- 
rouuded on al! sides by lolty Hills, which are not too 
near the little town to spoil the effect. At the 
entrance to the town an arch of evergreens was 
thrown over the-road, with inscriptions ot welcome 
m the different languages of Europe. 


At eleven o'clock the procession was formed aud 
moved up to the house where Huss was born. The 
number of people present was estimatsd at GO.OOO. 
The housetops were covered, the streets! were filled, 
and as far as the eye could reach from the platform 
no available standing placo was to be round. A 
number or speeches were made m different lan- 
guages, which are well worthy of roeudon, and of 
which I shall take note In my next- The oid songs 
or Hussite times arc remarkable in tneir character. 
After the speeches were ended two ot those were 
sunn, and ths ceremoay ended with tho hymn or 
"Lord have mercy ou us." rn the afternoon we 
returned to fctrak-omce, and at midmirlit took the 
train lor Prague, where we arrived this morning per- 
fectly wearied out. At four o'clock the cfUzeus of 
Prague are to entertain the gueats at dinner. 
I have merely staled a fe<v points In tae history or 
the excursion. The Haste iu travelling and the 
wretched means of communication alter icavin17 the 
railroad forced us to hurry so much that there 5 no 
time to do more to-flay. 


The dinner to-day was attended by 250 people. It 
was given m a large hall on a beautiful island in the 
river Moldau, which runs through the middle of the 
city. Several able speeches were made, the princi- 
pal ones by FrJacky. the historian, and Kiegur one 
of the leaders of the national party in Bohemia- 
Russian speeches also were made, and two tele- 
grams received, one rrom St. Petersburg announc- 
ing that the Slav9me Society of that city hat! estab- 
listtea a scholarship of 300 norius a year to educate a 
poor boy tasen rrom that district of Prague, where 
Huss lived, and to be called the Bethlehem scholar- 
ship; the other from Moscow, announcing a similar 
Scholarship for a poor boy born in Hussmetz. 


Uoth announcements were received with shouts of 
applause- At half-past eight a new opera closes the 
Huss festival.

Storra on tbe Const—A Terriflc Blow and 


Typhoon—Navnt Casualties) American 'and 
English—Mercantile JLussea. 


Uioao, August 24,1869. 


The coast of Nlpon, the central and largest of tha 


group of islands forming me Japanese empire, has 
been visited by a typnoon, or tempest of wind aad 
rain of groat violence, the effects of which there is 
yet much to chronicle. Wo arrived here OB tlw 
morning of the 21st, navlng-left Yokohama under 
sail on tne 17th inst. for tsu place, and when about 
mid-distance, on the night of the 19th, at eight o'clook, 
and logging nine Knots, the barometer fell suddenly, 
indicating a storm, when all hands were called 
immediately to tak~e in sail, bnt before the order 
could be carried oat a typhoon was upon m 
in alt its fury, vrhion lasted for twelve Hours, 
lashing the sea into foam, deluging our deosj 
with water, and 
tearing all our sails into 


shreds. From the time 16 struck us, after which wa 
lay to, "It increased In fury, and reached Its culmi- 
nating point between two and three o'clock on tus 
morning of the 20th, when an immense sea made a 
breach over us, carrying away our launch, second 
cutter and dingy, staving in both quarters of our 
third cutter and carrying away a portion or our 
hammock netting and pivot ports. Tne typhoon at 
this point was blinding In Its rage, and during Its 
prevalence It was almost a matter or Impossibility 
to keep the decks or work with any result. Never- 
theless, our officers and men determinedly perse- 
vered in their efforts to save the skip amid the fury 
of the elements which, momentarily threatened to 
overwhelm her. Tha typhoon took its course from 
the southeast, veering round to the southwest-in 
its increasing fury, and, returning to Its point of 
departure, gradually abated in violence from eight 
A. iff. of the 20th, shortly after whlcli it died awav, 
the barometer gradually lifting and the sun at last 
pecri ng through, the tempest clouds. 


There were a few casualties among the officers and 


men of the United states ship Ocaida, happily or a 
light nature, mainly contusions. At four A, M. or 
the 20th we got up steam, a matter of some diffi- 
culty from tho quantity of water shipped, some 
three feet deep naving fouud its \v.iy into tne lira- 
room, partly througu our telescope smokestack, 
which was lowered for sailinz purposes, although; 
all hatches were battened down, except the storm 
hatch, our deck pumps having been louuii clioK.ua 
this water was soon got rid of oy our steam syphon 
pump, .when set to work. Our vessel passed through, 
the trying ordeal nobly and iode ihe gale llse a- 
stanch scaooat, which she lias proved herself to be. 
we passed a number of native boats dismasted aud 
water-logged. 
, 


Tho Iroquots, which lelt Yokohama under sail oa 
the 18th for Nagasaki, came in here on the night 
of the 22d. Her experiences or tue typhoon aud its 
duration, were similar to thuse on the Oneida. sue 
was Mruoi by it when close in shore three hours 
later than this vessel, or about eleven i'. M. ot rhs 
1 i)th. She lost all her sails, which wore torn to ribbons, 
sprung her foremast, had her launch and a portion 
or her netting and pivot ports driven in board, and 
lost an anchor aud 120 fatttoiaa or chain cable over- 
board by the violence of the storm oa dropping botn 
herancuors to prevent her Delug dashed to pieces 
ou the wild aua rocky coast atom; wnlch her course 
lay,

auchoro having parted and gone by the board, steam, 
was got up to lighten the great strain on the remain- 
ing anchor.

The London Saturday Review observes that the 


English manufacturers have long since discovered 
that they could afford to compete with roreigners In 
the markets or the world, and for the purpose of 
cheapening production they attacked and ultimately 
destroyed the Corn laws, an agricultural monopoly. 
Tho obvious impossibility or reviving the Corn laws 
has converted landlords and tenants into free 
traders, and accordingly their representatives al- 
lowed tbe repeal of the last protective duty on corn 
to pass during the present year without opposition. 
Any relapse into the old-iashioned Heresy would 
involve a tar on the growers of corn for which 
there would be neither a real nor an apparent 
compensation. 


The London Saturday Review wonders now it is 


that no "intelligent operative" ever seems to con- 
sider, or ever induces his fellow workmen to con- 
sider, what proportion or their wages is intercepted 
by fraudulent societies, by Dad beer and by spirits. 
How much of the £330,000,000 annually earned by 
the industrious classes is lost between the tempta- 
tions of the alehouse and the fallacious seductions 
or those wholesale ItBDOSters. 


If the British taxpayer, says the London Spectator, 


does not like his colonies, nothins is easier than to 
east them off. Ee need no more have tne expense 
of colonies than he n?ea haiv ihe expense of a throne, 
V f<e ffoes not choose to affard 
it. But, in fact, he 


does like the dignity, both of a throne and a great 
empire. Ee sees, In his dull way, the acivantases ot 
the constant stream of emigration which enriches 
England and the colonies at once. He is aware that 
the existence of a real imperial tie is a necessary 
condition of much of tha; emigration, and a vas'r 
addition to the political influence of England. He 
suspects pretty shrewdly that, as a mere pecuniary 
bargain, England gains a great aeal more than sea 
loses by her colonial empire.

The 
HUES Mcsjoria.1 Festival in Prague— 


After Five Huudred Tears of Freedom of 
Conscience—Scene Before the Hass Man- 
sion—The United States, English aud Hussite 
Flags Blended—Tlie Opening Speech—City 


PKAGKJE, Sept. 4, im. 


To-day was begun the celebration or the five 


hundredth anniversary of the birthday of John 
Huss, the great Bohemian reformer. This festi- 
val will be continued on the 5th, and on Monday 
and Tuesday of next week. 
The weather was 


all that could oe desired, and the old city or 
Prague, with its beautiful and picturesque envir- 
ons, its many chureb.es, palaces and bridges, is, 
or all places in Europe, one of the best in which to 
celebrate a great national festival. 
Tha festival 


is intended to do honor to one of the greatest of 
patriots, as well as to a champion or religious liberty, 
In the fifteenth century. 


Tlie festivities were opened by an oratorio In the 


Bohemian, or more properly, Cfteth language. The 
name Bohemia ia unknown here, the people call 
themselves Chekus and the country Chekhia. The 
Chekli language is very nearly related to the Polish, 
Russian and other Slavonic tongues, and is nearer 
to them in form than many of the provincial dialects 
of Eaeiand are to the language or London, After the 
prologue the oratorio opens with acnorus of Prague 
students, just as Huss Is preparing to go to Con- 
stance. Kest appears Jerome of Prague, who informs 
the students that Huss is to depart for the Council. 
Tbe students protest against this, saying that their 
master's life will be In dancei". Huss. however, 
departs, a^his heart is Injils cause, and ho hai tne. 
Emperor's safe conduct. On the way the party meets 
a evpsy camp, a chorus follows ana a beautiful solo, 
which in a musical point or view was one of 
the finest parts ot the oratorio.

On Sunday morning, September 5, all the gnestg 


invited to take part lu the Huss festival assembled in 
the Club on Ferdinand street, one or the principal 
thoroughfares of Prague. Between half-past seven 
and eight o'clock all were at hand. It was one of 
the most varied companies I have ever seen. There 
was a large number of Russians, both ladies and 
gentlemen: among them Priacess CJalitzin, of Mos- 
cow; Count Kiseieff, Mr. Davmofl and Prince Obo- 
lensky. also of Moscow; Professor Tresnevsiry, of 
the St. Petersburg Academy of Sciences. 
There 


were guests from Hungary, Croatia, Servla, Bulga- 
ria, the Dannbian Principalities, Poland. France, 
England and America. 


At "half-past seven o'clock all the associations or 


workmen and mechanics, as well as the different 
gjinnastic clubs, were ranged in order on the im- 
mense stmaro or St. Wenceslas. At eight o'clock 
they began to move towards the railroad, passing 
under the windows or the club house, In Ferdinand 
street. The club windows and ftont rooms were all 
occupied by the guests rrom foreign countries. Aa 
each company passed the club a cheering shout of 
"Na. zdar" ("Na zSar" means success, and Is used 
as a term of greeting in Bohemia) went up rrom the 
crowd below, and was heartily returned by the 
gueats. Each association had its banner and band 
or music, and eacu was dressed iu a particular uni- 
form, which were variations of ODC tvpe, and having 
a resemblance to the national costumes of Russia 
and Poland. The procession oc^nj,,^'* auoai one 
liour and a hair In pai-aos. At ten all were at the 
railroad, ana amid tue music of thirty bauds and 
tne shouts or an Immense multitude tue train or 
twenty-eight cars moved ou. 
The wfciuhf-r was uullclous; the smoky air or 
iiui.uinn covered the lulls, cad the bright sunshine 
beautilled the ruins or old rortresses about Prague. 
At every station and in every village through which 
we passed the people rrom tne surrounding country 
had collected together m their holiday dresses, 
•Having at their head almost everywhere bands of 
music. Nothing so astonished the foreign g-ucsls as 
tne number or musical instruments. Durin" tl>» 
entire journey irom Prague to Ilusainetz, which is 
near the southern boundary Of the ktucdom, there 
•./ere only two or three villages which did not wel- 
come the voyagers with instrumental music. 


At seven o'clock we arrived at strakonice, where 
we spent tne night. Starting at rour o'clock on 
Monday morning, we arrived at ten at ilussmets;, 
after a fatiguing drive in country wagons, lluss:- 
netz Is In a quiet and very beautiiul valley eur- 
rouuded on al! sides by lolty Hills, which are not too 
near the little town to spoil the effect. At the 
entrance to the town an arch of evergreens was 
thrown over the-road, with inscriptions ot welcome 
in the different languages of Europe. 


At eleven o'clock the procession was formed aud 
moved up to the house where Huss was born. The 
number of people present was estimatsd at GO.OOO. 
The housetops were covered, the streets! were filled, 
and as far as the eye could reach from the platform 
no available standing placo was to be round. A 
number or speeches were made m different lan- 
guages, which are well worthy of roeudon, and of 
which I shall take note In my next- The oid songs 
or Hussite times arc remarkable in tneir character. 
After the speeches were ended two ot those were 
sunn, and ths ceremoay ended with tho hymn or 
"Lord have mercy ou us." rn the afternoon we 
returned to fctrak-omce, and at midmirlit took the 
train lor Prague, where we arrived this morning per- 
fectly wearied out. At four o'clock the cltlzeus of 
Prague are to entertain the gueats at dinner. 
I have merely staled a fe<v points In tae history or 
the excursion. The Haste iu travelling and the 
wretched means of communication alter icavin17 the 
railroad forced us to hurry so uiucu that there 5 no 
time to do more to-flay. 


The dinner to-day was attended by 250 people. It 
was given m a large hall on a beautiful island in the 
river Moldau, which runs through the middle of the 
city. Several able speeches were made, the princi- 
pal ones by FrJacky. the historian, and Kiegur one 
of the leaders of the national party in Bohemia- 
Russian speeches also were made, and two tele- 
grams received, one rrom St. Petersburg announc- 
ing that the Slav9nie Society of that city hat! estab- 
listtea a scholarship of 300 norius a year to educate a 
poor boy tasen rrom that district of Prague, where 
Huss lived, and to be called the Bethlehem scholar- 
ship; the other from Moscow, announcing a similar 
Scholarship for a poor boy born in Hussmetz. 


Uoth announcements were received with shouts of 
applause- At half-past eight a new opera closes the 
Huss festival.

Storra on tbe Const—A Terriflc Blow and 


Typhoon—Navnt Casualties) American 'and 
English—Mercantile JLussea. 


Uioao, August 24,1869. 


The coast of Nlpon, the central and largest of tha 


group of islands forming me Japanese empire, ha» 
been visited by a typnoon, or tempest or wind aad 
rain of groat violence, the effects of which there is 
yet much to chronicle. Wo arrived here OB tlw 
morning of the 21st, navlng-left Yokohama under 
sail on tne 17th inst. for tsu place, and when about 
mid-distance, on the night of the 19th, at eight o'clook, 
and logging nine Knots, the barometer fell suddenly, 
Indicating a storm, when all hands were called 
immediately to tak~e in sail, bnt before the order 
could be carried oat a typhoon was upon m 
in alt its fury, vrhion lasted for twelve Hours, 
lashing the sea into foam, deluging our deosj 
with water, and 
tearing all our sails into 


shreds. From the time 16 struck us, after which wa 
lay to, "It increased In fury, and reached Its culmi- 
nating point between two and three o'clock on tus 
morning of the 20th, when an immense sea made a 
breach over us, carrying away our launch, second 
cutter and dingy, staving in both quarters of our 
third cutter and carrying away a portion or our 
hammock netting and pivot ports. Tne typhoon at 
this point was blinding In Its rage, and during Its 
prevalence It was almost a matter or Impossibility 
to keep the decks or work with any result. Never- 
theless, our officers and men determinedly perse- 
vered in their efforts to save the skip amid the fury 
of the elements which, momentarily threatened to 
overwhelm her. Tha typhoon took its course from 
the southeast, veering round to the southwest-in 
its increasing fury, and, returning to Its point of 
departure, gradually abated in violence from eight 
A. nt. of the 20th, shortly after whlcli it died awav, 
the barometer gradually lifting and the sun at last 
pecri ng through, the tempest clouds. 


There were a few casualties among the officers and 


men of the United states ship Ocaida, happily or a 
light nature, mainly contusions. At four A, M. or 
the 20th we got up steam, a matter of some diffi- 
culty from tho quantity of water shipped, some 
three feet deep naving fouud its \v.iy into tne lira- 
room, partly througu our telescope smokestack, 
which was lowered for sailinz purposes, although; 
all hatches were battened down, except the storm 
hatch, our deck pumps having been loumi clioK.ua 
this water was soon got rid of oy our steam syphon 
pump, .when set to work. Our vessel passed through, 
the trying ordeal nobly and iode ihe gale llse SL 
stanch scaooat, which she lias proved herself to be. 
we passed a number of native boats dismasted aud 
water-logged. 
, 


Tho Iroquots, which lelt Yokohama under sail oa 
the 18th for Nagasaki, came in here on the night 
of the 22d. Her experiences or tue typhoon aud its 
duration, were similar to thuse on the Oneida. sue 
was Mruoi by it when close in shore three hours 
later than this vessel, or about eleven i'. M. ot rhs 
1 i)th. She lost all her sails, which wore toru to ribbons, 
sprung her foremast, had her launch and a portion 
or her netting and pivot ports driven m board, and 
lost an anchor aud 120 fatttoiaa or chain cable over- 
board by the violence of the storm oa dropping botn 
herancuors to prevent her Delug dashed r.a pieces 
ou the wild aua rocky coast atom; wnlch her course 
lay, 
and on which sho was driven. One or ilia 


auchoro having parted and gone by the board, steam, 
was got up to lighten the great strain on the remain- 
ing anchor. On the abatement or the storm sho 
Bteauied ror thia port, where we transferred to her- 
oaa of our spare anchors before leaving lor her desti- 
nation on tho 2ud.

It is doubtful If there exists another maritime 


city in tho civilized world that can present tho 
spectacle of so many mean, dilapidated and rotten 
wharves and piers as this, the great commercial 
mart of the Western Hemisphere. 


Along both the North and East rivers, as far as 


the eye can reach, miserable specimens of New 
Tori's wealth and greatness in the shape of decayed 
docks and piers may be aeon, 
"Why It is that this 


•tale of aBalrs should exist In a city where so much 
of the wealth of the world Is stored la a mystery 
that wiser heads will have to solve. Babylon and 
Tyre, which have passed away, and Venice, which 
Btill remains a monument of her former greatness, 
after having each attained the zenith, of prosperity, 
dwindled Into obscurity. But it cannot be possible 
that Mew Yorfc is following in their footsteps; yet 
the present state of tne commerce of this city and 
the dilapidated appearance of its wharves almost 
warrant the belief. 


Foreigners wlxo land nera from different seaports 


01 the globe are struck with the miserable condition 
of our wooden piers or landing places, and ridicule 
them. Liverpool can boast of granite piers that 
have withstood the test of centu&es. Havre, Bre- 
men^ and even Rio Janeiro, whose shipping interests 
cannot be placed in comparison with those of New 
Tork, nave each their docks built of substantial 
masonry, and, in fact, there is scarcely a seaport of 
any pretension in Europe but can put to shame this 
city on the subject of docks. The improvement of 
the wharves has been the subject of earnest discus- 
alon in both the Legislature ana Common council, 
but nothing or a definite character has been accom- 
plished. Last winter, in the Legislature, an elabo- 
rate bill on the subject of wharf improvements in 
this city was presented and its passage warmly 
tmted. The bill advocated the granting of more 
power to the Commissioners of the Slnting Fund, 
allowing them to act with greater liberty, but by a 
vote of the majority of the members of th^t Lecis- 
iatnre the bill was laid on the table for an indefinite 
period.

passed an ordinance authorizing the establish- 
ment of a free floating bath, to be moored 
at or near the Battery, and the Common Council 
shortly afterwards granted tlie privilege of placing 
A bathing establishment near Castle Garden, where 
it now lies moored. In due time the subject of build- 
ing a sea wall around tUo Battery was discussed and 
funds appropriated for that purpose and placed at 
the disposal or the Street Commissioner, who selected 
General Vicle to superintend the wors. Tho Gene- 
ral has done the wort to the satisfaction or all con- 
cerned, and the wall has been completed to within a 
few yards of the termini; but Here 


A DIFFICULT* OCCITKS. 


Tnc floating bath above referred to lies in the 


way of tho sea wall, and the proprietor, it is 
alleged, refuses to move it, as he says that 
he has a lease from the city for a number 
of years. 
This lease now proves to be a bone 


of contention, and the Corporation Counsel lias 
been consulted by.the Street Commissioner, and a 
suit has been entered against the proprietor or the 
batli. In the meantime ihe workmen remain idle 
and the sea wall looms up in an unfinished stale. 
wneu tne wori. is &K»U* rcsntmca aua th<* ^nrrii that 
lias accumulated filled in between tlie wall and soua 
ground and the old anchors, chains, rubbish, A.C., 
removed, the Battery grounds may yet bo made Uiu 
resort or thousands. It is not known at present 
what disposition will be made or the grounds, but 
It is to be hoped mat they will not be given over 
to commercial purposes, as a number of wealthy 
ghouls wish. 
The Hall In Castle Garden, where at one time 
assembled one of the largest and most aristocratic of 
American audiences upon the flrst appearance of 
Jenny Luid in this country, is now used as a recep- 
tion room for emigrants rrom every portion or the 
universe, and it is extremely doubtlul if any indi- 
vidual who attended that memorable concert would 
recognize tlie place for the many changes which it 
has undergone. 
aOVBKNJIKNT IMPROVEMENTS KEAB THE BATTERY. 
At the foot of Whitehall street the Unitea States 


government have for years been the ovneis of an 
Dia, ailauidaied building which lias been used as a 
barge office. Lately this ancient structure 1ms been 
on the verge of collapsing, and Mr. A. B. Mullett, 
the government aremtect. was sent for to remedy 
the defect In some manner. He examined the struc- 
ture and drew up plans for the erection of a splen- 
fllri building and tne building of a sea wall for a 
basin, which were submitted to higher authority and 
approved. A portion ok tue Battery shore near the 
Staten Island ferry was obtained from tue city gov- 
rruiuent for the construction of the basm aud erec- 
tion of the barge ofllce, and two months ago worK 
on this basin was commenced, and already ttta 
stones of tiie wall are gradually appearing above 
water. 
Fifty men are regularly employed In 
preparing the stones lor the wall and placing them 
in position. The stone (yranite) is procured irom 
Maine quarries, and some of me blocKs weigh fully 
thirty tons, and cacti of these monsters has to be 
placed 111 position under flfty feet or water by divers, 
of whom there are two employed. It is not Known 
st present what tlie plans lor the new structure will 
be, but as soon as .Mr. Mullett returns Irom San 
yrauciseo, whn tier He has gone to superintend the 
construction oi a new post office, they will be macie 
public. 1 tie sea wall of the basin will come into 
ctate proximity to that of the Battery wall; but 
tlnce the beginning or the litigation between the 
Street Commissioner and the proprietor of the batii 
referred to it 13 iiuderstooa that worK will also Iiave 
to be suspended, as Clio floating bath interferes 
Scaterially with the progress of tlie work. 


T3E NSW FISHMONGERS1 IIALL. 


At last the T.-ealtliy fishmongers of old Fulton Mar- 
let havo awakened from tiieir lethargy and are 
doing somettuus now that will astonish their dor- 
mum 
brethren 
throughout the city. 
A stock 
company, composed of eighteen wealthy mem- 
bets, 
was loi mod, 
and 
they have now in 


couiro 
of 
eracuon a magnificent two story 
building, composed or Iron and wood, on the 
East river, between .Fulton street and reck slip, 
winch i\ ill compare favorably with any edifice, built 
or the saue material, in tuo city. The structure has 
beeu under way nearly one ir.oiitli. It is built oa 
two hundred aiut forty -seven oaken piles, which are 
Elmost eiiual to stone m durability. Froatms on 
Soiuli street it will ce20i> feet in length and 75 feet 
Sn depth. The iii'st iloor is large aud commodious 
and vrii! tie divided off into eighteen compartments, 
or Btiills, with an office adjoining each, one stall for 
each or tue eighteen stockholders. The coat of the 
structure, when completed, Is estimated at different 
Bums. Some aro under the impression that it will 
reach as hi«h as $200,003; out about $150.000 will 
probably be nearer the mark. As yet the directors 
havo not Joniied a detinite plan as to-the best mode 
oi heating it; but Mr. Crocker, the Secretary of the 
society, nas bsen testing a number of patents, but 
owing to the peculiar situation of the building—over 
the water—it is very difficult to meet tne requtra- 
aieut. The more feasible plan, winch will doubtless 
beaaopted, is the erection of a furnace m the rear of 
the bunding and heating it by hoc air. 


The- second story will bo divided into apart- 
ments for the benefit of marketmen, but the mam 
hall, which is seventy-rive feet m length by twenty- 
five in width, will be devoted to the society as a ciub 
room. As soon as nmshed the building will be 
thrown opon to uio' public :or inspection, and the 
sturdy fish, dealers contemplate, giving a grand ball 
on the opening, wbicu will, no doubt, be the grand- 
est "lisa ball" ever known. 


ALONG TUB EAST RIVER 
there are a great many improvements going on; far 
more than during any previous year since the war. 
Near Catharine street ferry, where the East River 
Bridge Company have selected the location lor the 
erection ot towers, a company nave purchased 
ground for the purpose ot buuatng stone piers 
which will be the ilrat of the kind, wueu completed, 
that the city cnu boast of. They will be occupied by 
the I'acinc Mail steamship company's ships, to- 
gether with those.of thu Old Dominion Hue, which 
ply between this city uud Richmond Vit. 


At pier No. 40 tuo New Yore Dry Dock Company 
arc building a large dry dock capable ol receiving 
vessels of the largest ctiisj, uio oij duck, winch 
has m its time received vessels that tne Brooklyn 
docKa could not accoiumoOatu, having become iue- 
icsa Jtoui long aqrvlco. t-u> work n* anyrtitu >» to 


b» Vf'ji feet in length, and is BO far advanced that 
several steamers ol large tonnage have already bren 
lyAced upon It for repairs. 
All along the river, 


(rath above and below the dock, the scene is enliven- 
ing. Sloops, schooners, sailing vessels aud steam- 
ships can be seea receiving and discharging differ- 
ent classes of merchandise from all vans of the 
world. At pier No. 40 a vessel from Leghorn, Italy, 
is surrounded by busy stevedores, iiau'tug out huge 
slabs of marble Irom the Ferrara quarries, a portion 
ol which is destined for the new 1'oat Olllce and 
parcels for different 
bandings now being con. 
structedih the city. All is activity and bnstle. 
Here a sloop unloading liay from Connecti- 
cut and there a schooner dischargins produce 
from Massachusetts, while lying along at different 
docks old scows filled with the refuse of the city may 
be observed, and located on each pile of rubbish a 
swarm of human beiugs of every age, sex and nation- 
ality are busily engaged in securing such articles as 
they may deem salable. At different intervals tne 
modest little seamen's Bethels are located, gener- 
ally with a painting representing a sailor, with Bible 
in hand, to attract the attention of any honest Jack 
who may, perchance, as he walks by, drop in and 
listen to the discourse of the minister. These chapels 
seem to exert a beneficial influence over ttto minds 
of seafaring men, as on the Sabbath they are crowded 
to suffocation, and at the end of the services each 
sailor is provided with Bible and tracts to be read on 
board ship. Between piers 39 and 40 a large 


SEAMEN'S CHAPEL 
is being erected under the auspices of old Trinity. 
Thjgtfhapel will be the largest floating ark of Chris- 
tianity m this country, aud thousands of dollars are 
being expended to forward its completion. The 
new Bethel will be two stories in height, 150 feet in 
length by fifty feet in width, with a seating capacity 
for 700 persons. Tho interior will be divided into 
three apartments, two of which will be occupied by 
the pastor. The ediiice will have a tall belfry, from 
which on each Sabbath morn a large bell will peal 
forth the hour of prayer. 
A short distance above pier 41 the famous "Hook" 
or cove is in view. A perfect forest of masts, princi- 
pally of schooners and brigs, greets the eye or the 
visitor. Further up, at the foot of Second street, 


WEBB'S SHIPYARD 
stops farther progress. 
This stiijjjard has been, the 
birthplace of many a stanch crati that now ploughs 
the waters of different oceans. 
The stagnation of 
the shipbuilding business is hero apparent, and 
nothing wormy of note is being done. 
The different docks between this yard and Twenty- 
sixth street are, generally speaking, in moderate 
repair, as tbe business is confined chiefly to coasters. 
The old buildings along the section are being grada- 
ally torn down for the erection of larger and more 
commodious business houses. 
When the Hell Gate 
obstructions are removed, so as to admit the largest 
class of seagoing vessels, the wharves In the upper 
portion of tne city lying on the East river will 
undergo miraculous changes. 
The managers of tne 
Cuaard, Bremen and Inman lines of steamers have 
already purchased wharfage grounds in the vicinity 
ot Sixtieth aad Seventieth, streets, ana will bezin at 
an eariy dav the erection of magnificent stone Diers, 
which will "gradually have a tendency to draw other 
companies m that direction. 
At the foot of Twenty-sixth street the Commis- 
sioners of Charities and Correction are building an 
extension to their old doe£, upon which they intend 
to commence the erection of a large building for 
official purposes. This, with a few other minor im- 
provements, constitutes the conditioner progress 
along the East rivet. 


ALONG THE NORTH RIVER. 
The wharfage rront of the North river extends, 


properly, from pier No. 1 to Filtlettt street. Beyond 
Thirty-fourth street, however, but little shipping 
business Is being carried on, but the tendency rot 
moving upward will gradually extend business of a 
commercial nature to tho full extent or the city limit 
in the course of a few years. BusmtSSB 0(1 tins Bide 
of the city is carried on with more vim. Everything 
is activity, and to stroll along tha river during a 
working day would forcibly remind old residents of 
tho days when New Yqrk was without an enaai; 


The first improvement noticeable along ^hjjfjjei 
is the erection of alarge freight depot at theldWof 
LiBerty streettajljfelnlng the jmfsenger depot oj the 
New Jgraoy ttttliropa Cofflbacy. 
The building is 


[gtertdea to be used fir storing freight and mer- 
chandise preparatory to transportation. 
The aest noticeable improvement above this is a 


building now in course ol construction at pier 3S, 
destined to be 


TOE I,iROE3T WAEEHOtTSK TN THIS CITT, 
the property ol the ilmplre Kailroad Transportation 
Company, lins corporation purchased three docks 
during the present year, ana have had piles driven 
and flooring laid, so mat they are now virtually one. 
The great warehouse, wmcli covers tho entire floor- 
lue, is coo feat in leiiglh, and is 284:feet wide in tne 
widest portion. It covers 5,ooo square reet or sur- 
face, and 100 men are employed upon it at liie 
present time. 


The Now Jersey Railroad Company, foot of Des-' 
brosses street, have under way a large iron ferry 
liouso. The building in question occupies loo leet 
along Wc"t street. It will extend back beyond tlie 
limits of the present rerry house seventy-five feet. 
It is or a peculiar style of architecture and has an 
imposing appearance. It will be divided off into 
two apartments, with the usual entrance for pas- 
sengers and vehicles. One side is to be devoted ex- 
cluyiveiy to ladies and the other to the sterner sex. 
At the Pacific Mall Steamship docks, foot of Canal 
street, a few ue\v improvements are iu progress. 
Since the compleiion of the i'acllic llailroad the pas- 
senger traffic to California by the steamship line has 
almost ceased, and if there is not a change for the 
better during the next year It is very probable that 
the \-cssels will be drawn off entirely. Three of the 
fluest steamers of this company, the Ocean, Queen, 
Ariel ana Rising Star, are at present laid up lor the 
want or something to do. 


A few piers above Williams & Gulon's Liverpool 
line of packets lay. The vessels comprising this 
company's fieet consist or six, viz.—Idaho, Man- 
hattan, Colorado, Nebraska, Minnesota and Nevada, 
As rar up the river as the Transatlantic Company's 
{French) dock, the space is filled with vast lumber 
yards.

Suppression of Political News—Excitement 


Over the Price of Gold—The municipality 
of Havana Cry Ont for Wai—The Press 
and Public Sentiment Support It—Demon- 
stration Against Americana Feared—Jordan 
Concentrating His Forces—Sequestrations— 
Political Prisoners. 


HAVAN-A, Sept. 25, 1869. 


Havana has been ia the greatest state of excite- 


ment for the past thirty-sis hours. The political 
news from the United States, if any, was suppressed, 
while the mariet reports told of gold at 63, and 
the wildest conlectnres were indulged in, amid 
";hem all the one prominent idea "war with Spain." 
Late last evening it was announced that the panic 
hi New York was ended, and gold had fallen to S6. 
This has allayed the excitement somewhat, and 
many Americana have temporarily suspended their 
preparations to leave. Strange to say, a war with 
the United States is looted forward to with the 
most pleasing anticipations by the people here. 
The idea is immensely popular. With the mass this 
Is the result of Ignorance of the relative strength of 
the two Powers; with it the Idea Is actually enter- 
tained that the few Iron-clad ships of Spain—there 
are three, I beliave—could sint the whole American 
navy and destroy one after another every city on the 
Atlantic coast, while the formidable old hulks that 
are floating around these waters, to the imminent 
danger of all on, board of them, wguld sweep Ameri- 
can commerce from the^gaas, Wita file more intel- 
ligent this idea <>£war Is popular, as it would fur- 
nish a preteit"for"accepting the Inevitable with dig- 
nity. Kor Is this feeling indefinite and undefined. 
It has taken shape and expression in the municipal 
body or this city, which, It may be said, has already 
declared war. yesterday it had a meeting and pre- 
sented, aa the result of Its consultations on the 
present grave state of affairs, the lolloping to the 
Superior Political Governor:— 
v.ous EXfEtt-ESCY—Those who subscribe their names 
and iiave tho honor to belong to this Assembly, considering 
that they interpret its sentimants and thbae or all Spaniards 
la this province, mite thw solemn declaration, so tnat your 
Excellency approve, speaking once more for themselves and 
In ihe name ol" all lovers of the national integlity, first, 
trial they are disposed, as they always have been, to sacri- 
fice their lives and estates to sustain against all odds the 
dignity of tne nation. Second, if by any chance any foreign 
Power should show, by direct or indirect acts of bostiluy, 
that they forget thu rights of Spa-iu, and mate any attempt 
against the honor due to her sovereignty, the supreme govern- 
ment can work with perfect freedom aud decided energy, 
without stopping to fear that vre, in this island, may expe- 
rience injurious accidents; for we place before our personal 
Interests the honor of our national Hag, which must always 
appear clear and glorious before all the world. And lastly, 
they propose that this action, in all of its integrity, be fleat ta 
aU iho illustrious AvtliitE.micntos of this province, GSk'.n£ 
them to join in this manucatation ot most injured pa- 
triotism, which we do not for a. moment douot wilt be agreed 
to by your Excellency.

for all other municipalities m which they will gallantly fol- 
low. We all unite with the Ajuntamiento of Havana to sus- 
tain that which they have so proudly pruciuAmo.i.^th th« 
profound faith that God is on our side, because our cause Is 
just and holy. 


For the past two or three days it nasbeen sus- 


pected that some demonstration touching America 
or Americans was about to be made here, expressing 
tue popular sentiment, and some little rear was lelt 
as to the character which it would take. Fortu- 
nately it lias tnua far taken no other shape than this 
bombastic resolution. 1 nave reason to Delleve that 
this is not tue work of the government, as repre- 
sented by Kodas, nor is it approved by him. It is 
but another exhibition of the sentiment which 
lound vent in tlie remarkable editorial which lately 
appeared m the Diarlo, and a translation or which 
was sent to the HERALD. The Captain General is 
powerless to restrain its expression, while appreciat- 
ing the fact that it is likely to prove injurious to the 
interests of Spain. Ontheotnerhand. tue Political 
Governor is said to be in pMect harmony with this 
leelinc; and, owing to this, no great cordiality esiats 
between Him and his chief. lc is certainly to be 
hoped tttat no very grave complications may arise 
with Spam until the United States has sufficient force 
in these waters to looK after the lives, if not the 
interests, of her citizens. 
The feeling of insecurity and alarm is constantly 


on the Increase nere, oa are.the vigilance and activity 
of tne authorities. Arrests and one's liability to it 
rorm one unending subject of conversation, aud no 
rorelgner or native leeis secure. The Captain Gene- 
ral finds himself witu as little powsr ror good as 
General Dulce; for the volunteers interfere in every- 
thing, even to the action of tne ordinary tribunals 
or justice, as the following statement will snow:— 
A justice of tue peace recently ordered that the 
goods or a certain person, WHO was a volunteer, 
should be embargoed ror rent due; when tue oin- 
cers arrived witb. ths process the defendant, with a 
number or his comrades, met them with arina in 
their handa and threatened to shoot taem ir they 
attempted to execute it. The oincers departed, and 
tne captain General, upon being applied to for 
assistance by me judge, in onler to carry out the 
law, stated that he could not help him, and believed 
it to be most prndeut to let tne matter drop. The 
family or Dr. Nicholas Mendive, whose assassination 
by volunteers I mentioned in my last, recently ap- 
plied to the Captain General for justice upon tae 
murderers; ana, tnougtt n* promised it suould be 
done, nothing lias been heard of it. Much uneasi- 
ness is lelt at this condition of affors, aud though 
creat dtrrtculues are alaced 1'n the way or getting 
passports, a steady stream of Immigration to Spam 
and Mexico lias set in, tue fear or confiscation of 
property preventing people from coins to the United 
States. 


The project of a reserve militia seems to have failed 
altogetner, and it may be deemed abandoned. This 
lias grotru out of tne rears of arming Cubans enter- 
tained by the Spaniards. Four battalions aad been 
formal and the officers apnoiuted, but when the ap- 
plication for arias was. made, in order tuat the men 
mlgut bs exercised in tlieni, Objections.were made, 
aa some ol tnem were more than suspected ot bemg 
enemies to the national mtegrity, and the volunteers 
threatened to abandon tlieir duties, and so the mat- 
ter dropped. 


From Hie scat of war the news is not extensive. 
Passengers Irom Sagua report tuat the Cuban Hag is 
nymg at Puerto Padre, the seaport, it will be re- 
membered, of Las Tunas. The relayo steamer re- 
cently returned here Irom several ports on the 
north side. She is said to have started from here 
more than a wees since with arms and "munitions 
to be landed at Puerto Padre, but on arriving thero 
and finding it hi the hands of the rebels she was 
compelled to return. Kumors or a light between 
Quesada and Poella, near Puerto Principe, m winch 
the latter was routed and Killed, are rife, but not 
credited. It is known that the government has de- 
termined to recall Poello f< r not having displayed 
the requisite capacity for hi? p £itiou- The colored 
militia on the railway betwe>,.i Principe and Nue- 
vitas are not well supplied. One of tnem, recently 
brought here wounded, reports that they have 
nothing to eat, and that they "are marcDlng to a 
graveyard filled with crosses." General Jordan 19 
concentrating a large force or all arms and has 
calieu in all the able bodied men, BO there remain m 
operation oniy enougn to protect baggage trains ana 
annoy weak detachments of the Spaniards. 
General Leaci, from tho Cinco Villas, reports that 
the Guardia Civil had surprised a camp of insur- 
gents, under Pascnol Martinez, killing sixteen and 
wounding many, as It was supposed from tae cries 
In the brushwood; fifty-eight horses and some arms 
were captured; this on tho 22d. On the 23d he 
reports tnat Colonel Trlllo surprised a camp, killed 
three, took six prisoners, of whom four were at once 
•Hot, one of them being the flag sergeant. Farinas, 
brother of th» chief, and tome arms were captured. 
j?»pera from Santiago da tuba. Uaozamilo and 


Trinidad contain nothing of military operations 
whatever. A 1 eutenaot had dog up, near Manxa- 
mllo. twelve cedar boxes containing Important 
papers and the artrjq of tae family or tho "citizen 
Francisco Aguilera." The Diarlo of tills city has 
seen a private letter saying Valmeseda was about to 
send a train to Las Tunas wlto 60,000 rations. This 
confirms the statement berore made in the HEBAU>, 
and leads to the conclusion*that Jordan's concentra- 
tion or troops is to oppose this couvoy. The report 
conies from Manzanllio that Vicente Castellanos and 
his party had surrendered at the Btigueation and 
entreaty of his wife.

The Captain General win soon mafee a visit to the 
Cinco Villas. Various causes are assigned foi this, 
and arnoni them a desire to be absent from Havana 
at the end of this mouth, though for what reason is 
not stated. He has sent a relation of lus to bring 
out his family from Spain. 


The Governor or Matanzas has been removed and 
D. Juan Burrill y Lucci appointed in his place. 
On the evening of Thursday a yonng American 


named Frederick Kicnard, a native of Mobile, son of 
a gentleman who was a long time Consul for the 
United States at some point on the island, was taken 
from his room in. tbe hotel, at about eleven o'clock, 
and hurried off to prison. Mr. Richard was a clert 
in the house of Plasson, Avilis & Co., of which firm 
Seiior Avilis was recently arrested. On a previous 
occasion his basgage had been searched and certain 
Masonic papers taSen. Through the interposition of 
the American Consul General Mr. Richard was re- 
leased last evening. Bnt fearins farther annoyances 
he sails in the Eagle to-day for New Tork. 
A Mexican who arrived here recently from Sew 


YorKfell in a fit in the street, aad on searching him 
to nnd out who lie was despatches from parties in 
Kew Yorfi to Cespedes and others were found. He 
was taken to the hospital and there succeeded in 
getting hold of a dose of poison, which he swal- 
lowed.

jLater from the Battle Field—Lopez. Abandons 


Ascurra—He Is Overtaken and Defeated 
Again—Pursuit Continued—He is Declared 
;in Outlaw—Rumored Xjandxn^ of Slaves in 
Brazil. 
Rio JASEIBO, August 27, 1889. 


Since the departure of the United states pacSet 


the following telegrams have been received by the 
government In regard to the operations against 
Lopez;— 


CoirscrLl.OE PAEANHOS-After lie telegram I sent your 


Excellency yesterday I will add something more for you to 
havo published. 
At eii A. M. of the 12th onr batteries, placed at threepoints, 


kept up a warm conversing fire upon Jrcribebuy, After two 
hours' constant firinc the Frince, who in person directed tho 
action, ordered the advance to bo souutled. The columns of 
attack advanced from three points, while Marshal Victorino 
made a demonstration from another upon the strongest 
place. Ia a quarter of an honr the ditch was crossed, ;ae 
parapet climbed and the enemv brofeon. 


Tho Twenty-third and Seventeenth battalions, tbe engineer 
corns, the Argentines in the Second army corps, and the Sev- 
enth and Twenty-seventh of the, First army corps covered 
themselves -with glory. Resistance became impossible. 


Eleven flags and sixteen hsavv cannon, such as twenty-four 
and thirty-two poundere, T7ere then tatec.

Our loss was comparatively 
insignificant.' perhaps 200, with few killed. Among them, 
unhappilv, the arav deep!}- laments toe valiant »nd gallant 
General John Manoel Muena Barreto, who fell shot taroayh 
tho bowels with two balls, lljs noble body ia lying m the 
church of Pcribebuy, oa the right sido of the ETreat altar. 


We lost, among others, Captain Eeiias, who commanded 
theiiaeof skirmishers of the First corps. I»opez aud his 
suite are at Caacune. We are eomg thither. 
There is ranch silver herein the shape of articles and 


money, besides tbe archives of tha State aad of Borges; let- 
ters written by Lopez, others by Mrs. Lynch; furniture, por- 
celain, boots, wines anil a thousand curiosities. 
The honors of the day Belong to the Twenty-third volun- 
teers; it was tbe first tn the Second corps to climb the para- 
pet- Its standard bearer, Ensign Gafipar Ribero de Almeida 
IJarros, kept hie Hag furled and was tho first to plant It on 
the parapet, beside him, givinc a proof of great gallantrv. 
He was wounded in various places. Colonels Conrado, Anto- 
Dlo Au^usto, Major Feliciano and others were also wounded. 


HIB Hisbness was warmly cheered by tho army. He deco- 
rated Luis Maria Campos, the commander of tne Argentine 
force, and the two colonels who were wounded and has 
requested a list of the soldiers who distinguished themselves 
to receive the medaL 
Our health is goocu We bave received provisions and pro- 


vender. The ca\ alcadeg aro doing tolerably. The wounded 
go to Asuncion, and also the prisoners and non-combatants, 
amon" these laet twentv-sn Brazilian men ana women.

Qodoy, whom all assert to have been one of the most san- 
guinary tools of Lopez. 
The baggage of old Vice President 


Sanchez was taken, showing that he and others were not far 
olf. The Prince nursued the fugitives. 
All the oordiflera, aud that Aacurra which General 


Hc.Mahon, It is said, declared impregnable, have fallen into 
the power of the allies, without other resistance thaa at Pert- 
bebuy, whose attack and assault was brilliantly executed in 
half an hour. 


Ail of Paraguay, therefore, from the Manduvira down. Is 


dominated by the allies. 
An estraorUiaary immigration of people from ihe cordil- 
lera is goin£ oa into the valley of Firaju inquest of Asun- 
cion and its neighborhood. Many foreigners and some well 
known families—as thoao of Senors £edoya, Egusqulza, 
Glbaramduru, Ac.--bava appeared. The provisional govern- 
ment has seat three commissions to aid them- The state of 
misery and depression of these people saddens the most 
indifferent. 
Our forces found among the enemy a great 
number of women, \7ho, wnea questioned, said that if they 
did not go on they would get their throats cut when the Para- 
guayans returned. It appears tilat the provisional govern- 
ment yesterdav issued two decrees outlawing Lopez and 
declaring all wb.o would follow hitsi to be traitors. 


From the Argentine Minister of Foreign Affairs to 
Charge D. Juan Thompson, at Buenos Ayres:— 


ASUNCION, August IS—10 A..M. 


My last telegram announced tbe teat or arms at Peribe- 


buv, which was a mortal blow to Lopez. McMahoa thought 
it was a Sevastopol and declared so to frighten us. After the 
result of that assault Laptiz saw he was lost. On the 14th ho 
went ahead of his annv and passed by Caa^oatav to be 
ready for ItighL On tho !5tn his army abandoned Its posi- 
tions at Aiicursa, and our divisions and the Second corps, 
commanded by jilitrc, could cot nnd it anywhsre. The Prince 
went out after It and" beat Cabaliero gallantly. JJoth his army 
corps joined on the field Of battle. Two thousand covpses, 
fifteen pieces of a-rtillerv, wagoaa, baggage and a great num- 
ber of prisoners were tne results of this groat feat of arms. 
The pursuit of Lopez1^ remnants is made with ardor. 
His 
army is done with this tima, and the war also. It is still 
hoped to catch Lopez. Seguler is endeavoring to find him. 


It is reported that the mother and a sister of Lopez 
were captured by tne allies. 
llltre, with tue forces under his command berore 
Aseurra, were to have ascended the Cordillera by 
the gap of Altos, to the north or Ascurra, to cut off 
Lopez's retreat ts the norta; but the command or 
Mitre was beninaaand, ant! left the road clear to the 
north. Caagoatay, near where tae second defeat 
of tne Parocuavaas took place, is on the road to the 
great cordtliera of Paraguay, and it seems not 
unlikely that Lopez will secure his retreat to those 
mountains with a part of his forces. 
This news has caused great joy in Rio, and 
exchange rules about 19 to 18>i for private bills, the 
banKs not drawing yet. Speculative sales of sove- 
reigns have been made by the bears as low as 
12$300 for large quantities; but the stocks or sove- 
reigns In the bands or the very few homers are kept 
off the martet, aad it is probable a reaction will 
take place after the flrst effects of the good uews 
have worn off. 
Reports are circulating that some lots of slaves 
have been lauded successfully In Brazil-from Africa, 
and that parties are otterimc to take large contracts 
for Africans to be landed in sate parts or the coast. 
A well kuown broker declares that he Is prepared to 
furnish proof that several lots have already beeu 
imported. It 13 not impossible that slaves have bean 
brought in, for Africa isonlyabouta week's sail from 
this coast, and a vessel or light draught could nnd 
a tnousaud quiet places to run in aud discharge at 
plantations whose great size and isolation amid the 
woods would make it very eaay to conceal tne mat- 
ter. It would also be favored by the fact that a 
great many of the negroes of Brazil Seep up tho 
practice of scoring and puckering the race with 
tribe marKs, so that the recent importations would 
not be easily distinguished, even were the local 
authorities to take the matter up, supposing 
they heard of it, and supposing that they would 
thlnK It advantageous to make enemies ot the all- 
powerful great men of the place, aud tan the risk 
at being waylaid and shot or beaten. The tempta- 
tion is certainly great while slaves are -worth. $1,000 
In Brazil, and only twenty-five dollars & week's sail 
away; and there are hundreds or Portuguese wao 
would Jump at a chance or the Kind if they found 
customers, for reminiscences of the management 
and profits of the slave trade are yet extant, it being 
only nineteen years since tne trade of Brazil com- 
pletely or at least virtually ceased. Most or the 
great fortunes of Brazil are duo to the slave trade, 
and the planters sigh for the great times or easy 
money getting when slaves were wortu only Ilfty 
dollar* b«ie. and could l>« easily • replaced wtteu 


worn out by excessive labor. However, there is 
nothing beyond doubtful reports to go on, and the 
fact tlut the present government and 'the Chamber 
of Deputies are thoroughgoing slave owners, who 
believe in the Institution and wish to maintain it. 
Nothing of moment haa occurred In tne Chambers 
since tne departure of the New York packet, ana 
here Is nothing from the provinces. 


THE COURSE OF EMPIRE. 


Situation of Southern Nebraska.—Its Rivera 


and Vallejg and Agricultural Advantages— 
Development of tbe River Comities—The 
Tide of Immigration Westward—The Ride 
to Uncoln, the State Capital. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 27.1869. 


Southern Nebraska Is that topographical division 


of the State lying south of the Platte nver, and 
extending from the Missouri nver westward to the 
Ine, near which the south 
forK of the Platte 


branches off in Colorado. It IB 308 miles long, and 
varies in width from forty-five to 100 miles. It is nar- 
rowest at Fort Kearny, and widest in the line of 
conntles in which this capital is located. Along the 
widest part the river ia mating an extensive sweep 
to the nortneaEt; then it turns to the south, ana 
afterwards flows east natillt reaches the Missouri. 
From that point of the confluence of the Platte and 
the Missouri the distance is about seventy miles in a 
direct southerly line to the Kansas border, or over 
100 by the windings of .the river. 


This southern division of the State is watered In 


the western part by theforKs and the Innumerable 
nameless tributaries of the Republican, which stream 
.tself flows along, I should taint, for sixty or seventy 
miles within some four to six miles of the state line 
before it crosses into Kansas. The Little Blue, which 
is no inconsiderable stream, comes down 100 miles 
southeasterly from Fort Kearny. The Big Sandy, 
which is not so long, runs m the same direction, a 
stretch of rolling tableland from four to flve miles 
wide lying in between them. Both the Big and the 
Little Sandy join the Little Blue before It leaves Ne- 
braska. The Big Bine takes a more southerly direc- 
tion. At one point the two Blues are fifty miles 
apart, but they come within eighteen miles of one 
another across the Otoe Indian reservation. In all 
the surrounding region there is no more beautiful, 
fertile and favorite farming laud taan along the val- 
ley of the Big Blue. While you look npon that river 
flowing south, it is singular to see the headwaters 
of 
Salt 
Creek running 
off In 
an 
entirely 


different direction; for Salt Creek passes close to 
this city, ana continues in the same general line, 
north by east, till it striKes the Platte. The Big and 
tne Little Nemaha water the most southeasterly 
counties, while the Weeping Water, far distant from 
those other streams, winds its loneiy way between 
its lines of willows till it gradually drowns Its grief 
in the Missouri. 
In many respects the southern side is the most 
desirable section of Nebraska. As an evidence of 
this it is more thickly settled. That, however, may 
bo attributable partly to the fact that It was better 
known, but mostly, I imagine, to the more potent 
reason that it possesses especially those attractions 
which a pioneer into z new country always looss 
for—a pleasant climate, superior soil, fine streams 
and considerable timber. At points on the rolling 
uplands between tns rivers, wherever tftere was 
lack and need of timber it has beeu in great degree 
supplied by the groves which have been planted by 
the older settlers. A eood deal of the grain gro\vn 
In the State comes at present from this region. 
Wheat or superior quality is raised in unusual quan- 
tities to the acre; and ever since the first crop V.MS 
sown no July has yet come rountt that has 
not seen eacn successivacrop ready for the harvest- 
ers. Oats are raised in similar abundance. No corn 
crop has ever shown a sign of failure till this season, 
when it has been injured somewliai. in bottom lands 
by the heavy rains. But the damage done lias not been 
nearly so great as it has been in Iowa and Illinois 
and ottter States east or tue Missouri, where I have 
seen large fields completely Inundated and where 
botn wheat and corn have suffered so severely. A 
large number or fruit trees have been planted in 
this section of the Ktate, and witti an occasional ex- 
cention they have prospered well. When the proper 
varieties of trees have been selected, and they have 
been Judiciously planted and attended to. no diffi- 
culty has been experienced in growing fruit success- 
lully. It is in this section of the State that moat or 
the minerala found thus far have been discovered. 
Building stone or various varieties and excellent 
quality is found in several of the counties. 
UJoal in 
sufficient quantities to meat local wants is now 
beinc delivered by different mining companies. 
Many other userul minerals ajre being made availa- 
ble for practical purposes by the intelligent, indus- 
trious iniiabitantB. 


Chief among tue southern river towns are Brown- 
ville, plattsmoutu, aad Nebraska City, which lies 
between them. Tney are all thriving places, and 
each has its hopes of future prosperity ana great 
Importance, closely linked, uoc so ruuca with the 
steamboat trade on the Missouri river in the sum- 
mer—whicu, however, they all can take advantage 
of—as wiia contemplated lines of railroads. 
Nebraska City is the largest of the three. It 
stands on a commanding point, on tuo site or 
old Fort Kearuy, 
The people 
ot 
Nebraska 
City say they Hold the key to the interior 
and can command the trade of nearly the entire 
South Platte country in Nebraska aud to and 
from Xorthweslem Missouri and Western Iowa. 
When the Midland Pacific aatlroad, which will toucn 
the western side of the Missouri river at Nebraska 
City, shall have been completed, It is believed that 
considerable traffic will be diverted to It, because, 
tapping the Union Pacific llailroad near Fort Keamy 
and coming down through Lincoln, that line, 
they say, will De 143 miles shorter than any other 
ilue Uolvaa buu O*utt->nonf-_ 
It was through Nebraska City auu uu»c* ot 
river towns that the tide or Immigration passed and 
is still passing to settle and improve the southeast- 
ern section or j\ebrasca. The beautiful and pro- 
ductive vallers, risinc rar into the Interior, have 
been already settled "to a considerable extent bv 
Industrious farmers. Homestead lands—gifts ot a 
cenerous government—taken np a few years ago by 
penniless people, are now uood aud well stocked 
farms, and some of their owners are not only com- 
fortable bifi, independent. The whole of tnis section 
of country presents a pleasing appearance to the 
eye; but in soEie localities the land would oe more 
desirable for farming if it were not quite so rolling. 
The choicest spots are tnose rich flat bottom lands 
which are prererred ror coru, witli timber along the 
margins of the streams, and those long, slightly 
swelling waves or uplands which are good for any 
of the cereals. Mills may De seen at various points 
on many or the streams, as rar westward as tne 
country has been settled. 
Within the last two 
years 
the 
tide 
of immigration 
has 
been 
steadily coming in over all this neignborhood. 
During the last six months something like three- 
quarters of a million acres have beeu taken up south 
or the Platte under the llouiestead and Pre-emption 
acts of Congress. 
Millions more remain for tnose 


who wish to take them. State and railroad lands 
are being purchased, some lor actual settlement 
and improvement and some on speculation. TIIE 
interior towns of Tecumseh, oa ttte north fort of 
the Great Nemaha, and Beatrice, on tue Big Blue, 
are in the midst or rapidly improving ueighhor- 
noods and are growing with the surrounding 
country. 
Beatrice is forty miles distant from here in a 
southern direction. 
Westward of taat line tus 
country is very thinly settled. Not'taat the land is 
in any way inferior, but until lately me furtuer west 
settlers have gone the further they have round them- 
selves irom markets for tueir produce aad from tlie 
supply of articles that they needed. Occasional set- 
tlers nave, indeed, established themselves lar back 
from the ilissouri river, but they bave experienced 
considerable inconvenience. 
Now ciiac the 'rail- 
road is running through the State and intersectin 
lines are being constractea, people are poshing lur- 
toer west, where they can nave tne choice or eligi- 
ble homesteads, and wlwre lands that are lor gai2 
are cheaper tuan in ihe nver counties. Along the 
lorss or tne Republican, ceyond the line of the sath 
principal meridian, bands of roving luouaus have 
interfered somewhat with occupation aud improve- 
ment. Some settlers have aeemen it prudent to 
retire Irom spots they had selected, and, generally, 
white people nave oeeu reluctant to settle so far 
away rrooa civilization. It is said iliat an admirable 
agricultural couuuy exists along the iorKs or tas 
Republican; and there is a disposition now to settle 
up that region. 1 have been inlormed by General 
Augur, who ^ommanils the forces in the Souta 
Platte Departmew, thaD a detachment'of United 
States troops will winter this year about the forks or 
the KepuDUcan, with a view of keeping out the In 
dians; a;iti IE is understood that a colony of SiiffUsl 
imuMgriints will be Caisolisaed there us soon «s a 
desiraole locality shall have been sslectsJ. 
Lincoln is readied at present by staae from either 
Plattsmouth or Xebrassit City, on tne nver, or Iroin 
Elkhorn station, on tae Union I'aciflc uallroad. ily 
route led me irom the station over bottom land a 
gxiod portion or t!ie way. oil tuai ime an indifferent 
wagon conveys the mails and passengers to Luicoin. 
Travelling in a southwesterly direction we followed 
the Elkaorn down to its junction vathttePlatte,aown 
along the Platte ti;i we crossed it at a ferry, aad np 
Salt OreeK valley to the capital. The he.ivy rains 
havo reudereul the roads more Impassable tins sea- 
son than Miey nave ever been before. Six miles out 
we got mired in the mud. This episode brought out 
in bold relief the profane proclivities or our driver. 
Though youne in years he proved a veteran at swear- 
ing, ily travelling companion, a high-toned fanner 
from Illinois, had never been more shocked during 
sixty years' experience; and ho improved the oppor- 
tunity in an admirable manner to administer a gen- 
tle admonition. After an hour or pulling and haul- 
ing we got the horses and tho wagon iree; but at 
other points during the journey we were compelled 
to get out aua walk ankle deep over oiaer treacherous 
places. Tue surface of the country over wnich we 
passed for forty miles presented a succession of 
those Oat bottom lands and rolling prairies. We 
passed occasional farm houses and, large Holds of 
corn, but mostly broad sections or meadow lands. 
In many places the ground lay broken for the drxt 
time by tne latest settlers. A lew fences of boarc 
and wire were to be seen, and sometimes proves of 
timber, lately planted and thriving well. They will 
be availaolo ror fence and tlrcwood m time. Occa- 
sionally rows or oaugo orange, planted for hedges. 
marked the boundaries of a f,trm. Occasionally, 
also, herda of cattle wore eeeu grazing on ro.ling 
uplands which were aim unuroiccn. The up.^.uis 
over which we Duascd aro lew level taan m oiuer 


portions of the State, bnt the soil Is rich and fertile. 
This configuration of the country, however, affords 
many charming sites for houses, the ground sloping 
off in every direction from each successive elevation. 
In the distance some of these undnlating lands, 
covered with the native grasses, present tne appear- 
ance of magnificent meadows newly mown. 


Toward evening as we approached tm> rope ferry 
over the Platte river two men on horseback wera 
seen hastening towards us. One of them was tha 
ferryman. He did not stop, but spoke to us in pass- 
ing. We learned that he was bound for Forest City 
.0 get a drink, and If we would wait till he cams 
jact he would take us across the river. Forest City 
s a ooint on the high tableland aud where there is 
mie more than a store and asaloon. Ills return to the 
river before morning being more thaa doubtful, we 
lid not wait, but worked our own way across the 
[erry. After riding all that day sinee noon and 
through the night, we finally arrived at Lincoln 
about sunrise In the mornins. 


TBE NATIONAL EXHIBITION. 


Agricultural Progress—How it is Made in 


Tbis Country and witb What Result—Lec- 
ture by Dr. jLorine. 
On Saturday afternoon a lecture was delivered at 


the American Institute exhibition by Dr. George B- 
Loring, of Salem, Mass., the subject being "Agricul- 
tural progress—how It is mado in this country and 
with what result." There was a large attendance. 
Supervisor Ely presided aad introduced the lecturer 
In a few appropriate remarks. 


Dr. Loring on coming forward was warmly 


received. Ee said that American agriculture was 
yet in Its infancy, 
covering as it did a 


arise section 
ot the earth's surface devoted 


to every variety 
of 
sofl. 
Influenced by 
a 


great diversity of climate, obedient to many different 
markets, it had barely yet been systematized as to 
present on many acres the most ecouo mical and 
profitable husbandry to which those acres were 
adapted. 
A comparatively new civilization, an 


abundance of new lands, the attractions of other 
branches of business, were undoubtedly the causes 
of snctt development, and we now fonad ourselves, 
with a very respectable agricultural record behind 
us, suddenly confronted by tae imperative necessity 
for an accurate, methodical, weil-organized sys- 
tem of Husbandry In tvhicli our expensive labor 
and capital may profitably be employed. Ee then, 
proceeded to explain the condition or tha Ameri- 
can farmers, showins that their ingenuity haa in 
many respects succeeded in advancing agriculture 
to a higher state of perfection than it had reached 
inmanycountries abroad. In England land labor was 
stftsement to capital. The land was held m lar;;8 
estates, the chief business of the owners being to 
direct those operations which yisldea them such 
princely 
incomes, 
giving them ample returns

The 
American mowing and reapine machines cre- 
ated quite a sensation

Moreover, 


the American merino sheep aiso carried 
the 
honors for weight, wool and other qualities. 
Agricultural schools acd colleges were springing up 
everywhere, the least conspicuous, however, not 
unlrequently being tlie unst succy^tul in their 
results. 
Good implements of hu-baudry w-jre 
iu demand, and the eil'ort was to make acricuuure 
the work of tae inteiliseut miud as well, as' the =,kil- 
ful Hand. (Applause.) Markets were starting up m 
aU directions ror the products 01 tlie surrounding: 
districts, and lie hoped the railroads would lie 
devoted to tiia interest of a great producing and coa- 
sumiri£ people, carrying food to tko pour aad dis- 
pensing commercial prosperity.

It is doubtful If there exists another maritime 


city in tho civilized world that can present tho 
spectacle of so many mean, dilapidated and rotten 
wharves and piers as this, the great commercial 
mart of the Western Hemisphere. 


Along both the North and East rivers, as far as 


the eye can reach, miserable specimens of New 
Tori's wealth and greatness in the shape of decayed 
docks and piers may be aeon, 
"Why It is that this 


•tale of aBalrs should exist In a city where so much 
of the wealth of the world Is stored la a mystery 
that wiser heads will have to solve. Babylon and 
Tyre, which have passed away, and Venice, which 
Btill remains a monument of her former greatness, 
after having each attained the zenith, of prosperity, 
dwindled Into obscurity. But it cannot be possible 
that Mew Yorfc is following in their footsteps; yet 
the present state of tne commerce of this city and 
the dilapidated appearance of its wharves almost 
warrant the belief. 


Foreigners wlxo land nera from different seaports 


01 the globe are struck with the miserable condition 
of our wooden piers or landing places, and ridicule 
them. Liverpool can boast of granite piers that 
have withstood the test of centu&es. Havre, Bre- 
men^ and even Rio Janeiro, whose shipping interests 
cannot be placed in comparison with those of New 
Tork, nave each their docks built of substantial 
masonry, and, in fact, there is scarcely a seaport of 
any pretension in Europe but can put to shame this 
city on the subject of docks. The improvement of 
the wharves has been the subject of earnest discus- 
alon in both the Legislature ana Common council, 
but nothing or a definite character has been accom- 
plished. Last winter, in the Legislature, an elabo- 
rate bill on the subject of wharf improvements in 
this city was presented and its passage warmly 
tmted. The bill advocated the granting of more 
power to the Commissioners of the Slnting Fund, 
allowing them to act with greater liberty, but by a 
vote of the majority of the members of th^t Lecis- 
iatnre the bill was laid on the table for an indefinite 
period.

at or near the Battery, and the Common Council 
shortly afterwards granted tlie privilege of placing 
A bathing establishment near Castle Garden, where 
it now lies moored. In due time the subject of build- 
ing a sea wall around tUo Battery was discussed and 
funds appropriated for that purpose and placed at 
the disposal or the Street Commissioner, who selected 
General Vicle to superintend the wors. Tho Gene- 
ral has done the wort to the satisfaction or all con- 
cerned, and the wall has been completed to within a 
few yards of the termini; but Here 


A DIFFICULT* OCCITKS. 


Tnc floating bath above referred to lies in the 


way of tho sea wall, and the proprietor, it is 
alleged, refuses to move it, as he says that 
he has a lease from the city for a number 
of years. 
This lease now proves to be a bone 


of contention, and the Corporation Counsel lias 
been consulted by.the Street Commissioner, and a 
suit has been entered against the proprietor or the 
batli. In the meantime ihe workmen remain idle 
and the sea wall looms up in an unfinished stale. 
wneu tne wori. is &K»U* rcsntmca aua th<* ^nrrii that 
lias accumulated filled in between tlie wall and soua 
ground and the old anchors, chains, rubbish, A.C., 
removed, the Battery grounds may yet bo made Uiu 
resort or thousands. It is not known at present 
what disposition will be made or the grounds, but 
It is to be hoped mat they will not be given over 
to commercial purposes, as a number of wealthy 
ghouls wish. 
The Hall In Castle Garden, where at one time 
assembled one of the largest and most aristocratic of 
American audiences upon the flrst appearance of 
Jenny Luid in this country, is now used as a recep- 
tion room for emigrants rrom every portion or the 
universe, and it is extremely doubtlul if any indi- 
vidual who attended that memorable concert would 
recognize tlie place for the many changes which it 
has undergone. 
aOVBKNJIKNT IMPROVEMENTS KEAB THE BATTERY. 
At the foot of Whitehall street the Unitea States 


government have for years been the ovneis of an 
Dia, ailauidaied building which lias been used as a 
barge office. Lately this ancient structure 1ms been 
on the verge of collapsing, and Mr. A. B. Mullett, 
the government aremtect. was sent for to remedy 
the defect In some manner. He examined the struc- 
ture and drew up plans for the erection of a splen- 
fllri building and tne building of a sea wall for a 
basin, which were submitted to higher authority and 
approved. A portion ok tue Battery shore near the 
Staten Island ferry was obtained from tue city gov- 
rruiuent for the construction of the basm aud erec- 
tion of the barge ofllce, and two months ago worK 
on this basin was commenced, and already ttta 
stones of tiie wall are gradually appearing above 
water. 
Fifty men are regularly employed In 
preparing the stones lor the wall and placing them 
in position. The stone (yranite) is procured irom 
Maine quarries, and some of me blocKs weigh fully 
thirty tons, and cacti of these monsters has to be 
placed 111 position under flfty feet or water by divers, 
of whom there are two employed. It is not Known 
st present what tlie plans lor the new structure will 
be, but as soon as .Mr. Mullett returns Irom San 
yrauciseo, whn tier He has gone to superintend the 
construction oi a new post office, they will be macie 
public. 1 tie sea wall of the basin will come into 
ctate proximity to that of the Battery wall; but 
tlnce the beginning or the litigation between the 
Street Commissioner and the proprietor of the batii 
referred to it 13 iiuderstooa that worK will also Iiave 
to be suspended, as Clio floating bath interferes 
Scaterially with the progress of tlie work. 


T3E NSW FISHMONGERS1 IIALL. 


At last the T.-ealtliy fishmongers of old Fulton Mar- 
let havo awakened from tiieir lethargy and are 
doing somettuus now that will astonish their dor- 
mum 
brethren 
throughout the city. 
A stock 
company, composed of eighteen wealthy mem- 
bets, 
was loi mod, 
and 
they have now in 


couiro 
of 
eracuon a magnificent two story 
building, composed or Iron and wood, on the 
East river, between .Fulton street and reck slip, 
winch i\ ill compare favorably with any edifice, built 
or the saue material, in tuo city. The structure has 
beeu under way nearly one ir.oiitli. It is built oa 
two hundred aiut forty -seven oaken piles, which are 
Elmost eiiual to stone m durability. Froatms on 
Soiuli street it will ce20i> feet in length and 75 feet 
Sn depth. The iii'st iloor is large aud commodious 
and vrii! tie divided off into eighteen compartments, 
or Btiills, with an office adjoining each, one stall for 
each or tue eighteen stockholders. The coat of the 
structure, when completed, Is estimated at different 
Bums. Some aro under the impression that it will 
reach as hi«h as $200,003; out about $150.000 will 
probably be nearer the mark. As yet the directors 
havo not Joniied a detinite plan as to-the best mode 
oi heating it; but Mr. Crocker, the Secretary of the 
society, nas bsen testing a number of patents, but 
owing to the peculiar situation of the building—over 
the water—it is very difficult to meet tne requtra- 
aieut. The more feasible plan, winch will doubtless 
beaaopted, is the erection of a furnace m the rear of 
the bunding and heating it by hoc air. 


The- second story will bo divided into apart- 
ments for the benefit of marketmen, but the mam 
hall, which is seventy-rive feet m length by twenty- 
five in width, will be devoted to the society as a ciub 
room. As soon as nmshed the building will be 
thrown opon to uio' public :or inspection, and the 
sturdy fish, dealers contemplate, giving a grand ball 
on the opening, wbicu will, no doubt, be the grand- 
est "lisa ball" ever known. 


ALONG TUB EAST RIVER 
there are a great many improvements going on; far 
more than during any previous year since the war. 
Near Catharine street ferry, where the East River 
Bridge Company have selected the location lor the 
erection ot towers, a company nave purchased 
ground for the purpose ot buuatng stone piers 
which will be the ilrat of the kind, wueu completed, 
that the city cnu boast of. They will be occupied by 
the I'acinc Mail steamship company's ships, to- 
gether with those.of thu Old Dominion Hue, which 
ply between this city uud Richmond Vit. 


At pier No. 40 tuo New Yore Dry Dock Company 
arc building a large dry dock capable ol receiving 
vessels of the largest ctiisj, uio oij duck, winch 
has m its time received vessels that tne Brooklyn 
docKa could not accoiumoOatu, having become iue- 
icsa Jtoui long aqrvlco. t-u> work n* anyrtitu >» to 


b» Vf'ji feet in length, and is BO far advanced that 
several steamers ol large tonnage have already bren 
lyAced upon It for repairs. 
All along the river, 


(rath above and below the dock, the scene is enliven- 
ing. Sloops, schooners, sailing vessels aud steam- 
ships can be seea receiving and discharging differ- 
ent classes of merchandise from all vans of the 
world. At pier No. 40 a vessel from Leghorn, Italy, 
is surrounded by busy stevedores, iiau'tug out huge 
slabs of marble Irom the Ferrara quarries, a portion 
ol which is destined for the new 1'oat Olllce and 
parcels for different 
bandings now being con. 
structedih the city. All is activity and bnstle. 
Here a sloop unloading liay from Connecti- 
cut and there a schooner dischargins produce 
from Massachusetts, while lying along at different 
docks old scows filled with the refuse of the city may 
be observed, and located on each pile of rubbish a 
swarm of human beiugs of every age, sex and nation- 
ality are busily engaged in securing such articles as 
they may deem salable. At different intervals tne 
modest little seamen's Bethels are located, gener- 
ally with a painting representing a sailor, with Bible 
in hand, to attract the attention of any honest Jack 
who may, perchance, as he walks by, drop in and 
listen to the discourse of the minister. These chapels 
seem to exert a beneficial influence over ttto minds 
of seafaring men, as on the Sabbath they are crowded 
to suffocation, and at the end of the services each 
sailor is provided with Bible and tracts to be read on 
board ship. Between piers 39 and 40 a large 


SEAMEN'S CHAPEL 
is being erected under the auspices of old Trinity. 
Thjgtfhapel will be the largest floating ark of Chris- 
tianity m this country, aud thousands of dollars are 
being expended to forward its completion. The 
new Bethel will be two stories in height, 150 feet in 
length by fifty feet in width, with a seating capacity 
for 700 persons. Tho interior will be divided into 
three apartments, two of which will be occupied by 
the pastor. The ediiice will have a tall belfry, from 
which on each Sabbath morn a large bell will peal 
forth the hour of prayer. 
A short distance above pier 41 the famous "Hook" 
or cove is in view. A perfect forest of masts, princi- 
pally of schooners and brigs, greets the eye or the 
visitor. Further up, at the foot of Second street, 


WEBB'S SHIPYARD 
stops farther progress. 
This stiijjjard has been, the 
birthplace of many a stanch crati that now ploughs 
the waters of different oceans. 
The stagnation of 
the shipbuilding business is hero apparent, and 
nothing wormy of note is being done. 
The different docks between this yard and Twenty- 
sixth street are, generally speaking, in moderate 
repair, as tbe business is confined chiefly to coasters. 
The old buildings along the section are being grada- 
ally torn down for the erection of larger and more 
commodious business houses. 
When the Hell Gate 
obstructions are removed, so as to admit the largest 
class of seagoing vessels, the wharves In the upper 
portion of tne city lying on the East river will 
undergo miraculous changes. 
The managers of tne 
Cuaard, Bremen and Inman lines of steamers have 
already purchased wharfage grounds in the vicinity 
ot Sixtieth aad Seventieth, streets, ana will bezin at 
an eariy dav the erection of magnificent stone Diers, 
which will "gradually have a tendency to draw other 
companies m that direction. 
At the foot of Twenty-sixth street the Commis- 
sioners of Charities and Correction are building an 
extension to their old doe£, upon which they intend 
to commence the erection of a large building for 
official purposes. This, with a few other minor im- 
provements, constitutes the conditioner progress 
along the East rivet. 


ALONG THE NORTH RIVER. 
The wharfage rront of the North river extends, 


properly, from pier No. 1 to Filtlettt street. Beyond 
Thirty-fourth street, however, but little shipping 
business Is being carried on, but the tendency rot 
moving upward will gradually extend business of a 
commercial nature to tho full extent or the city limit 
in the course of a few years. BusmtSSB 0(1 tins Bide 
of the city is carried on with more vim. Everything 
is activity, and to stroll along tha river during a 
working day would forcibly remind old residents of 
tho days when New Yqrk was without an enaai; 


The first improvement noticeable along ^hjjfjjei 
is the erection of alarge freight depot at theldWof 
LiBerty streettajljfelnlng the jmfsenger depot oj the 
New Jgraoy ttttliropa Cofflbacy.

TOE I,iROE3T WAEEHOtTSK TN THIS CITT, 
the property ol the ilmplre Kailroad Transportation 
Company, lins corporation purchased three docks 
during the present year, ana have had piles driven 
and flooring laid, so mat they are now virtually one. 
The great warehouse, wmcli covers tho entire floor- 
lue, is coo feat in leiiglh, and is 284:feet wide in tne 
widest portion. It covers 5,ooo square reet or sur- 
face, and 100 men are employed upon it at liie 
present time. 


The Now Jersey Railroad Company, foot of Des-' 
brosses street, have under way a large iron ferry 
liouso. The building in question occupies loo leet 
along Wc"t street. It will extend back beyond tlie 
limits of the present rerry house seventy-five feet. 
It is or a peculiar style of architecture and has an 
imposing appearance. It will be divided off into 
two apartments, with the usual entrance for pas- 
sengers and vehicles. One side is to be devoted ex- 
cluyiveiy to ladies and the other to the sterner sex. 
At the Pacific Mall Steamship docks, foot of Canal 
street, a few ue\v improvements are iu progress. 
Since the compleiion of the i'acllic llailroad the pas- 
senger traffic to California by the steamship line has 
almost ceased, and if there is not a change for the 
better during the next year It is very probable that 
the \-cssels will be drawn off entirely. Three of the 
fluest steamers of this company, the Ocean, Queen, 
Ariel ana Rising Star, are at present laid up lor the 
want or something to do. 


A few piers above Williams & Gulon's Liverpool 
line of packets lay. The vessels comprising this 
company's fieet consist or six, viz.—Idaho, Man- 
hattan, Colorado, Nebraska, Minnesota and Nevada, 
As rar up the river as the Transatlantic Company's 
{French) dock, the space is filled with vast lumber 
yards. 
At Twenty-third street the new ferry house of the 
Erie Kailroad Company ends the improvements along 
ibis river. 
Tue building is cutircly of iron, and the

structed at an outlay of 513,500. 
it 13 also siatca, unu with some show of authority, 
that the indefatigable ana irrepressible Fisk.

Now that the regular drills hare beeu already

Suppression of Political News—Excitement 


Over the Price of Gold—The municipality 
of Havana Cry Ont for Wai—The Press 
and Public Sentiment Support It—Demon- 
stration Against Americana Feared—Jordan 
Concentrating His Forces—Sequestrations— 
Political Prisoners. 


HAVAN-A, Sept. 25, 1869. 


Havana has been ia the greatest state of excite- 


ment for the past thirty-sis hours. The political 
news from the United States, if any, was suppressed, 
while the mariet reports told of gold at 63, and 
the wildest conlectnres were indulged in, amid 
";hem all the one prominent idea "war with Spain." 
Late last evening it was announced that the panic 
hi New York was ended, and gold had fallen to S6. 
This has allayed the excitement somewhat, and 
many Americana have temporarily suspended their 
preparations to leave. Strange to say, a war with 
the United States is looted forward to with the 
most pleasing anticipations by the people here. 
The idea is immensely popular. With the mass this 
Is the result of Ignorance of the relative strength of 
the two Powers; with it the Idea Is actually enter- 
tained that the few Iron-clad ships of Spain—there 
are three, I beliave—could sint the whole American 
navy and destroy one after another every city on the 
Atlantic coast, while the formidable old hulks that 
are floating around these waters, to the imminent 
danger of all on, board of them, wguld sweep Ameri- 
can commerce from the^gaas, Wita file more intel- 
ligent this idea <>£war Is popular, as it would fur- 
nish a preteit"for"accepting the Inevitable with dig- 
nity. Kor Is this feeling indefinite and undefined. 
It has taken shape and expression in the municipal 
body or this city, which, It may be said, has already 
declared war. yesterday it had a meeting and pre- 
sented, aa the result of Its consultations on the

For the past two or three days it nasbeen sus- 


pected that some demonstration touching America 
or Americans was about to be made here, expressing 
tue popular sentiment, and some little rear was lelt 
as to the character which it would take. Fortu- 
nately it lias tnua far taken no other shape than this 
bombastic resolution. 1 nave reason to Delleve that 
this is not tue work of the government, as repre- 
sented by Kodas, nor is it approved by him. It is 
but another exhibition of the sentiment which 
lound vent in tlie remarkable editorial which lately 
appeared m the Diarlo, and a translation or which 
was sent to the HERALD. The Captain General is 
powerless to restrain its expression, while appreciat- 
ing the fact that it is likely to prove injurious to the 
interests of Spain. Ontheotnerhand. tue Political 
Governor is said to be in pMect harmony with this 
leelinc; and, owing to this, no great cordiality esiats 
between Him and his chief. lc is certainly to be 
hoped tttat no very grave complications may arise 
with Spam until the United States has sufficient force 
in these waters to looK after the lives, if not the 
interests, of her citizens. 
The feeling of insecurity and alarm is constantly 


on the Increase nere, oa are.the vigilance and activity 
of tne authorities. Arrests and one's liability to it 
rorm one unending subject of conversation, aud no 
rorelgner or native leeis secure. The Captain Gene- 
ral finds himself witu as little powsr ror good as 
General Dulce; for the volunteers interfere in every- 
thing, even to the action of tne ordinary tribunals 
or justice, as the following statement will snow:— 
A justice of tue peace recently ordered that the 
goods or a certain person, WHO was a volunteer, 
should be embargoed ror rent due; when tue oin- 
cers arrived witb. ths process the defendant, with a 
number or his comrades, met them with arina in 
their handa and threatened to shoot taem ir they 
attempted to execute it. The oincers departed, and 
tne captain General, upon being applied to for 
assistance by me judge, in onler to carry out the 
law, stated that he could not help him, and believed 
it to be most prndeut to let tne matter drop. The 
family or Dr. Nicholas Mendive, whose assassination 
by volunteers I mentioned in my last, recently ap- 
plied to the Captain General for justice upon tae 
murderers; ana, tnougtt n* promised it suould be 
done, nothing lias been heard of it. Much uneasi- 
ness is lelt at this condition of affors, aud though 
creat dtrrtculues are alaced 1'n the way or getting 
passports, a steady stream of Immigration to Spam 
and Mexico lias set in, tue fear or confiscation of 
property preventing people from coins to the United 
States. 


The project of a reserve militia seems to have failed 
altogetner, and it may be deemed abandoned. This 
lias grotru out of tne rears of arming Cubans enter- 
tained by the Spaniards. Four battalions aad been 
formal and the officers apnoiuted, but when the ap- 
plication for arias was. made, in order tuat the men 
mlgut bs exercised in tlieni, Objections.were made, 
aa some ol tnem were more than suspected ot bemg 
enemies to the national mtegrity, and the volunteers 
threatened to abandon tlieir duties, and so the mat- 
ter dropped. 


From Hie scat of war the news is not extensive. 
Passengers Irom Sagua report tuat the Cuban Hag is 
nymg at Puerto Padre, the seaport, it will be re- 
membered, of Las Tunas. The relayo steamer re- 
cently returned here Irom several ports on the 
north side. She is said to have started from here 
more than a wees since with arms and "munitions 
to be landed at Puerto Padre, but on arriving thero 
and finding it hi the hands of the rebels she was 
compelled to return. Kumors or a light between 
Quesada and Poella, near Puerto Principe, m winch 
the latter was routed and Killed, are rife, but not 
credited. It is known that the government has de- 
termined to recall Poello f< r not having displayed 
the requisite capacity for hi? p £itiou- The colored 
militia on the railway betwe>,.i Principe and Nue- 
vitas are not well supplied. One of tnem, recently 
brought here wounded, reports that they have 
nothing to eat, and that they "are marcDlng to a 
graveyard filled with crosses." General Jordan 19 
concentrating a large force or all arms and has 
calieu in all the able bodied men, BO there remain m 
operation oniy enougn to protect baggage trains ana 
annoy weak detachments of the Spaniards. 
General Leaci, from tho Cinco Villas, reports that 
the Guardia Civil had surprised a camp of insur- 
gents, under Pascnol Martinez, killing sixteen and 
wounding many, as It was supposed from tae cries 
In the brushwood; fifty-eight horses and some arms 
were captured; this on tho 22d. On the 23d he 
reports tnat Colonel Trlllo surprised a camp, killed 
three, took six prisoners, of whom four were at once 
•Hot, one of them being the flag sergeant. Farinas, 
brother of th» chief, and tome arms were captured. 
j?»pera from Santiago da tuba. Uaozamilo and 


Trinidad contain nothing of military operations 
whatever. A 1 eutenaot had dog up, near Manxa- 
mllo. twelve cedar boxes containing Important 
papers and the artrjq of tae family or tho "citizen 
Francisco Aguilera." The Diarlo of tills city has 
seen a private letter saying Valmeseda was about to 
send a train to Las Tunas wlto 60,000 rations. This 
confirms the statement berore made in the HEBAU>, 
and leads to the conclusion*that Jordan's concentra- 
tion or troops is to oppose this couvoy. The report 
conies from Manzanllio that Vicente Castellanos and 
his party had surrendered at the Btigueation and 
entreaty of his wife.

Very few of them are living and on record, 
as it has been a well icnown custom, to report 10 gov- 
ernment the death of the emanctpaao whenever a 
Slavs died. 


The Captain General win soon mafee a visit to the 
Cinco Villas. Various causes are assigned foi this, 
and arnoni them a desire to be absent from Havana 
at the end of this mouth, though for what reason is 
not stated. He has sent a relation of lus to bring 
out his family from Spain. 


The Governor or Matanzas has been removed and 
D. Juan Burrill y Lucci appointed in his place. 
On the evening of Thursday a yonng American 


named Frederick Kicnard, a native of Mobile, son of 
a gentleman who was a long time Consul for the 
United States at some point on the island, was taken 
from his room in. tbe hotel, at about eleven o'clock, 
and hurried off to prison. Mr. Richard was a clert 
in the house of Plasson, Avilis & Co., of which firm 
Seiior Avilis was recently arrested. On a previous 
occasion his basgage had been searched and certain 
Masonic papers taSen. Through the interposition of 
the American Consul General Mr. Richard was re- 
leased last evening. Bnt fearins farther annoyances 
he sails in the Eagle to-day for New Tork. 
A Mexican who arrived here recently from Sew 


YorKfell in a fit in the street, aad on searching him 
to nnd out who lie was despatches from parties in 
Kew Yorfi to Cespedes and others were found. He 
was taken to the hospital and there succeeded in 
getting hold of a dose of poison, which he swal- 
lowed. 


PARAGUAY. 


jLater from the Battle Field—Lopez. Abandons 


Ascurra—He Is Overtaken and Defeated 
Again—Pursuit Continued—He is Declared 
;in Outlaw—Rumored Xjandxn^ of Slaves in 
Brazil. 
Rio JASEIBO, August 27, 1889. 


Since the departure of the United states pacSet 


the following telegrams have been received by the 
government In regard to the operations against 
Lopez;— 


CoirscrLl.OE PAEANHOS-After lie telegram I sent your 


Excellency yesterday I will add something more for you to 
havo published. 
At eii A. M. of the 12th onr batteries, placed at threepoints, 


kept up a warm conversing fire upon Jrcribebuy, After two 
hours' constant firinc the Frince, who in person directed tho 
action, ordered the advance to bo souutled. The columns of 
attack advanced from three points, while Marshal Victorino 
made a demonstration from another upon the strongest 
place. Ia a quarter of an honr the ditch was crossed, ;ae 
parapet climbed and the enemv brofeon. 


Tho Twenty-third and Seventeenth battalions, tbe engineer 
corns, the Argentines in the Second army corps, and the Sev- 
enth and Twenty-seventh of the, First army corps covered 
themselves -with glory. Resistance became impossible. 


Eleven flags and sixteen hsavv cannon, such as twenty-four 
and thirty-two poundere, T7ere then tatec. Over 600 Fara- 
guaraus -.vcro tilled aud upward oE 300 wounded, together 
with about SCO others taken prlsouers. 
Tha forces of the enczny were commanded by Lieutenant 


Colonel Caballero, who wss tilled, as also Major Lopez and 
otheD/5fllcers- besides priests, &c. Our loss was comparatively 
insignificant.' perhaps 200, with few killed. Among them, 
unhappilv, the arav deep!}- laments toe valiant »nd gallant 
General John Manoel Muena Barreto, who fell shot taroayh 
tho bowels with two balls, lljs noble body ia lying m the 
church of Pcribebuy, oa the right sido of the ETreat altar. 


We lost, among others, Captain Eeiias, who commanded 
theiiaeof skirmishers of the First corps. I»opez aud his 
suite are at Caacune. We are eomg thither. 
There is ranch silver herein the shape of articles and 


money, besides tbe archives of tha State aad of Borges; let- 
ters written by Lopez, others by Mrs. Lynch; furniture, por- 
celain, boots, wines anil a thousand curiosities. 
The honors of the day Belong to the Twenty-third volun- 
teers; it was tbe first tn the Second corps to climb the para- 
pet- Its standard bearer, Ensign Gafipar Ribero de Almeida 
IJarros, kept hie Hag furled and was tho first to plant It on 
the parapet, beside him, givinc a proof of great gallantrv. 
He was wounded in various places. Colonels Conrado, Anto- 
Dlo Au^usto, Major Feliciano and others were also wounded. 


HIB Hisbness was warmly cheered by tho army. He deco- 
rated Luis Maria Campos, the commander of tne Argentine 
force, and the two colonels who were wounded and has 
requested a list of the soldiers who distinguished themselves 
to receive the medaL 
Our health is goocu We bave received provisions and pro- 


vender. The ca\ alcadeg aro doing tolerably. The wounded 
go to Asuncion, and also the prisoners and non-combatants, 
amon" these laet twentv-sn Brazilian men ana women.

As soon as the Comte d'Eu knew of the Sight of Lopez he 


pushed on in pursuit of him with our two army corps, and 
these overtaking the main body of his fleeing forces, com- 
manded bv General Caballero (the sama who was killed on 
the 12th, after being killed on the llth of December, 1868), he 
completely beat them nine miles from Cascoatay. 


Two thousand dead of the enemy and many prisoners 
remained on (he field of battle, the rest dispersing into the 
woods which surround the place. We took lifteen caunon 
and a great deal of military and private baggage. 
Among the prisoners are some of importance, as Major 


Qodoy, whom all assert to have been one of the most san- 
guinary tools of Lopez. 
The baggage of old Vice President 


Sanchez was taken, showing that he and others were not far 
olf. The Prince nursued the fugitives. 
All the oordiflera, aud that Aacurra which General 


Hc.Mahon, It is said, declared impregnable, have fallen into 
the power of the allies, without other resistance thaa at Pert- 
bebuy, whose attack and assault was brilliantly executed in 
half an hour. 


Ail of Paraguay, therefore, from the Manduvira down. Is 


dominated by the allies. 
An estraorUiaary immigration of people from ihe cordil- 
lera is goin£ oa into the valley of Firaju inquest of Asun- 
cion and its neighborhood. Many foreigners and some well 
known families—as thoao of Senors £edoya, Egusqulza, 
Glbaramduru, Ac.--bava appeared. The provisional govern- 
ment has seat three commissions to aid them- The state of 
misery and depression of these people saddens the most 
indifferent. 
Our forces found among the enemy a great 
number of women, \7ho, wnea questioned, said that if they 
did not go on they would get their throats cut when the Para- 
guayans returned. It appears tilat the provisional govern- 
ment yesterdav issued two decrees outlawing Lopez and 
declaring all wb.o would follow hitsi to be traitors. 


From the Argentine Minister of Foreign Affairs to 
Charge D. Juan Thompson, at Buenos Ayres:— 


ASUNCION, August IS—10 A..M. 


My last telegram announced tbe teat or arms at Peribe- 


buv, which was a mortal blow to Lopez. McMahoa thought 
it was a Sevastopol and declared so to frighten us. After the 
result of that assault Laptiz saw he was lost. On the 14th ho 
went ahead of his annv and passed by Caa^oatav to be 
ready for ItighL On tho !5tn his army abandoned Its posi- 
tions at Aiicursa, and our divisions and the Second corps, 
commanded by jilitrc, could cot nnd it anywhsre. The Prince 
went out after It and" beat Cabaliero gallantly. JJoth his army 
corps joined on the field Of battle. Two thousand covpses, 
fifteen pieces of a-rtillerv, wagoaa, baggage and a great num- 
ber of prisoners were tne results of this groat feat of arms. 
The pursuit of Lopez1^ remnants is made with ardor. 
His 
army is done with this tima, and the war also. It is still 
hoped to catch Lopez. Seguler is endeavoring to find him. 


It is reported that the mother and a sister of Lopez 
were captured by tne allies. 
llltre, with tue forces under his command berore 
Aseurra, were to have ascended the Cordillera by 
the gap of Altos, to the north or Ascurra, to cut off 
Lopez's retreat ts the norta; but the command or 
Mitre was beninaaand, ant! left the road clear to the 
north. Caagoatay, near where tae second defeat 
of tne Parocuavaas took place, is on the road to the 
great cordtliera of Paraguay, and it seems not 
unlikely that Lopez will secure his retreat to those 
mountains with a part of his forces. 
This news has caused great joy in Rio, and 
exchange rules about 19 to 18>i for private bills, the 
banKs not drawing yet. Speculative sales of sove- 
reigns have been made by the bears as low as 
12$300 for large quantities; but the stocks or sove- 
reigns In the bands or the very few homers are kept 
off the martet, aad it is probable a reaction will 
take place after the flrst effects of the good uews 
have worn off. 
Reports are circulating that some lots of slaves 
have been lauded successfully In Brazil-from Africa, 
and that parties are otterimc to take large contracts 
for Africans to be landed in sate parts or the coast. 
A well kuown broker declares that he Is prepared to 
furnish proof that several lots have already beeu 
imported. It 13 not impossible that slaves have bean 
brought in, for Africa isonlyabouta week's sail from 
this coast, and a vessel or light draught could nnd 
a tnousaud quiet places to run in aud discharge at 
plantations whose great size and isolation amid the 
woods would make it very eaay to conceal tne mat- 
ter. It would also be favored by the fact that a 
great many of the negroes of Brazil Seep up tho 
practice of scoring and puckering the race with 
tribe marKs, so that the recent importations would 
not be easily distinguished, even were the local 
authorities to take the matter up, supposing 
they heard of it, and supposing that they would 
thlnK It advantageous to make enemies ot the all- 
powerful great men of the place, aud tan the risk 
at being waylaid and shot or beaten. The tempta- 
tion is certainly great while slaves are -worth. $1,000 
In Brazil, and only twenty-five dollars & week's sail 
away; and there are hundreds or Portuguese wao 
would Jump at a chance or the Kind if they found 
customers, for reminiscences of the management 
and profits of the slave trade are yet extant, it being 
only nineteen years since tne trade of Brazil com- 
pletely or at least virtually ceased. Most or the 
great fortunes of Brazil are duo to the slave trade, 
and the planters sigh for the great times or easy 
money getting when slaves were wortu only Ilfty 
dollar* b«ie. and could l>« easily • replaced wtteu 


worn out by excessive labor. However, there is 
nothing beyond doubtful reports to go on, and the 
fact tlut the present government and 'the Chamber 
of Deputies are thoroughgoing slave owners, who 
believe in the Institution and wish to maintain it. 
Nothing of moment haa occurred In tne Chambers 
since tne departure of the New York packet, ana 
here Is nothing from the provinces. 


THE COURSE OF EMPIRE. 


Situation of Southern Nebraska.—Its Rivera 


and Vallejg and Agricultural Advantages— 
Development of tbe River Comities—The 
Tide of Immigration Westward—The Ride 
to Uncoln, the State Capital. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 27.1869. 


Southern Nebraska Is that topographical division 


of the State lying south of the Platte nver, and 
extending from the Missouri nver westward to the 
Ine, near which the south 
forK of the Platte 


branches off in Colorado. It IB 308 miles long, and 
varies in width from forty-five to 100 miles. It is nar- 
rowest at Fort Kearny, and widest in the line of 
conntles in which this capital is located. Along the 
widest part the river ia mating an extensive sweep 
to the nortneaEt; then it turns to the south, ana 
afterwards flows east natillt reaches the Missouri. 
From that point of the confluence of the Platte and 
the Missouri the distance is about seventy miles in a 
direct southerly line to the Kansas border, or over 
100 by the windings of .the river. 


This southern division of the State is watered In 


the western part by theforKs and the Innumerable 
nameless tributaries of the Republican, which stream 
.tself flows along, I should taint, for sixty or seventy 
miles within some four to six miles of the state line 
before it crosses into Kansas. The Little Blue, which 
is no inconsiderable stream, comes down 100 miles 
southeasterly from Fort Kearny. The Big Sandy, 
which is not so long, runs m the same direction, a 
stretch of rolling tableland from four to flve miles 
wide lying in between them. Both the Big and the 
Little Sandy join the Little Blue before It leaves Ne- 
braska. The Big Bine takes a more southerly direc- 
tion. At one point the two Blues are fifty miles 
apart, but they come within eighteen miles of one 
another across the Otoe Indian reservation. In all 
the surrounding region there is no more beautiful, 
fertile and favorite farming laud taan along the val- 
ley of the Big Blue. While you look npon that river 
flowing south, it is singular to see the headwaters 
of 
Salt 
Creek running 
off In 
an 
entirely 


different direction; for Salt Creek passes close to 
this city, ana continues in the same general line, 
north by east, till it striKes the Platte. The Big and 
tne Little Nemaha water the most southeasterly 
counties, while the Weeping Water, far distant from 
those other streams, winds its loneiy way between 
its lines of willows till it gradually drowns Its grief 
in the Missouri. 
In many respects the southern side is the most 
desirable section of Nebraska. As an evidence of 
this it is more thickly settled. That, however, may 
bo attributable partly to the fact that It was better 
known, but mostly, I imagine, to the more potent 
reason that it possesses especially those attractions 
which a pioneer into z new country always looss 
for—a pleasant climate, superior soil, fine streams 
and considerable timber. At points on the rolling 
uplands between tns rivers, wherever tftere was 
lack and need of timber it has beeu in great degree 
supplied by the groves which have been planted by 
the older settlers. A eood deal of the grain gro\vn 
In the State comes at present from this region. 
Wheat or superior quality is raised in unusual quan- 
tities to the acre; and ever since the first crop V.MS 
sown no July has yet come rountt that has 
not seen eacn successivacrop ready for the harvest- 
ers. Oats are raised in similar abundance. No corn 
crop has ever shown a sign of failure till this season, 
when it has been injured somewliai. in bottom lands 
by the heavy rains. But the damage done lias not been 
nearly so great as it has been in Iowa and Illinois 
and ottter States east or tue Missouri, where I have 
seen large fields completely Inundated and where 
botn wheat and corn have suffered so severely. A 
large number or fruit trees have been planted in 
this section of the Ktate, and witti an occasional ex- 
cention they have prospered well. When the proper 
varieties of trees have been selected, and they have 
been Judiciously planted and attended to. no diffi- 
culty has been experienced in growing fruit success- 
lully. It is in this section of the State that moat or 
the minerala found thus far have been discovered. 
Building stone or various varieties and excellent 
quality is found in several of the counties. 
UJoal in 
sufficient quantities to meat local wants is now 
beinc delivered by different mining companies. 
Many other userul minerals ajre being made availa- 
ble for practical purposes by the intelligent, indus- 
trious iniiabitantB. 


Chief among tue southern river towns are Brown- 
ville, plattsmoutu, aad Nebraska City, which lies 
between them. Tney are all thriving places, and 
each has its hopes of future prosperity ana great 
Importance, closely linked, uoc so ruuca with the 
steamboat trade on the Missouri river in the sum- 
mer—whicu, however, they all can take advantage 
of—as wiia contemplated lines of railroads. 
Nebraska City is the largest of the three. It 
stands on a commanding point, on tuo site or 
old Fort Kearuy, 
The people 
ot 
Nebraska 
City say they Hold the key to the interior 
and can command the trade of nearly the entire 
South Platte country in Nebraska aud to and 
from Xorthweslem Missouri and Western Iowa. 
When the Midland Pacific aatlroad, which will toucn 
the western side of the Missouri river at Nebraska 
City, shall have been completed, It is believed that 
considerable traffic will be diverted to It, because, 
tapping the Union Pacific llailroad near Fort Keamy 
and coming down through Lincoln, that line, 
they say, will De 143 miles shorter than any other 
ilue Uolvaa buu O*utt->nonf-_ 
It was through Nebraska City auu uu»c* ot 
river towns that the tide or Immigration passed and 
is still passing to settle and improve the southeast- 
ern section or j\ebrasca. The beautiful and pro- 
ductive vallers, risinc rar into the Interior, have 
been already settled "to a considerable extent bv 
Industrious farmers. Homestead lands—gifts ot a 
cenerous government—taken np a few years ago by 
penniless people, are now uood aud well stocked 
farms, and some of their owners are not only com- 
fortable bifi, independent. The whole of tnis section 
of country presents a pleasing appearance to the 
eye; but in soEie localities the land would oe more 
desirable for farming if it were not quite so rolling. 
The choicest spots are tnose rich flat bottom lands 
which are prererred ror coru, witli timber along the 
margins of the streams, and those long, slightly 
swelling waves or uplands which are good for any 
of the cereals. Mills may De seen at various points 
on many or the streams, as rar westward as tne 
country has been settled. 
Within the last two 
years 
the 
tide 
of immigration 
has 
been 
steadily coming in over all this neignborhood. 
During the last six months something like three- 
quarters of a million acres have beeu taken up south 
or the Platte under the llouiestead and Pre-emption 
acts of Congress. 
Millions more remain for tnose 


who wish to take them. State and railroad lands 
are being purchased, some lor actual settlement 
and improvement and some on speculation. TIIE 
interior towns of Tecumseh, oa ttte north fort of 
the Great Nemaha, and Beatrice, on tue Big Blue, 
are in the midst or rapidly improving ueighhor- 
noods and are growing with the surrounding 
country. 
Beatrice is forty miles distant from here in a 
southern direction. 
Westward of taat line tus 
country is very thinly settled. Not'taat the land is 
in any way inferior, but until lately me furtuer west 
settlers have gone the further they have round them- 
selves irom markets for tueir produce aad from tlie 
supply of articles that they needed. Occasional set- 
tlers nave, indeed, established themselves lar back 
from the ilissouri river, but they bave experienced 
considerable inconvenience. 
Now ciiac the 'rail- 
road is running through the State and intersectin 
lines are being constractea, people are poshing lur- 
toer west, where they can nave tne choice or eligi- 
ble homesteads, and wlwre lands that are lor gai2 
are cheaper tuan in ihe nver counties. Along the 
lorss or tne Republican, ceyond the line of the sath 
principal meridian, bands of roving luouaus have 
interfered somewhat with occupation aud improve- 
ment. Some settlers have aeemen it prudent to 
retire Irom spots they had selected, and, generally, 
white people nave oeeu reluctant to settle so far 
away rrooa civilization. It is said iliat an admirable 
agricultural couuuy exists along the iorKs or tas 
Republican; and there is a disposition now to settle 
up that region. 1 have been inlormed by General 
Augur, who ^ommanils the forces in the Souta 
Platte Departmew, thaD a detachment'of United 
States troops will winter this year about the forks or 
the KepuDUcan, with a view of keeping out the In 
dians; a;iti IE is understood that a colony of SiiffUsl 
imuMgriints will be Caisolisaed there us soon «s a 
desiraole locality shall have been sslectsJ. 
Lincoln is readied at present by staae from either 
Plattsmouth or Xebrassit City, on tne nver, or Iroin 
Elkhorn station, on tae Union I'aciflc uallroad. ily 
route led me irom the station over bottom land a 
gxiod portion or t!ie way. oil tuai ime an indifferent 
wagon conveys the mails and passengers to Luicoin. 
Travelling in a southwesterly direction we followed 
the Elkaorn down to its junction vathttePlatte,aown 
along the Platte ti;i we crossed it at a ferry, aad np 
Salt OreeK valley to the capital. The he.ivy rains 
havo reudereul the roads more Impassable tins sea- 
son than Miey nave ever been before. Six miles out 
we got mired in the mud. This episode brought out 
in bold relief the profane proclivities or our driver. 
Though youne in years he proved a veteran at swear- 
ing, ily travelling companion, a high-toned fanner 
from Illinois, had never been more shocked during 
sixty years' experience; and ho improved the oppor- 
tunity in an admirable manner to administer a gen- 
tle admonition. After an hour or pulling and haul- 
ing we got the horses and tho wagon iree; but at 
other points during the journey we were compelled 
to get out aua walk ankle deep over oiaer treacherous 
places. Tue surface of the country over wnich we 
passed for forty miles presented a succession of 
those Oat bottom lands and rolling prairies. We 
passed occasional farm houses and, large Holds of 
corn, but mostly broad sections or meadow lands. 
In many places the ground lay broken for the drxt 
time by tne latest settlers. A lew fences of boarc 
and wire were to be seen, and sometimes proves of 
timber, lately planted and thriving well. They will 
be availaolo ror fence and tlrcwood m time. Occa- 
sionally rows or oaugo orange, planted for hedges. 
marked the boundaries of a f,trm. Occasionally, 
also, herda of cattle wore eeeu grazing on ro.ling 
uplands which were aim unuroiccn. The up.^.uis 
over which we Duascd aro lew level taan m oiuer 


portions of the State, bnt the soil Is rich and fertile. 
This configuration of the country, however, affords 
many charming sites for houses, the ground sloping 
off in every direction from each successive elevation. 
In the distance some of these undnlating lands, 
covered with the native grasses, present tne appear- 
ance of magnificent meadows newly mown. 


Toward evening as we approached tm> rope ferry 
over the Platte river two men on horseback wera 
seen hastening towards us. One of them was tha 
ferryman. He did not stop, but spoke to us in pass- 
ing. We learned that he was bound for Forest City 
.0 get a drink, and If we would wait till he cams 
jact he would take us across the river. Forest City 
s a ooint on the high tableland aud where there is 
mie more than a store and asaloon. Ills return to the 
river before morning being more thaa doubtful, we 
lid not wait, but worked our own way across the 
[erry. After riding all that day sinee noon and 
through the night, we finally arrived at Lincoln 
about sunrise In the mornins. 


TBE NATIONAL EXHIBITION. 


Agricultural Progress—How it is Made in 


Tbis Country and witb What Result—Lec- 
ture by Dr. jLorine. 
On Saturday afternoon a lecture was delivered at 


the American Institute exhibition by Dr. George B- 
Loring, of Salem, Mass., the subject being "Agricul- 
tural progress—how It is mado in this country and 
with what result." There was a large attendance. 
Supervisor Ely presided aad introduced the lecturer 
In a few appropriate remarks. 


Dr. Loring on coming forward was warmly 


received. Ee said that American agriculture was 
yet in Its infancy, 
covering as it did a 


arise section 
ot the earth's surface devoted 


to every variety 
of 
sofl. 
Influenced by 
a 


great diversity of climate, obedient to many different 
markets, it had barely yet been systematized as to 
present on many acres the most ecouo mical and 
profitable husbandry to which those acres were 
adapted. 
A comparatively new civilization, an 


abundance of new lands, the attractions of other 
branches of business, were undoubtedly the causes 
of snctt development, and we now fonad ourselves, 
with a very respectable agricultural record behind 
us, suddenly confronted by tae imperative necessity 
for an accurate, methodical, weil-organized sys- 
tem of Husbandry In tvhicli our expensive labor 
and capital may profitably be employed. Ee then, 
proceeded to explain the condition or tha Ameri- 
can farmers, showins that their ingenuity haa in 
many respects succeeded in advancing agriculture 
to a higher state of perfection than it had reached 
inmanycountries abroad. In England land labor was 
stftsement to capital. The land was held m lar;;8 
estates, the chief business of the owners being to 
direct those operations which yisldea them such 
princely 
incomes, 
giving them ample returns

Moreover, 


the American merino sheep aiso carried 
the 
honors for weight, wool and other qualities. 
Agricultural schools acd colleges were springing up 
everywhere, the least conspicuous, however, not 
unlrequently being tlie unst succy^tul in their 
results. 
Good implements of hu-baudry w-jre 
iu demand, and the eil'ort was to make acricuuure 
the work of tae inteiliseut miud as well, as' the =,kil- 
ful Hand. (Applause.) Markets were starting up m 
aU directions ror the products 01 tlie surrounding: 
districts, and lie hoped the railroads would lie 
devoted to tiia interest of a great producing and coa- 
sumiri£ people, carrying food to tko pour aad dis- 
pensing commercial prosperity.

His 
estate amounted to $350,000 or more. He bequeathed 
in speciiic .legacies "o liis wire and to various rL-l.i- 
ttves some $10,000, makms Rie leiraciei to ui» wue, 
if accepted in lieu or dower uud otiier luterests m 
his estate. There were several s:ual!er legacies to 
the Erie Annual Conference ana the Geuesoa Annual 
Conference. All tne residue of his estate, after pay- 
ing above legacies, was to be divided m two equil 
parts, and one or said parts to be paid the Centenary 
Fund Society or the Erie Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, in trust Mr the becellt 
of Allegnauy College, at Meadville; tiie ether half to 
the Chamberlain Institute, at Kandolph; the use 
thereof to be devoted perpetually to the support or 
said institute. An action was brought by the heirs- 
at-law of the estate to set aside certain bequests as 
bsing in violation ofthe'statutcs. Tne case was tried 
berore Hon. George Barker, at Cattarangns Circuit, 
last January.

b? statute limiting bequests for religious aud educational 
purposes to ona hair or the estate. 


The amount the Institute would retain under tha 
decision would be about $73,000. The magnitude ot 
the estate, and the novelty or some of tho legal 
points involved in the case will make it prominent m 
judicial history. It will undoubtedly go to the Cout 
oi Appeals for nnai.adjudication.

To judge from the state of things in Wall 


street—from the price and rise and fall of gold 
and stocks—particularly within the last fort- 
night, people might suppose the country and 
national finances are in a very uncertain, fluc- 
tuating and precarious condition. A superficial 
observer, unacquainted with the cause of such 
disturbances and changes, and not knowing 
the domestic and foreign relations of the 
country, would conclude that we had been 
plunged into some terrible war or financial 
crisis; that the crops had failed, or that uni- 
versal bankruptcy had come upon us. Yet no 
nation in the world was ever so prosperous, no 
national treasury was ever more replete with 
money, no country ever had such abundant 
and varied resources, and all this while we 
have peace both at home and abroad, with no 
signs of disturbance to our happy condition. 
Yes, the Secretary of the Treasury has nearly 
all the time in his hands surplus funds to the 
amount of 
a hundred 
and 
twenty to 


hundred 
and fifty millions of dol- 


ars, 
reckoned 
in 
currency. 
He 
has 


now and has had for a long time almost 
as much gold in the Treasury vaults as the 
Bank of England holds as the basis of the 
currency circulation and financial operations 
of Great Britain. He holds this hundred mil- 
lions or so of gold, besides a large amount of 
currency, at the same time he is paying off 
from six to ten millions of the debt a month. 
The revenue comes in so much faster than the 
expenditures that he is embarrassed to know 
what to do with the plethora of public money. 
At the rate the debt is being paid off an esti- 
mate is made that it will be reduced at least 


year of 


community can be protected in future from 
possible injury through the rings and cliques 
of gold and stock operators. The first and 
most necessary step is to place a statesman at 
the head of the Treasury Department—a man 
who understands tlie great questions of 
finance and who will use his power for the 
good of the public generally. This step the 
President can take; for it is an. administrative 
one. Mr. Boutwell haa not the comprehension 
and ability for such a position. 
There are 


statesmen in the country capable of filling it, 
and the responsibility of appointing one rests 
with General Grant. 
Then Congress should 


adopt measures to prevent, as far as possible, 
gold gambling, and should place'the currency 
on such a basis as will make it both steady 
and available at all times to the business 
community. The currency is the lifeblood of 
trade and commerce, and it should be healthily 
and equally diffused in sufficient quantity over 
every section of the republic. 
This being 


done the necessities of trade will cause it to 
flow regularly to and from different points. 
At present this is not the case, because advan- 
tages have been given to large capitalists over 
other people and to the centres of capital over 
other sections of the country. 
It would be 


better still if the currency were to be made 
uniform and legal tenders were substituted for 
national banfe notes. But whatever Congress 
may do in this matter measures should be 
taken to keep tha currency steady, and to 
prevent, as far as possible, the locking of it 
up and gold gambling by combinations of 
speculators.

Looking 
at our national finances, there is no reason, 
then, for a monetary or gold crisis, nor for the 
present premium on gold. 


And what 
of 
the 
condition of 
the 


country? 
The cotton crop of this year 


will be worth three hundred millions, or 
nearly so. This is a production, too, from 
only one section of the country—a pro- 
duction by a people who have raised, in 
addition, almost all 
the 
necessaries of 


life for their own consumption. 
Then we 


have a large amount of breadstuffs, more than 
the country needs for its own use and for expor- 
tation. Gold and silver still come in abun- 
dance from the mines of California and the 
other States and Territories west of the Rocky 
Mountains. Bnt we might go on and enume- 
rate other productions, as our tobacco and 
sugar crops and other resources, all showing 
the superfluity of wealth and prosperous con- 
dition of the country. Docs not a financial 
crisis, then, seem an anomaly or absurdity under 
such circumstances ? There is not the least 
reason for it, and had the Secretary of the 
Treasury understood the duties and power of 
his position there would have been no such 
trouble and excitement as we have lately wit- 
nessed at this financial centre. 


It was impossible, however, for the evil of 


the gold excitement to last long or spread far. 
The condition of the country and national 
Treasury, as was said, would prevent that. 
Those who have suffered chiefly are the few gold 
and stock gamblers of Wall street, who brought 
the trouble upon themselves. 
A few of those 


have become a sacrifice to their own gambling 
operations, 
and

struck and accounts 


settled. But the smoke of the excitement is 
clearing away, and the events of the last ten 
or twelve days will soon be thought of no 
more by the mass of the community. The 
tradesmen and merchants who have not 
stepped aside from their legitimate business to 
speculate in gold or stocks—and we suppose 
few have—are unscathed. The great commer- 
cial interests of the country remain steady. 
The momentary whirlwind that swept along 
might have startled those engaged in them 
for an instant, but has caused no serious and 
lasting disturbance. Still it must be admitted 
that if the situation of the conntry had 
been different—if the crops had failed and we 
were suffering a season of general adversity 
instead of enjoying universal prosperity—such 
an event might have proved very disastrous 
beyond the limits of Wall street or New York.

should at onco take into consideration the

State Politics—Tbe Campaign of 1S72. 
In a month from to-day New York State 


will hold its election for State officers. The 
result will, to a considerable extent, be 
accepted as a criterion to judge of the relative 
strength of the republican and democratic 
parties when they come to vote on the more 
important issues involved in the succeeding 
Presidential election.

The republican party of the Slate 


bas lost the cohesive power which made it so 
strong and irresistible during the war. Apart 
from the influence the leaders of the party ex- 
ercised to their own profit in the federal ad- 
ministration, they controEed all the patronage 
of the State government during the double 
term Governor Fenton occupied the executive 
chair at Albany. With the defeat of Griswold 
and the election of Governor Hoffman the 
power of the republican party has been grad- 
ually slipping out of its hands, till now its 
leaders, or such of them ag are left, are placed 
in a position in which they are compelled to 
act on the defensive instead of the offensive. 
The Morgan and Fenton Senatorial fight com- 
pletely disrupted the party. From the moment 
these political gladiators entered the arena 
with their stamps and greenbacks the weak- 
ness and corruption of the party were made 
p-xw/or, iuM,aal, ttoa «,„ ^mnmlizing effect of 
the bargaining and huckstering for votes thea 
openly carried on in the legislative chamber 
is felt in almost every republican district in 
the State. Fenton haa temporarily abandoned 
the field of politics, and between his late fol- 
lowers and the Morgan "soreheads" there is 
now a deadly feud being waged. This is the 
condition of the republican party throughout 
the State at the present moment. 


The Tammany Regency, under the leader- 


ship of Peter Bismarck Sweeny, resolved to 
take advantage of these dissensions in the re- 
publican camp, is making sure work to secure a 
majority in both branches of tlie Legislature 
in November next. It has its emissaries in 
every Senatorial and Assembly district spying 
out the land and reporting the condition of 
local politics and the position of parties. 
From these reports, favorable to the ambitious 
views of the democratic leaders, a political 
programme is prepared for the coming Presi- 
dential contest. With the Chief Executive 
personally and politically attached to the Tam- 
many dynasty, indebted to it for past favors 
and present eminence, and trusting to it for 
still further honors, and with a Legislature 
pledged to carry out all its behests and support 
all its measures, the Tammany Regency may 
not so far miscalculate its power if it aims to 
reinaugurate the policy and to tread in the foot- 
steps of the old Albany Regency, wJiich placed 
the man of its choice in the Presidential chair 
in 1836. What the Albany Regency did in its 
day circumstances, directed by such men as 
Peter Bismarck Sweeny and his counsellors, 
can no doubt do in the present. At all events, 
the Regency is directing all its efforts and 
shaping every political movement in city and 
State with a single eye to its action in the 
campaign of 1872, and to the nomination of 
then- man, Governor Hoffman, on tEe Presi- 
dential ticket. 


NBW ASPECT o» THE CUBAN STRUGGLE.— 


Spain perhaps has not even yet opened her 
eyes on the true proportions of the Cuban 
struggle. Cuba is now likely to appear on the 
ocean as a naval power. Her standing as an 
independent government has been recognized 
by two other governments, and that the ships 
she equips and puts on the ocean cannot be 
treated us pirates is acknowledged by the gov- 
ennent of the United States. Virtually this 
recognizes her belligerent right. Only a few 
saiga on the ocean will teach Spain that the 
unpleasant features of war are not all on one 
side. With such cruisers as the Hornet afloat 
the communications of the Spanish govern- 
ment can only be kept open by men-of-war, 
which will add greatly to the difficulties of the 
contest. Under the impulse thus given to the 
Struggle wo also find an immense increase in 
the filibustering tendency. Spaia will have 
her hands full. 


Tho Irish I,and SJucBtloa—Ireland's Moral 


Appeal to America. 


The statesmen and political party leaders of 


Great Britain aro engaged in taking measures 
for an immediate and intelligent legislative 
consideration of the last and greatest gdev- 
ance of Ireland, the fountainhead of the others 
and the main cause of the pauperism, crime 
and exile of her people, the land question; or 
tho actual state of the relations existing 
between the owners of real estate in entail in 
the island and tlie tenants who till the soil and 
are tributary to them as rentpaycrs. Lord 
Clarendon, since his return to London after 
his interviews with Napoleon at St. Cloud, 
has announced, publicly and immediately, that 
the Irish land question will form the most ab- 
solutely necessary plank in the future platform 
of the British government, sketching at the 
same moment and in very few words the essen- 
tial points which he deems necessary for its 
constitutional elaboration and 
settlement. 


Cardinal Cullen endorses the position of the 
British Minister, giving, as it were, the fiat of 
the Church to the commencement of the agita- 
tion for Irish tenants' right, besides enforcing 
moderation; in its conduct and aim in the 
words "not interfering with the legitimate 
rights of any class." It is a grand and se- 
rious 
work, 
but inevitable 
as 
to 
its 


commencement for England. 
It is needless 


here, and at this day, to enter into a con- 
sideration of the many local complications 
which surround and embarrass this subject. 
The Irish emigrants in America understand 
them, not as political economists in theory, but 
as men who have experienced their operation 
in some shape or other personally and to their 
grief. The American people are very well 
informed as to their consequences, for it may 
be said that the Irish farmers aad labor- 
ers who have been evicted 
from 
their 


little 
holdings 
and 
cabins and 
sought 


and found shelter and employment on our 
shores during many years past have been uni- 
versal and simply eloquent propagandists of 
the home situation. They have told of it from 
Maine to San Francisco, so that the citizens of 
the American republic constitute, as it were, 
at this moment, a grand international jury to 
which Ireland appeals on the question of the 
necessity of its adjustment. Mr. Gladstone 
and Lord Clarendon understand this well, and, 
consequently, although physically wearied by 
his parliamentary and cabinet exertions on the 
Irish Church bill, the British Premier is pre- 
paring to grapple with and master the difficul- 
ties of an Irish laud bill in a constitutional 
manner, and to do justice to all without vio- 
lence to existing interests. 


Although we use the word difficulties it is 


scarcely in place. There is, or should bs, little 
or no difficulty about it. The Irish, tenant 
'requires an equitable and simple plan of leasing 
land, a security of tenure during the period 
of the ^.Icase, with a fair compensation at its 
termination for all solid improvements made on 
the soil, with his money or the labor of his own 
hands or those of his children when ia posses- 
sion. This is all. He will then become an in- 
dustrious producer and consumer instead of an 
ill-clad, ragged and frequently hungry rent pay- 
ing machine, while an exporter of food. 
The 


coast line of Ireland will not be fringed with 
steamers conveying off the produce of the soil 
to Liverpool, Manchester, Leeds and Birming- 
ham to be sold at such prices as knots of 
English speculators may dictate. 
Irish land- 


lords will find it their interest to return to their 
homes, and the money received in Ireland from 
England will not be immediately forwarded 
to feed aristocratic absentees resident in Lon- 
don, in Paris, or still more distant foreign 
lands. Political agitation would cease as an 
Irish profession, aoarat uigauizalions be dis- 
solved and "agrarian murder"—a classifi- 
cation of felony peculiar to Ireland and which 
oTtpionnoa uie present land system in words of 
woe—unknown. The politician's cry of "Erin go 
Bragh" would be forgotl en or discarded, and the 
sensible motto advised by Sidney Smith of' 'Erin 
go bread and cheese, Erin go pantaloons with- 
out holes in them," adopted by the Irish in its 
stead. A work looking to such accomplishment 
is a work worthy of Mr. Gladstone and Lord 
Clarendon, and Mr. Gladstone is just the man 
to "crown the edifice" in Ireland. 


Impressed with these convictions we have 


anticipated Lord Clarendon, and to a great 
extent his Eminence the Cardinal Archbishop 
of Dublin also, in placing the Irish land tenure 
subject before the world in our pages in the 
shape of a series of special letters from Ire- 
land, one of which was published last Monday, 
and 
another, 
exhaustive, interesting and 


affecting in its details, appears this morn- 
ing. 
Writing from Wexford, the scene at 


once of Oliver Cromwell's wanton slaughter 
of the people, as well as of the fierce 
battles of the Irish rebellion of 1798, the 
extremes of brutal oppression and an attempt 
at redress by brute force, the writer supplies 
facts to show that the land question is the one 
essential, vital question of Ireland. He also 
proves that Ireland looks to America for 
approval and a moral support in her efforts for 
its peaceable solution. This support she hopes 
to obtain mainly through the great organs of 
the free press of New York. Her desire was 
expressed, forcibly and well, in the words made 
use of by a prominent Irish clergyman to our 
special writer when he said :—"The influence, 
the irresistible influence and power of America 
are being daily felt throughout Europe, and in 
no part more than in Ireland. 
Write that we 


want land reform. War we do not want, 
bloodshed we deplore; but it is hard to bear 
the conduct of the wretches who gloat over 
the misfortunes of our poor people. 
Goodby. 


God be with you and bless you." Such is Ire- 
land's necessity, such her course, such her 
words and channel of appeal to America. 
Lord Clarendon appreciates the crisis. 


Tlie Opening of the French 


General Dteannatneufe 


A cable despatch which wo print iulhenEKAtu 


of to-day informs us that on the occasion of 
the opening of the French Chambers, which is 
now fixed for the 8th of November, the Emperor 
Napoleon hopes to issue a manifesto announcing 
an agreement arrived at by the various Powers 
for a general simultaneous disarmament. This. 
is the first piece of really sensible news we' 
have had from Europe for a long time. We 
hope it may turn out to be well founded. Large 
standing armies have long been the curse of 
Europe, and the weight of the curse has been 
greatly increased during the reign of Napoleon. 
We are willing to believe the news to be true; 
for Napoleon can no longer have any desire 
for war. France has ceased to growl at Prussia, 
and the work of consolidation in Germany is 
little likely henceforward to be disturbed by 
any French opposition. This movement of the 
Emperor shows that he still delights in sur- 
prises, while it can scarcely fail to have the 
effect of greatly increasing his popularity. His 
reforms are all the more certain to win success 
in the Corps Legislatif and to be popular 
among the French people that his power and 
lead are still recognized in the courts and cabi- 
nets of Europe. The entente cordiale which 
evidently exists between Napoleon and the 
governments of Europe is a hopeful sign for 
the future of his dynasty. We congratulate 
the peoples of Europe on this promised bless- 
ing.

. ANOTHER COLORED DIFFICULTY. — Washing- 
ton would not bo itself if it failed to have on 
hand a fuss in regard to the inevitable darky. 
His appearance in public places is the source 
of the present as it has been of many past dis- 
putes. Some colored persons went to the 
theatre. They were so slightly colored — their 
hue was so "near to the standard^ exacted for 
the white race — that ticket seller and door- 
keeper alike passed them by, and they reached 
the proud eminence of seats in the best part 
of the house.

Prince Arthur a Bis Bravo—The Stu-ccssfam 


to tlio Encjtsh Tbroiic njnd tne Monros, 
Doclrine. 
Prince Arthur of England arrived at Mo- 


hawk, Canada West, a few days since, during 
tho progress of his tour in the New Dominion. 
He was received by the people generally with 
demonstrations of loyalty and attachment to 
the crown similar to those with which he haa 
been greeted at other points of the territory, 
the people turning out in great numbers and 
even "surrounding" a church, without waiting 
for Sunday, in the hope of catching a glimpse 
of the juvenile Messiah of transatlantic British 
royalty. 
In this instance, however, the Prince 


did not, as before, enjoy an exclusiveness in 
the matter of imperial attraction, for in 
marched six majestic sons of nature, in tha 
shape of a delegation of Mohawk Indians, seek- 
ing an interview with the foreign dynast. They 
came fully painted, and with feathers, toma- 
hawks and scalping knives. In peace, or ia 
war ? In peaceful attitude; to honor and exalt. 
In truth, within a few hours Prince'Arthur was 
made chief of the Six Nations, with "all the 
ceremonies" peculiar to the grand occasion, of 
which, we regret to say, we have as yet no 
account. Perfectly unembarrassed, assuming 
his new position in the most graceful—of 
course, it was not natural—manner, and as if 
to prove his entire fitness for a due discharge 
of the duties of his commanding position, ths 
Chief-Prince of the Mohawks set out imme- 
diately with his fellow braves and future sub- 
jects to visit an Indian school, where he must 
have been delighted to observe how effectually 
the sharp point of the feathered arrow Is 
being blunted by the working out of the excel- 
lent principles laid down in Mrs. Trimmer's 
"Book on Education." 


The men of the Six Nations are wise and pru- 


dent in their generation, proving by their tact 
and promptitude of action in this instance that 
a daily converse .with nature in her sublime 
grandeur and vastness sharpens the human 
perception and almost assimilates the mind 
of man in its directness more and still more ia 
harmony with the unalterable unities of tha 
first principle.

The refusal of the government to detain the 


Eteamer Euterpe arose from the fact that it was not 
considered that, in taKmg out a cargo of arms and 
munition, she was ffuilty of any breach of the 
neutrality laws. It was established as a principle 
some time ago that any person or persons could 
purchase arms ana munitions or war from our 
government and that no questions would be asked 
as to their intended use or destination. The admin- 
istration does no.c propose to vary from this policy. 
It was known here that the ordnance on board the 
Euterpe was Intended for the Spanish gunboats 
now being built at New Tort, and that the 
object was to tafce it down to Cuba and put it on 
board the gunboats when they reached there. In 
fad, this matter or the Euterpe is but part or a plan 
to get the Spanish gunboats afloat in Cuban waters. 
1 he sovernment here U fully apprised of it, ana its 
determination not to allow thfi gunboats to depart 
under any pre'ence is unaltered. The sailing or the 
Euterpe, therefore, will be of no advantage to the 
Spaniards, aa the ordnance on board of her Is use- 
less without the gunboats.

$3,000,000 of greeubacss and locks tueia up and 
makes currency htgh, straitening tue business 
community to that extent. In fact, the money power 
in its present utterly unregulated condition id nearly 
omnipotent, and finally absorbs all the profits of 
business. Money is the rudder of property, and un- 
regulated ana unrestrained, as it is at present, n ia 
rapidly steering us to tmancial perdition aud ruin. 
Popular endurance may be too severely tried. 
What is tuo government doing at present' it is 
levying forced loans oa the puadc la the shape of 
taxes to an unprecedented amount and alternately 
hoarding and letting them loose on the market ia the 
most uncertain manner creating alternate scarcity 
of lunds and repletion. Hence the fluctuations of 
the money market, that shake the country to Its 
verj centre, giving it earthquake BUOCKS, which 
cannot be stood much longer Ana these crashes 
fall finally most severely on the people.

the central government and mates the republican 
party and its leaders their supple tools, it will bs 
as hard, perhaps, to shake off the bondholders' des- 
potism as it was that of tae slaveholders. It is 
through the bondholders that the radical clutch on 
tbe throats or the people and their means or sub- 
sistence is to be maintained indefinitely. 
Sen- 
ator Spragne thinks that American 
politics 
nave always meant 
capital invested in soms 
great and controlling interest, such as cottoa and 
slaves before tas war and bond! smce. Go down a 
little ways below the surface and you come upon 
some vast Investment or capital, whose owners ars 
the real despots and autocrats or the country, wao 
tax tha people as they deem most conducive to tnelr 
selflsh interests. Senator bprague thmia tnat indus- 
trially, agriculturally and commercially we are on 
the roafl to rum. We are rapidly exhausting our 
vircln ion, without furnishing it the means ot 
recovery in ths shape or fertilizers, extending our 
railroad* to new tracts as fait as we wear out the 
old, 
cultivated onea. Onr commercial marine is 
destroyed, and even manufacturing is m a bad way. 
It is already debated by our great mill owners 
whether they shall not run their mills on half time. 


As to the labor reform movement, the hours of 


labor, and an independent workingmen's party, 
that shall Ignore both the leading parties. Senator 
Sprague was quits free to speak. Tho Hours or labor, 
ne said, must bo necessarily reduced by the exigen- 
cies or the time. Ha was fearful that the labor re- 
form party may suffer itself to be cajoled by dema- 
gogues, in June or the current year he wrote to W. 
H. Sylvia, President of the National Reform Union,

The Case of the 
Eaterpe—No Questions 


Aaked of tfce Destination of War materials 
Purchased iu the United States—The Spanish 
Gunboats to Be Detained. 
The refusal of the government to detain the 


Eteamer Euterpe arose from the fact that it was not 
considered that, in taKmg out a cargo of arms and 
munition, she was ffuilty of any breach of the 
neutrality laws. It was established as a principle 
some time ago that any person or persons could 
purchase arms ana munitions or war from our 
government and that no questions would be asked 
as to their intended use or destination. The admin- 
istration does no.c propose to vary from this policy. 
It was known here that the ordnance on board the 
Euterpe was Intended for the Spanish gunboats 
now being built at New Tort, and that the 
object was to tafce it down to Cuba and put it on 
board the gunboats when they reached there. In 
fad, this matter or the Euterpe is but part or a plan 
to get the Spanish gunboats afloat in Cuban waters. 
1 he sovernment here U fully apprised of it, ana its 
determination not to allow thfi gunboats to depart 
under any pre'ence is unaltered. The sailing or the 
Euterpe, therefore, will be of no advantage to the 
Spaniards, aa the ordnance on board of her Is use- 
less without the gunboats.

politics anil religion as well as of business,

financial woes. Well streefe cyclones and business 
fluctuations, continual mo tion and circulation is as 
necessary to keep up the equilibrium in the mone- 
tary world aa it is in the atmosphere which 
swathes the globe, which is kept usoithful and 
equable by the coiitmuai interaction or polar and 
equatorial currents of cold and neated air. The 
Sjrnted states Treasury, as at preseai managed, is 
the very centre of monetary confusion and the 
fruitful cause of speculation, panic and htgh pr«ces. 
Whatever Boutweii does, be Is- bound to do damage. 
For example, tf he goes into the market and sells 
$2,000,000 
gold he tases out 
of 
circulation 


$3,000,000 of greeubacss and locks tueia up and 
makes currency htgh, straitening tue business 
community to that extent. In fact, the money power 
in its present utterly unregulated condition id nearly 
omnipotent, and finally absorbs all the profits of 
business. Money is the rudder of property, and un- 
regulated ana unrestrained, as it is at present, n ia 
rapidly steering us to tmancial perdition aud ruin. 
Popular endurance may be too severely tried. 
What is tuo government doing at present' it is 
levying forced loans oa the puadc la the shape of 
taxes to an unprecedented amount and alternately 
hoarding and letting them loose on the market ia the 
most uncertain manner creating alternate scarcity 
of lunds and repletion. Hence the fluctuations of 
the money market, that shake the country to Its 
verj centre, giving it earthquake BUOCKS, which 
cannot be stood much longer Ana these crashes 
fall finally most severely on the people. What 1 pro 
pose as a remeuy Is simple, but 1 have no cloubc it 
would be efficacious, wnen President Washington 
asked Mr. Hamilton what was to be done with the 
(Revolutionary) public debt Mr. Hamilton answered, 
•Bank upon it.' So be did, but tie profits of the 
operations of the banfc went to ma^e and swell prt 
vate rortunes. I do not propose that. I do propose 
the erection in Mew York—the great money centre 
ol the country—et a S.attonal Council of Finance, 
whose function It shall oe to take charge of the 
public debt and the public revenues, aua instead 
of using those great instrumentalities for private 
emolument and purposes of speculation bend 
them to the public prout aud to tiie accruing of a 
tlrm and uniform course in. the money market.

the Treasury- Besides which, as the people give to 
thia Institution its powers, whether great or 
little, tne people may also take them away when 
the Council fails to meet their jusf expectations. 
The power, in other words, that creates may also 
destroy. A third objection Is the danger of corrupt 
and bad management. But could any management 
be « orse than that we nave endured for nve years ? 
Human Ingenuity could haidly devise methods for 
the conduct of our monetary aflalra more at; war 
with the interests of the people than those which 
have prevailed since Lee's surrender. The whole 
management has been in the interest of brokers 
anu speculators, a state otjfacts so patent to the peo- 
ple tnat not a few of them propose a remedy very 
simple indeed, but ternb'y efflcaclous—I mean that 
of repudiation The proats will come from the loan 
Of the surplus funds in tlie Treasury, derived 
from 
the 
income 
or the 
government 
not 
used from day to day; on the loan of its 
bills, based on its own bouds and securities; 
on ^he business of the purchase and sales oi 
bills or »vrnange, and, 
in a word, on the 


wuole business now performed by the bankers. Tne 
government rurnishes the foundation upon whits, 
the banking business rests. I want the people to 
use this foundation to lessen the burden ot" their 
taxes, to procure facilities for their business enter- 
prises at unirorm prices; increasing the quantity of 
money, and lessening its cost by turning means 
now used by the bankers into legitimate business 
elmnnelE, and no longer paying tribate upon what is 
ngntfully their own." 


As to the national debt, as it has been manipulated 


smce the close of the war, senator Sprague considers 
it an unmitigated evil, a national curse. The $2,600,- 
000,000 which, invested In slaves, gave the South- 
ern slaveholders dictatorial control of tne federal 
politics ana the federal administration, now. trans- 
formed into the same amount of federal securities, 
givea the bondholders the same despotic control of 
the central government and mates the republican 
party and its leaders their supple tools, it will bs 
as hard, perhaps, to shake off the bondholders' des- 
potism as it was that of tae slaveholders. It is 
through the bondholders that the radical clutch on 
tbe throats or the people and their means or sub- 
sistence is to be maintained indefinitely. 
Sen- 
ator Spragne thinks that American 
politics 
nave always meant 
capital invested in soms 
great and controlling interest, such as cottoa and 
slaves before tas war and bond! smce. Go down a 
little ways below the surface and you come upon 
some vast Investment or capital, whose owners ars 
the real despots and autocrats or the country, wao 
tax tha people as they deem most conducive to tnelr 
selflsh interests. Senator bprague thmia tnat indus- 
trially, agriculturally and commercially we are on 
the roafl to rum. We are rapidly exhausting our 
vircln ion, without furnishing it the means ot 
recovery in ths shape or fertilizers, extending our 
railroad* to new tracts as fait as we wear out the 
old, 
cultivated onea. Onr commercial marine is 
destroyed, and even manufacturing is m a bad way. 
It is already debated by our great mill owners 
whether they shall not run their mills on half time. 


As to the labor reform movement, the hours of 


labor, and an independent workingmen's party, 
that shall Ignore both the leading parties. Senator 
Sprague was quits free to speak. Tho Hours or labor, 
ne said, must bo necessarily reduced by the exigen- 
cies or the time. Ha was fearful that the labor re- 
form party may suffer itself to be cajoled by dema- 
gogues, in June or the current year he wrote to W. 
H. Sylvia, President of the National Reform Union, 
as follows, among other things :—

at Iho present time from dealriug tha popular support for 
myself and lor any Interest 1 h&TO, direct or indirect If ours 
Is tha people1!

LITERARY FRAUDS. 


The Newton, Pascal and Other Forgeries— 


Experiences of a French Academician— 
Papers Said ta Have Como from America. 
At the meeting of the Academic des Sciences, in 


Paris, on the ista of September, a statement was 
made by M. Ohasles on the subject of the pascal, 
Newton and other alleged forgeries, which in sub- 
stance was as follows:— 


Early in Jnne, 1867,1 had the honor of communi- 
cating to the Academy certain documents snowing 
that Pascal was aware of the laws of attraction, and 
might have had relations with young Newton. I did 
not act precipitately in the matter, for it Was (la No- 
vember, issi, that an individual calling himself a 
"Daiffioatologlc archive," ana rfuo deaic in genealogi- 
cal deeds, proonred these documents for ma irom the 
possessor, wno had directed him to dispose of them. 
1 was, therefore, well aware of the importance from 
a scientific point of view of the documents; I also 
£new that I did not possess the entire collection and 
I made propositions to Induce him ft *et"hie'navd 
the whole at onee. in reply I was told that the 
cower, wbo had brousnt them from. America, to 
trtiich country they had been taksn In 1781, tools a 
pleasure in going through thorn, aad cfihlb! not bs 
prevailed on to part with taefl except at Ms conve- 
nience. It whl be readily understood, therefore, 
that when M. Le ^ errter, as the sitting of the Acad- 
emy on tte 29th of Angust, 1867, aeKed me from 
whom I received these documents, and to give s list 
of the whole of them, I was obliged to refuse to give 
hlra the information he asked for, because to let 
everybody know from wnom I .received them 
would have 
led to 
suoli offers* being made 
to the possessor as he could not have resisted 
and would have compromised ttte fate of ihe docu- 
ments, souiier coald 1 say taat the thousands I 
held iu my hands formed the entire collection- con- 
sequently 1 was forced to give a distinct refusal, 
ana nooody call with justice blame my reserve more 
especially as i earnestly requested all who took an 
interest to the matter to come and inspect them. 
More than that—as soon as objections came from 
abroad I either sent the originals or photographs of 
them for examiuatlon. Coald I do more? More- 
over, the great number of these documents, the 
variety of subjects of which they treated, the names 
0^ the authors and their perfect concordance left no 
doubt in my mind concerning ttieir authenticity. It 
was this accordance tnat enabled me to answer all 
the objections tliat were urged against them; BO 
readily, indeed, as to give rise to the supposition that 
there was a forger, aiid, eventually, that there were 
several forgers who manufactured the documents to 
meet exigencies as tncy arose. On this subject 
allow mo to state that the fijaatence of the letter of 
James II., which some persons seemed to think jus- 
tified them in uttering their suspicions, was Known 
soxne months previous to my mamng nse of it to 
oar brother academician, I.I. ualard, uo having ob- 
sen edit one eV-enmg wnen going through the let- 
ers of James aud his two daughters. Mary and 
Anne, with two English servants.

Going back to a. period anterior to the Sixteenth 
century, l may mention a large number of varied 
contributions assigned to Dante, Rene d'Aniou 
Petrarch, Bocoacto, Petrarch's friend Laura, aud 
many otliers. Of tings there were letters tue author- 
ship or which was meced to the credit of Philip AUTIS- 
tus, St. Louis, Philippe le Bel. Charles V., VI. and 
VIII., also letters said to be written by ARnes Sorei 
Brantoneand Joan of Arc. * * How could it have 
been possible to suspect that the same person could 
compose, la addition to tne numerous papers oa 
scientific subjects, with which the Academy is 
acquainted, au the letters and poetical pieces attrib- 
uted 10 Dante aad Brautome especially ? It cannot 
'.or a moment bs pretended tnat they were boirowed 
'rom printed works. If these documents were to be 
relieved, the contributions of Petrarch, Laura and 
Clemence Isaurc were seat to Knb.el.us, by Kostrada- 
mas, who collected them at Avignon. Tae dates 
assigned to tne above meatiose'd papers are 
recent compared with some others, which pur- 
port to have been written ai the commence- 
ment of the Christian era, and

earlier date; a gcodly number bearing the names 
of Julius Ciesar and other Roman Emperors, also 
of the Apostles and St Jerome, Gregory of Tout's. St.

According to the documents taein- 
faeives the origin of these treasures was this:—Ihe 
Abbey of Tours was very rich in old documents, and 
was still further enriched by the Aobol Alcuin, who 
caused researches to be made in Italy and other for- 
3ii?n countries far any records of importance. Rabe- 
ais, who was an enthusiast in saca matters and Who 
vas still farther stimulated in his researches by 
Francis L and Margaret d'Anguleme, knew of the 
archives of the Tours Abbey, ana he was allowed to 
mate copies and translations of several thousands, 
vluoh were subsequently found at .his hermitage of 
.angey, and thence passed into the collection of 
Foucauit, a member of the Academy oflnscriptions, 
wno died at the commencement of the last century. 
In conclusion if. cnasles added:— 
1 do not assume the responsibility of the geuulne- 
sess of the whole of tnese papers; but, whatever 
hey may be, it is indisputable that their composi- 
tion, It they are not original, must have required

On the other hand, as Egypt is Iu ever' 
respect the most important portion or the emalrc, i 
follows that the Sublime Porte cannot in any way 
consent to the weakening or rescinding of anr of 
the conditions established by tha imperial firmSns 
Consequently the want of a perfect understanding 
upon tne mode of carrying out those conditions on 
the parrot yonr Highness causes difficulties of ihoro 
than one Kind to arise. Thus the understanding as 
to the manner of fulfilling the established conditions 
being of capital interest, and as it should In ttte

of your Highness' letter facilitating the solu 
tlon of this important question—i hasten, will 
great pleasure, to inform you that his Ma- 
jesty has deigned to receive with satisfaction 
tae assurances of your Highness on tins subject 
as also the assurance of your entire fidelity to lisa 
and or vour firm Intention to keep within ttte limits 
of your duties.

LITERARY FRAUDS. 


The Newton, Pascal and Other Forgeries— 


Experiences of a French Academician— 
Papers Said ta Have Como from America. 
At the meeting of the Academic des Sciences, in 


Paris, on the ista of September, a statement was 
made by M. Ohasles on the subject of the pascal, 
Newton and other alleged forgeries, which in sub- 
stance was as follows:— 


Early in Jnne, 1867,1 had the honor of communi- 
cating to the Academy certain documents snowing 
that Pascal was aware of the laws of attraction, and 
might have had relations with young Newton. I did 
not act precipitately in the matter, for it Was (la No- 
vember, issi, that an individual calling himself a 
"Daiffioatologlc archive," ana rfuo deaic in genealogi- 
cal deeds, proonred these documents for ma irom the 
possessor, wno had directed him to dispose of them. 
1 was, therefore, well aware of the importance from 
a scientific point of view of the documents; I also 
£new that I did not possess the entire collection and 
I made propositions to Induce him ft *et"hie'navd 
the whole at onee. in reply I was told that the 
cower, wbo had brousnt them from. America, to 
trtiich country they had been taksn In 1781, tools a 
pleasure in going through thorn, aad cfihlb! not bs 
prevailed on to part with taefl except at Ms conve- 
nience. It whl be readily understood, therefore, 
that when M. Le ^ errter, as the sitting of the Acad- 
emy on tte 29th of Angust, 1867, aeKed me from 
whom I received these documents, and to give s list 
of the whole of them, I was obliged to refuse to give 
hlra the information he asked for, because to let 
everybody know from wnom I .received them 
would have 
led to 
suoli offers* being made 
to the possessor as he could not have resisted 
and would have compromised ttte fate of ihe docu- 
ments, souiier coald 1 say taat the thousands I 
held iu my hands formed the entire collection- con- 
sequently 1 was forced to give a distinct refusal, 
ana nooody call with justice blame my reserve more 
especially as i earnestly requested all who took an 
interest to the matter to come and inspect them. 
More than that—as soon as objections came from 
abroad I either sent the originals or photographs of 
them for examiuatlon. Coald I do more? More- 
over, the great number of these documents, the 
variety of subjects of which they treated, the names 
0^ the authors and their perfect concordance left no 
doubt in my mind concerning ttieir authenticity. It 
was this accordance tnat enabled me to answer all 
the objections tliat were urged against them; BO 
readily, indeed, as to give rise to the supposition that 
there was a forger, aiid, eventually, that there were 
several forgers who manufactured the documents to 
meet exigencies as tncy arose. On this subject 
allow mo to state that the fijaatence of the letter of 
James II., which some persons seemed to think jus- 
tified them in uttering their suspicions, was Known 
soxne months previous to my mamng nse of it to 
oar brother academician, I.I. ualard, uo having ob- 
sen edit one eV-enmg wnen going through the let- 
ers of James aud his two daughters. Mary and 
Anne, with two English servants. Independently

ters and pieces of poetry, together with advice to his 
son, the auihorship of which was assigned to Francis 
I.; numerous letters and poetical pieces said to be 
written by Mary Stuart; several hmidrefls of letters 
from Montaigne, many from Siialcspeare's pea, 
addressed to Larrivay, PhiUlppe IJesportes and Mile 
De Gournay, besides letters ana other literary pro- 
ductions of Cervantes, Konsara, Tasso and others. 
Going back to a. period anterior to the Sixteenth 
century, l may mention a large number of varied 
contributions assigned to Dante, Rene d'Aniou 
Petrarch, Bocoacto, Petrarch's friend Laura, aud 
many otliers. Of tings there were letters tue author- 
ship or which was meced to the credit of Philip AUTIS- 
tus, St. Louis, Philippe le Bel. Charles V., VI. and 
VIII., also letters said to be written by ARnes Sorei 
Brantoneand Joan of Arc. * * How could it have 
been possible to suspect that the same person could 
compose, la addition to tne numerous papers oa 
scientific subjects, with which the Academy is 
acquainted, au the letters and poetical pieces attrib- 
uted 10 Dante aad Brautome especially ? It cannot 
'.or a moment bs pretended tnat they were boirowed 
'rom printed works. If these documents were to be 
relieved, the contributions of Petrarch, Laura and 
Clemence Isaurc were seat to Knb.el.us, by Kostrada- 
mas, who collected them at Avignon. Tae dates 
assigned to tne above meatiose'd papers are 
recent compared with some others, which pur- 
port to have been written ai the commence- 
ment of the Christian era, and 
even at

earlier date; a gcodly number bearing the names 
of Julius Ciesar and other Roman Emperors, also 
of the Apostles and St Jerome, Gregory of Tout's. St.

Rabe- 
ais, who was an enthusiast in saca matters and Who 
vas still farther stimulated in his researches by 
Francis L and Margaret d'Anguleme, knew of the 
archives of the Tours Abbey, ana he was allowed to 
mate copies and translations of several thousands, 
vluoh were subsequently found at .his hermitage of 
.angey, and thence passed into the collection of 
Foucauit, a member of the Academy oflnscriptions, 
wno died at the commencement of the last century. 
In conclusion if. cnasles added:—

Tlio week which has just closed mil be historical, 


as embracing a period or panic tne most remarkable 
sinco 1857. When the great gold clique quietly 
begau their operation; a few months since they little 
dreamed or tlio immense commotion they were about 
to produce. Even wnen their "corner" culminated 
a wees ago Friday tho immediate future or the 
stock market was an unknown sea, whose waters 
ttiej Knew not were to be upheaved by so fearful a 
storm. It is an undoubted Tact also that tac slocfc 
cliques wlio were on the Bear side or the specula- 
tion, in their wildest imagining or great profits, fan- 
cied not tho depth to which the market was 
So be plunged.

all sides lost money. 
Some vast 
fortunes— 


for tue "bears" were not content to remain 
out of their stocks, but loaded up midway or the de- 
scent and were swamped in tne ultimate decline.

.England sneered at the possibility of the realiza- 
tion of M. de Lesseps' dream. It is now, however, 
on the point of being, accomplished. England—at 
least many representatives of the press—steadfastly 
deny that a bridge can ever be thrown across the 
straits ot Calais and Dover. M. Boutel, the cele- 
brated engineer, who conceived the project of join- 
ing the two countries by means of a railway bridge, 
Is on the point of glvicjt a conclusive proof of the 
practicability of his invention. The experiment on 
a -small scale which haa alreadr been mads 
at Calais, in presence of some of the adminis- 
trators and shareholders, has been so complete 
a success that it will be renewed m a few 
days in presence of the rewesentatives ot the 
French and English press. An invitation having 
been forwarded to your correspondent, a detailed 
accou ntwril reach yon aa soon as'the experiment 
lias taken place between Calais ana Senlis.

at Ono End of the Line and All Asia at the 
Other." 


[From the London Times, Sept. 21.] 
Some fifteen years ago an Anglo-Karon prophecy 
was published for the edification of ttte world. The 
prophet was an eminent English engineer, and the 
subject of his prediction was the route between 
England and the Bast The future was presented 
to us pictorially, or, at least, in a series or half 
a dozen maps, dated successively 1830, 1840. 1850 
1855, 1880, 1865, and comprising the territories 
between the British Isles and Hmdostan. The nrst 
two of these maps Illustrated tne past, the next the 
present, the last three the future. If the reader will 
open a chart ot the world on Mercator's projection 
ne will see that a line may be drawn to a straight 
direction irom ostend lo Bombay across one tract of 
land alter another. He will see, also, on a little fur- 
ther examination, that there are three water ways 
between these two points—one representing the 
long circuit of the African Continent: a second pass- 
ing oy the Mediterranean and the Red Sea. and a 
third. Involving rather more land travelling, by 
the Mediterranean and the Persian Gulf. "Now,

the successive improvements have consisted in 
the substitution or land Ior water—in other words, 
of railways for ships. For example, in 1830, the 
outward-bound Indiaman simply leit a channel 
pore, sailed all round the Cape, and then up the 
Indian Ocean to Bombay or Calcutta, as the case 
might be. The time consumed in the voyage was 
about loo days. In 1840 came those improvements 
which gave the new passage the distinctive name of 
the "overland" route, though the land journey aa 
yet bore but a small proportion to the sea voy- 
age.

KeanwLne 
the European Comment had been so far traversed 
by railways that first Marseilles and then Trieste 
might be reached, and thus a broad angle was saved 
since the traveller proceeded in nearly a direct line 
from Ostend to Alexandria, and thence onwards as 
before. This brought the time to thirty-nine days 
as it stood when the prophecy was uttered. Tha 
luture.was then .prefigured by three maps to repre- 
sent tho periods or 1S55.1800 and 1803. In 1S55 a 
railway along the Uuphratcs Tailcv was to open a 
communication by land with the head or tue Persian 
Gulf, thus saving the circuit or the Arabian Penin- 
sula, besides which a railway across India was to 
connect Calcutta with Bombay. By this the timu waa 
to be reduced to umeteen days.
